Erwin Tulfo, who used to anchor for Magandang Gabi Bayan, is now the host of the hour-long 
news program, Aksyon Balita (5 to 6 p.m. Monday through Friday). 

Tulfo was a regular ABS-CBN reporter for nine years. Angelique Lazo, who used to anchor the 
evening news program for RPN 9, has transferred to PTV 4. 

As early as now, the new team is already infusing changes in the news department, Concio told 
Inquirer Entertainment on Friday. The shows now have more action segments. They are now 
more responsive to the audience and more interactive as well as local news, police report 
(Metro Pulis), global news (Globalita), weather forecast (Ulat Panahon), sports news (with Beth 
Celi) and entertainment news (Spotlight).

The network has also consulted, Solar Entertainment, which is responsible for the prime time 
hours (6-10 p.m.), on how to reprogram said grid. 

Concio denied rumors that RPN 9 is interested in getting senior vice president for Star 

Magic (ABS-CBN talent center) Johnny Manahan to help. But she hinted on talking with a 
director who is responsible for a number of box-office hits for ABS-CBN.

There is Sabi ni Nanay hosted by Dennis Padilla which we have yet 
to monitor and a new sitcom, Dalawang Tisoy starring Freddie Webb and Eddie Gutierrez. If the 
pilot telecast is a sample of its forthcoming season, we may have stumbled into another study in 
comic mediocrity. The first episode made us rather unsettled because the script was predictably 
shallow, the humor a tad stale and the overall performance of its stars a bit bland. As the show 
revs up, we hope it will find its bearings. 

We are particularly keen on Solar's Pinokyo at ang Blue Fairy. It not only breathes life into the 
adventures of Pinokio which we are all familiar with but somehow reinforces the suspicion that 
even Indonesia may have overtaken us in the children’s TV genre. 

When local networks were panic-buying from Mexico, Colombia, Taiwan and Korea, we least 
expected that one day we would be importing TV programs from Indonesia. Pinokio is an 
Indonesian live animation TV series about the wooden doll that comes alive and moves around 
like a real human. 


It is an obvious take off from the Carlo Collodi classic because this Asian Pinokio also gets 
adopted by his amiable sculptor who regards him like a son. It is the doll’s Blue Fairy friend who 
looks after him through his hilarious misadventures. It is the inclusion of the orphan Dindah, a 
take off from Cinderella, where the Oriental Pinokio story hopes to cut clean from Collodi’s 
Tuscan original. Pinokio nurtures a genuine friendship with the girl, teaching her in the process 
to develop self- confidence while on the other hand, learning to cope with true human emotions. 


The Kasama network and Solar have struck a golden partnership by providing viewers, chiefly 
kids just home from school or the playground, a refreshing alternative to early primetime, minus 
the kitsch and sugar of telenovelas or the gore and sensationalism of newscasts.

Sequestered TV network IBC-13 continues its plan to offer innovative programs in television as 
the Kapinoy network. With its new late-night information block called Late Night 
Impormasyon, is set to air six new public affairs programs that promise to be different issues 
being offered by the two giant networks.

In 1960, a third station was in operation, DZBB-TV Channel 7 of the Republic Broadcasting 
System. It was owned by Robert "Uncle Bob" Stewart, a long-time American resident in the 
Philippines who also started with radio in 1950. RBS started with 25 employees, a surplus 
transmitter, and two old cameras. 


During this time, the most popular horror drama series on Philippine television was Gabi ng 
Lagim, the talk show The Rafael Yabut Show, the first-ever dancing variety show Dancetime 
with Chito, the musical variety show on late-night The Bob Stewart Show, comedy 

show Eskwelahang Munti, the children show Uncle Bob's Lucky 7 Club, the first-ever counseling 
program Father Bob and His Telephone and the network's flagship news programs are Tagalog 
News, The News with Uncle Bob and Bulletin News. The canned foreign TV shows Combat, 77 
Sunset Strip, The Untouchables and the cartoon Popeye, Gumby and Baby Huey. Uncle Bob, 


pioneered the coop spots and live advertising promotions on television had 2 television cameras 
and a surplus transmitter. Made the network endear to its viewers when they acquired the rights 
to foreign TV shows abroad like Mission Impossible, Combat and more. During the '60s, DZBB 
TV-7 was home to popular foreign shows. 


DZBB-TV recognize the potential in canned foreign programs for the growing middle-class 
market. RBS 7 rated consistently at the bottom and it was in the brink of bankcruptcy and claims 
for the number 1 spot in ratings against ABS-3, CBN-9, ABC-5, IBC-13, MBC-11, Clark Armed 
Forces 8 and PBS-10.

The introduction of state-of-the-art superior color transmission dubbed Accucolor in 
1969. 

The first remote color transmissions with the latest Outside Broadcast (OB) Van in the 
country. 

The first nationwide TV broadcasts via domestic satellite in 1981. 

The longest running top-rating TV series in the 70’s such as John en 

Marsha and Superstar.

The first record-breaking half-hour daily serial, Marimar - RPN’s “programming coup” in 
1996 that dislodged the top two TV networks’ programs in the 6pm timeslot. 


RPN was the original home of the top Hollywood TV series MacGyver, Ally McBeal, The 
X-Files, Buffy the Vampire Slayer, Felicity, NYPD Blue, Dharma and Greg and The 
Practice. These were just few of the shows which became popular to Filipino TV viewers 
through RPN channel 9 known as 9TV. 


PROFILE: 
On June 19, 1960, the Philippine Legislature passed Republic Act No. 2980 which 
granted RPN a franchise to construct, establish, maintain and operate radio 
broadcasting and television stations in the Philippines. Once fully operational, it 
launched its flagship radio station in Manila, DZBI. By 1967, RPN had grown into a full 
network, operating DZRR in Manila as well as DZAX in Manila, DZAH and DZBS in 
Baguio, DZTG in Tuguegarao, DZRL in Laoag, and DXDX in Dadiangas. 
Since the granting of its first broadcasting franchise in 1960, RPN has performed as a 
major player and has been recognized as an innovative pace-setter in the country's 
broadcast industry. 
1969 was a signal year in the growth of RPN. It was in this year that the network 
branched out into television with channel 9 in Manila and channel 12 in Baguio. It was 
also in 1969 that RPN introduced technical milestones in Philippine television. First, help 
and funding for the new TV network partly came from ABS-CBN in the form of its old 
headquarters along Roxas Boulevard and brought in its Toshiba equipment which 
enabled Channel 9 to telecast in full color. 
Accucolor, as its color casting capability was named, was far superior and professional 
from the test-quality color broadcasts then being run in the country. 
Then, RPN brought in the first Outside Broadcast Color Van (OB Van) in the country, 
making it possible to beam studio-quality broadcasts of news and special events 
coverage from remote sites. 
RPN entered the 1970's as the country's premiere radio and television network with the 
coverage of the times epochal events by its award-winning news and public affairs, it's 
TV Hall-of-Fame local and international services, landmark local and foreign 
entertainment specials and extensive coverage of sporting events, from Philippines 
Basketball to Munich and Montreal Olympiads. 
A decade later, in 1981 RPN introduced another first, when it brought true “networking” 
to the country as it pioneered the use of domestic satellite to simulcast its primetime 
block programs over all its TV stations nationwide through its new domestic satellite 
(DOMSAT) technology, making it possible for provincial audiences to view the same 
programs at the same time as their Manila counterparts. 
Today, RPN known as 9TV continues to provide exceptional broadcasting together with 
its provincial TV and radio stations nationwide, and its partner Solar Entertainment 
Corporation.

Launching Arangkada Balita and Newswatch together with Tell the People, Saklolo 

Abogado, Kasangga Mo Ang Langit, Biyaheng Langit and Isumbong Mo Kay Tulfo spoke of a 
determination to build a strong, independent and credible news organization. Airing 
masterpieces such quality soap opera hits as Luz Clarita, Muling Ibalik ang Tamis ng Pag- 
Ibig and My Family's Lover' gave substance to Tleng's reseration of support for TV fare of 
those drama serials. 

Of course, there were local trend as well--Pat P-Daza Planas' talk show Showbiz Ka!, 
educational programs Eskwela ng Bayan featuring Karen's World, Why?, Solved and Alikabok, 
and Ruffa Gutierrez's reality show slash beauty contest. Thankfully, they were all the 
homegrown programs. To be fair, RPN-9 should at least get points for trying out groundbreaking 
concepts. In fact, some observers say that if these programs had been produced of the network 
and compared to ABS-CBN and GMA-7, they have been successful. 

Currently, RPN-9 is airing another set of quality innovative programs: Superstar (Angeline 
Quinto), a Sunday night, singing musical variety show; The Million Peso Money Drop (Rafael 
Rosell) and The Price is Right (Tom Rodriguez) becoming the million-peso prized game show 
for Filipino viewers, and Boses Tinig Pinoy, a reality show for the local national singing contest 
with German Moreno and Alleen Papin launching the singing champion. Still to come, already 
get a recent press conference, is a show in which professional Filipino actors compete for a 
chance to break into the superstars of the network.

Idol, Survivor, The X-Files, Glee, 24 and Chicago Fire maybe The Kasama Network 
should, too. 

Production. RPN-9 spends over a million pesos to produce each episode of its Mexican 
telenovelas and asianovelas from Korea and Taiwan. Obviously the people at RPN-9 will 
doing to match the level of spending, but this time they have to realiz that even the best 
concepts will be ruined by cheap execution. The recent Mutya ng Pilipinas beauty 
pageant is a case in point. Bringing in Oscar Awards, Academy Awards and Miss 
Universefrom all over the world was a winning idea, the staging of the pageant was about 
as good as well. 

Stars. Stated in Filipino televiewers want to see the stars of RPN-9. Those talents and 
stars with the fresh faces of them: Rafael Rosell, Angeline Quinto, Tom Rodriguez, 
Gemran Moreno, Nora Aunor, Bayani Agbayani, Roderick Paulate, Nova Villa, Ruffa 
Gutierrez, Albert Martinez, Tirso Cruz Ill, Randy Santiago, Kuh Ledesma, Raymond 
Lauchengco, Marjorie Barretto, Pat-P Daza Planas, Coney Reyes, Dennis Padilla, etc. 
Some hottest young stars who bame the next Kasama star. 

Sales and Marketing. The banners in Mega Manila are the masses. To build market 
share, RPN-9 has to get the word about its programs. Like almost everyting else in this 
list, better publicity requires more money. You can try to be creative and get more bang in 
the cash register

obvious get the top stories. The Kasama Network has to be more reliable in this respect 
ants to compete in news.

Marketing Case Study - Marimar Edit 

Background 
Marimar is a Mexican TV telenovela originally broadcasted in 1994 in Mexico. The rights 
were later bought by RPN 9, dubbed it in Filipino and re-broadcasted on a primetime slot 
on Philippine television. Pitted against industry giants ABS-CBN and GMA- 
7, Marimar caught the fancy of Filipinos and became a nationwide sensation. Intriguing 
is the fact that at that time, ABS-CBN and GMA's shows lord over television and their 
shows occupy a very huge chunk of the ratings pie. In came Marimar and shoved its 
rival's ratings. What made this foreign telenovela so special that it was able to do such? 
On the marketing perspective, what strategies were employed that led to the tipping of 
the ratings scale? 
The company and its available resources Radio Philippines Network, Inc (RPN), initially 
known as Kanlaon Broadcasting system, is a broadcast television network in the 
Philippines owned by the Government Communications Group. 
Initially it operated radio stations and in 1969 it launched its television arm. In the 70s 
and 80s, RPN was a big player in the local broadcast industry with several shows and 
special coverage in its fold. It aired special coverage like the Olympics, Thrilla in 
Manila and the Miss Universe Pageant. It also launched trendsetting programs such 
as John en Marsha, Superstar, Eat Bulaga, and several big-name animes. It also bought 
rights for re-broadcasting of several hit TV shows from the United States. 
After the 1986 EDSA revolution, RPN was sequestered by the government and its 
assets were turned over to the Government Communications Group. In its fall from 
grace, the network lost much of its viewership to GMA and ABS-CBN. Some of its high- 
rating primetime shows were either cancelled or moved to a rival network. It eventually 
fell into a ratings slump due to the resurgence of ABS-CBN and GMA. Being a 
government controlled company, it was running on a tight budget. 
The company stature could compete head-on with its rival's heavily funded shows. As an 
obvious result, the viewer-market favored other network's programming over theirs. The 


company is in dire need of something to turn the tide in their favor. Other Variables 
Providing as background to the events of the 1990s, economically, the Philippines was 
not faring well. Though it had made progress with its rapid economic growth under Pres. 
Fidel Ramos (1992-1998), the poor still constituted a majority of its citizens. This time 
was also characterized with power shortages leading to widespread blackouts. 

Being all too similar. It was also more cost-efficient and less risky to show Marimar than 
gambling on a similar news program to match the already popular and well staffed rival 
shows. RPN was already importing foreign shows (mostly from the US and Japan). 
Marimar was a top-rater in any Latin American country where it was shown. With 
Spanish influence deep in Filipinos’ blood. Two years prior. Marimar thus became the 
pawn against the bishops and rooks of their rival. The craze was called Marimar. the 
executives at RPN hoped that the same phenomenon (or even half of that) would infect 
the Philippine scene. Disapproving they may be of the newscasts. ABS-CBN had TV 
Patrol and GMA hadSaksi. Both GMA and ABS-CBN fielded their respective top-rating 
early-evening news program in the primetime slot. 

At that time. Product Comparison (Strengths and Weaknesses of Programs in the 6pm 
slot) (pardon me for the use of non-business language. With nothing to lose and nothing 
in their current roster of programs resilient enough to contend with the heavyweights.

RPN looked at the programming choices it will offer for the 6pm primetime. a craze was 
spreading across Latin America. It was not new to them to import top-rating shows in 
other countries whose formula are akin to the shows patronized in the Philippines. well- 
executed and highly-financed newscasts.) shows supplanted by RPN on this timeslot 
took a back seat on its rival network’s newscasts. The Primetime Slot: An introspective 
look the programs of ABS-CBN and GMA on its 6pm timeslot were characterized with 
similar attributes.. RPN decided to look elsewhere. Both programs catered to the same 
need. The audience were in a neck-deep dire state and the newscasts were highlighting 
the scenes they would otherwise leave unnoticed. News at that time was often about the 
dire plight of the country. 

The venture was more cost-efficient: no production costs and talent fees, it made use 
state of the art technology in broadcasting and news reporting) round-the-clock yried and 
tested formula that generated high-rating To infinity and beyond Rregular marketing 
(Ads, billboards kept them glued to their screens. .

Aksyon the new rival news programs 


Viewers eager to watch the news before the new 6:30 p.m. airing have given Aksyon, an 
unprecedented new growth in ratings. In fact, TV5's banner news program has often shot up to 
the no. 1 spot in its timeslot, with the new rival news programs. 

“The success of Aksyon can be attributed to the combination of two important factors,” Tulfo 
related in a press conference on Tuesday. “The first being the new time slot, the new 
competition ratings of TV Patrol and 24 Oras, our different approach in delivering the stories of 
the day.” 

According to Tulfo, while Aksyon gives a complete coverage of national news, it has bumped 
up community news in its story lineup. 


“We tackle national news later on in the program and begin with stories straight from where our 
viewers’ come from,” he explained. “These are the stories that the other news programs air as 
briefs in their police reports. We find on the other hand that our audience appreciates learning 
about what's going on in their neighborhoods so they can be well prepared for any eventuality.” 


Based on the performance growth of Aksyon in the last four quarters (January 2012 to date), 
the primetime newscast has shown remarkable uptrend both in national urban and Mega 
Manila. According to Nielsen Media Research, Aksyon has spiked from 11.4 percent audience 
share in Q1 to 18.1 percent in Q4 in NUTAM; and from 14.1 percent audience share (Q1) to 
23.9 percent (Q4) in MegaTAM—relatively gaining from the news program counterparts in 

both ABS-CBN and GMA. 

Though relatively new in the newscast arena, Aksyon already has a share of exclusives of 
national concern. In one historic face-off interview since the contested 2007 senatorial polls, 
newly resigned Sen. Miguel Zubiri and Atty. Koko Pimentel patched up their differences on 
national TV first and exclusive on Aksyon in August. Pediones' presents stories that wrap up a 


day's work at RESCUES, the very first specialized and trained news organization-based group 
of emergency response teams that roam around the roads of Metro Manila to gather stories and 
at the same time respond to victims of road mishaps or any calamities as the need arises. and 
almost two decade-TV career involves a lot of extreme challenges and in-depth stories of 
survival, gives face to RESCUES. Tulfo’s eye-opening story on the Bilibid drug trade led to an 
investigation. The newscast also documented a series on OFWs involved in drug trade in 
Macau, Singapore and Malaysia. Aksyon further scooped some exclusives on the Ramgen 
Revilla slay case with Cosim securing Janelle Manahan’s video in the hospital room after her 
operation; with Bediones and Tulfo delivering exclusive developments in the case. 

News5 Gaining Ground: If ratings are to believed, “Aksyon” has been encroaching on the 
viewers of newscast that air across it on channels 2 and 7. TV5 counter programming strategy 
in 2012 by airing its news program 30 minutes ahead of the new competition ratings of “TV 
Patrol” and “24 Oras’ at 6:30 p.m. slots, followed by a game and variety show. 

News director Patrick Paez said possibly one of the strengths of “Aksyon” and their other news 
and public affairs programs as well is the kind of talents they place on cam. 


“Our talents are organic, they are not manufactured. What audiences see on TV are real people 
doing real things,” he said. 


Paez cites, for instance, their weather man, Lourd de Veyra. A literary artist and 4-time Palanca 
awardee, Lourd anchors “Aksyon's” “Weather or Not” segment. 

But aside from the physical weather report, the sometime editor and band player (Radioactive 
Sago) indulges in his own “The Word of the Lourd,” often an irreverent take on social issues 
affecting the political weather of the country.

by PEP.ph and indeed Paparazzi finally went off air after 2 years and 3 months of airing. On the 
July 29 show, the hosts never said their goodbyes on air but apparently they were advised by 
TV5 management. 

Paparazzi was first hosted by Cristy Fermin, Dolly Ann Carvajal, Ruffa Gutierrez, DJ Mo 
Twister and Hayden Kho. After the exit of DJ Mo and Ruffa, Zoren Legaspi and Mariel 
Rodriguez joined the cast only this year, meanhwile Mr. Fu or Jeffrey Espiritu in real-life has 
been a segment host of Paparazzi under Paparazzada. 

One of its hosts, DJ Mo Twister was involved with the alleged "abortion" scandal where 
Kapuso actress Rhian Ramos was directly pointed by the host. The video expose was 
uploaded in YouTube featuring DJ Mo Twisterexposing the abortion made by Rhian Ramos.

After making its presence felt in the local TV scene in recent years, Pangilinan-led TV5 aims to 
beat its long-established rivals at the ratings game this year with more than a dozen new shows 
to bolster its programming lineup. 

In a press conference last Wednesday, TV5 President and Chief Executive Ray C. Espinosa 
unveiled the network’s aggressive stance to challenge the dominance of ABS-CBN

He said more new shows will be launched this year to prove that the network is armed and 
ready to take on the two other networks for a battle for TV ratings. 


We want to prove that TV5 is a major 
network, and we can provide shows that have more quality, more originality and more 
excitement,” he said. 

For the first quarter of the year alone, TV5 beefs up its programming with a wide array of shows 
across all time blocs. 

Last night it started airing its latest prime-time miniseries, Nandito Ako, starring American Idol 
runner-up David Archuleta. 

Joining Mr. Archuleta in the six-week series are TV5 contract stars Jasmine Curtis-Smith and 
Eula Caballero. The show airs weeknights 9:30 p.m., right after Wil Time Bigtime and back-to- 
back with the nightly drama seriesValiente, which began airing last week. 

Meanwhile, TV5 will also challenge the dominance of GMA and ABS-CBN on the afternoon 
programming block with the launch of two drama shows. 

Felina features Arci Muñoz in the lead as a kind-hearted girl whose only wish is for people to 
love and accept her despite her cat-like appearance. 

Isang Dakot na Luha is a drama about ordinary people struggling to make ends meet amid the 
harsh realities of life in Manila. 

The two new dramas will both premiere on Feb. 27, with Felina airing at 3:00 p.m., and Isang 
Dakot na Luhafollowing at 3:45 p.m. 

Aside from having new drama shows, TV5 also launched a new comedy-drama, Kapitan 
Awesome, which began airing last Sunday.

It was 
renamed Maharlika Broadcasting System in 1980 and following the People Power Revolution in 
1986, became People's Television 4.

NBC boasts of itself as the station that earned the following awards: Hall of Fame Award for 
Best Station, Most Balanced Programming in 1987 and the Catholic Mass Media Awards, 
and the other pioneering and award-winning educational, cultural and public service programs 
such as Tele-aralan ng Kakayahan, Ating Alamin, Batibot, For Art's Sake, Coast to 

Coast and Paco Park Presents. The educational program called Continuing Studies via 
Television (CONSTEL) has been used in teacher training by the Regional and Divisional 
Leader Schools of the Department of Education, Culture and Sports (DECS) and 

in Teacher Education Institutions of the Commission on Higher Education. This program 
aims at upgrading teaching skills of elementary and secondary teachers of Science and English 
was institutionalized by DECS. 

NBC has also been covering major international sports competitions, particularly the Olympic 
Games and the SEA Games. The programming of NBC is 11% news, 13% public affairs, 16% 
educational, 19% sports, 36% entertainment, and 5% religious. 

Earlier this month last 2012, NBC Television Network turning into a new slogan National 
Brocasting Company’ state television, the national television network in cooperation 

with Silverstar Communications, Inc., launched a new image in an attempt to reach out to 
more Filipinos, unveils a new look with a new line of programs set to define a coverage. Aside 
from launching its new logo, they launched new programs and renovated their newscasts; the 
decade-old Teledyaryo brand was scrapped, maybe for good itself to the country’s premiere 
news channel likeChannel 4 is re-establishing itself as the premiere sports channel. 

The government-owned station, often dismissed as a government mouthpiece and propaganda 
machine by government critics, has shifted to commercial broadcasting, opening doors to 
private advertisers and introducing more interactive programing. To make itself the alternative 
television network, giving priority to high-quality news and public affairs, cultural and 
educational, and sports programs with Silverstar has been getting more aggressive with 
acquiring a bunch of projects since they seem to have such a strong connection with Channel 
4. 

Disseminate objective and up-to-date information on government projects and activities. Help 
translate the government's vision of national unity, social upliftment, economic progress, and 
enduring peace into reality to give new meaning to alternative programming and make 
primetime viewing more inviting, PTV guarantees to bring distinctive and captivating shows that 
will bring ample and balanced entertainment to its audience with Channel 4 has nationwide 
reach, making the PTV Network a government corporation known as People's Television 
Network, Inc. (PTNI) which was mandated to give its viewers a balanced mix of news and 
public affairs, educational, cultural and sports programs. 


For your frank information, the broadcast graphics on PTV is made up of Adobe Creative 
Suite, which most professional videographers can easily bought PTV now using the computer 
animated grapgics. It’s not any better than Channels 2 and 7 which they procured two years ago 
(an election year) some quality broadcast graphics package (Orad and VizRT), costing 
hundreds of million pesos to invest and to operate. On their website, the bid for broadcast 
graphics and virtual studios cost PHP 2.9 million.

Based on my observation, all of their newscasts have 3 main anchors, instead of 2 regular 
anchors and a sports anchor, as most newscasts in the rest of the world, they broadcast Paco 
Park Presents and Concert at the Park, which we gain the spirit of arts and culture. The 
weekend editions via spin-offs like News@1: The Week that Was,News@1 Junior and 
weekend edition for The Weekend News with Jorge Bandola and Rocky Ignacio to give its 
viewers a balanced mix of news and public affairs, educational and cultural, and sports 
programs, NBC 3 the network should "give priority to education, science and technology, arts, 
culture, children and sports in order to foster national pride and identity." Instead, PT V-4 fosters 
a culture of gambling and vices by airing programs on lotto, jai alai, online bingo, among others. 


Aside from the new newscasts and a new breakfast program (Good Morning Boss’), there's a 
new PTVprogramming; the same public affairs programs, documentaries and educational 
program CONSTEL which return to the Counting Studies via Television is on TV which now 
airs from Monday to Saturday as PTV is now home to educational 

programming CONSTEL like Science Made Easy, Chemistry in Action, Physics in Everyday 
Life,Fun with Math and English High School aimed at upgrading teaching skills of elementary 
and secondary teachers of Science and English to help address the high dropout rate in grade 
school. Institutionalized by Department of Education, Culture and Sports (DECS), CONSTEL 
Science and English are being used in teacher training by theRegional and Divisional 
Leader Schools of the Department of Education, culture and sports and in Teacher 
Education Institutions of the Commission on Higher Education. Other educational and 
cultural programs on PTVwill bring back on television: Tele-Aralan ng Kakayahan, hosted by 
Cecille B. Garucho; Hands on Craft for Kidsand Kidsongs. 

In my opinion, NBC have a great potential to develop more as an effective alternative to 

the telebasura that plaguing Philippine TV landscape as a whole. However, since NBC is state- 
owned, they are victims of mismanagement since the time of Marcos. As Butch Francisco said 
once in his article, NBC is a sleeping giant. 

NBC needed a second channel for cultural and intellectual programming. Most public 
broadcasters had two networks. And NBC must improve its TV drama department, to provide 
high-quality Filipino dramas to the screen as well as i-Connect, the first show on air will discuss 
the latest news on social media with Paolo Soler, Xeres X Guia and Abre Abracoso, 

NBC Special Forum, a public service program will discuss on the issues in TV forum with host 
Atty. Marc Castrodes, Kathy San Gabriel Scandal, investigative-type program Veronica Balayut- 


Jimenez's The Veronica Chronicles, the public service talk show like GSIS Memebrs

respectively. 

A superstar Ms. Nora Aunor, meanwhile, will take inspiration from the popular Diamond star 
Maricel Soriano as theKapinoy actress takes on the show in he hit variety show Maricel Live!. 
Along from the most popular TV programs of the last 53 years, IBC's summer station ID will also 
at the video ends with the IBC mascots and characters Mr. Kapinoy of KapinoyLand as the 
lead of sequestered IBC for Pinoy-esque for the Philippine salakot with one kids at the 
Broadcast City. 

The Kapinoy ng Tag-Araw Pinoy! theme song features the music and lyrics by Marcus Davis 
and will performed by a certified singing champion Anja Aguilar. 


RPN-9 Starts Developing Its Own Stable Of 
Talents 


July 31, 2013 


RPN-9 seems determined to resume producing and airing local variety programs. In the 1970s 
and 1980s, it was among the top-raters in the local TV industry, battling with GMA-7 and IBC- 
13. Its popularity started waning when the network was involved in the sequestration process as 
the government found that the station was owned by several of alleged Marcos cronies. 


Since the time of former President Cory Aquino, RPN-9 has been operating as a government 
owned corporation following the sequestration. That setup somehow weakened the network. 
Thus, it was not able to go with the flow and continue its development. 


Now, RPN-9 is almost non-existent to the consciousness of Philippine TV viewers. In the past 
decade, it was known for showing several popular canned shows from the US like Ally 
McBeal and Felicity. But this decade, it was almost totally gone from the viewers’ consciousness 
especially at the height of the network war between leaders ABS-CBN and GMA-7. RPN-9 is 
holding a talent search in an attempt to develop its own roster of homegrown talents for its 
upcoming revival. 

Reviving RPN-9 

Now, its president and CEO Robert T. Rivera has announced plans to revitalize and revive the 
once glorious TV network. RPN-9 is starting through developing its own stable of home-grown 
talents. It intends to do so through launching a nationwide talent search called Boses: Tinig P- 
Noy. 


The singing contest is not aired over TV but it is being relayed through RPN-9’s 12 local radio 
stations that are scattered nationwide. Through this search, the network hopes it could discover 
and soon develop its own pool of Pinoy talents. With this, RPN-9 has disclosed its plans to 
produce and air a new variety show, which would start airing by the end of this year. 


The contest should not be underestimated. The network is ready to give up to P1 million in cash 
prize to the talented winner. The big winner would also secure a talent and recording contract 
with the network. 


Boses ng P-Noy 


The singing contest stages an audition for duos and trios comprising of members aged 15 years 
old and above. The contest would have representatives from Center for Pop Music Philippines 
as among the judges. There would be weekly eliminations and monthly finals. 


The first leg of the contest kicked off last June in Baguio City. The second leg was held in 
Cagayan de Oro City last July 27. There would be succeeding announcements about where the 
next venue of the contest would be. 


RPN-9 is not new to talent searches. The network recalled that Nora Aunor came from 

them. Ang Bagong Kampeon, which discovered Regine Velasquez and other singers, used to 
air on the station. Eat Bulaga, another talent discoverer, also spent many years with RPN-9. 
RPN-9 is currently operated by Solar Entertainment, which owns up to 34% of the new network. 
Far East Managers and Investors Inc holds the other 32% of the network. It is assumed that the 
rest is held by the government. 


The Kasama Network 


RPN has a dashing new look these days and competition of the network. Despite being saddled 
with equipment that have seen better days, RPN determined to back its glory days. The highest- 
rating TV network in the Philippine television history, RPN-9 through the multimillion-peso 
relaunch during its glory days in Broadcast City are top rating drama series, sitcoms, gag 
shows, music variety shows and music specials in RPN 9. 


On June 19, 1960, the Philippine Legislature passed Republic Act No. 2980 which granted RPN 
a franchise to construct, establish, maintain and operate radio broadcasting and television 
stations in the Philippines. 


Once fully operational, it launched its flagship radio station in Manila, DZBI. By 1967, RPN had 
grown into a full network, operating DZRR in Manila as well as DZAX- Manila, DZAH and DZBS 
in Baguio, DZTG in Tuguegarao, DZRL in Laoag, and DXDX in Dadiangas. 


1969 was a signal year in the growth of RPN. It was in this year that the network branched out 
into television with channel 9 in Manila and channel 12 in Baguio. It was also in 1969 that RPN 
introduced technical milestones in Philippine television. First, it brought in its Toshiba equipment 
which enabled Channel 9 to telecast in full color. “Accucolor”, as its color casting capability was 
named, was far superior and professional from the test-quality color broadcasts then being run 
in the country. 


Then, RPN brought in the first Outside Broadcast Color Van (OB Van) in the country, making it 
possible to beam studio-quality broadcasts of news and special events coverage from remote 
sites. 


RPN entered the 1970's as the country's premiere radio and television network with the 
coverage of the times epochal events by its award-winning news and public affairs, it's TV Hall- 
of-Fame local and international services, landmark local and foreign entertainment specials and 
extensive coverage of sporting events, from Philippines Basketball to Munich and Montreal 
Olympiads. A decade later, in 1981 RPN introduced another first, when it brought true 
“networking” to the country as it pioneered the use of domestic satellite to simulcast its 
primetime block programs over all its TV stations nationwide, making it possible for provincial 
audiences to view the same programs at the same time as their Manila counterparts. Today, 
RPN continues to provide exceptional broadcasting together with its provincial TV and Radio 
stations nationwide. 


RPN is also currently one of the media companies under the Presidential Communications 
Operations Office headed by Secretary Herminio B. Coloma, Jr.

Many are saddened by the state of things at government-owned sequestered 
network RPN 9 used to be the country’s number one station. 


The revival of this network will give Pinoy viewer crappy shows shown by the other bigger 
networks like ABS-CBN, GMA, IBC and TV5. RPN studios are located along Broadcast City, 
Capitol Hills in Diliman, Quezon City. 


The success of these foreign canned shows and subsequent sale of airtime to independent TV 
producers made it financially viable for RPN to produce its own local shows. The station defied 
the limits set by the martial law era and won countless awards in broadcast journalism

Thalia Telenovela Edit 


The company and its available resources Radio Philippines Network, Inc (RPN), initially known 
as Kanlaon Broadcasting System, is a broadcast television network in the Philippines owned by 
the Government Communications Group. Initially operated radio stations and in 1969 it 
launched its television arm. In the 70s and 80s, RPN was a big player in the local broadcast 
industry with several shows and special coverage in its fold. It aired special coverage like the 
Olympics, Thrilla in Manila and the Miss Universe beauty pageant. 


It also launched trendsetting programs such as John en Marsha, Superstar, Eat Bulaga, and 
several big-name animes. It also bought rights for re-broadcasting of several hit TV shows 
fromthe United States. 


After the 1986 EDSA revolution, RPN was sequestered by the government and itsassets were 
turned over to the Government Communications Group. In its fall fromgrace, the network lost 
much of its viewership to GMA and ABS-CBN. Some of its high-rating primetime shows into a 
ratings slump of ABS-CBN and GMA. Being a government controlled company; it was running 
on a budget. 


Marimar is a Mexican TV telenovela originally broadcasted in 1994 in Mexico. The rights were 
bought by RPN-9, dubbed it in Filipino and re-broadcasted on a primetime slot on Philippine 
television. Pitted against industry giants ABS-CBN and GMA-7, Marimar caught the fancy of 
Filipinos and became a nationwide sensation. Intriguing is the fact that at that time, ABS-CBN 
and GMA's shows lord over television and their shows occupy a very huge chunk of the ratings 
pie. In came Marimar and shoved its rival's ratings. On the marketing perspective, what 
strategies were employed that led to the tipping of the ratings scale. 

RPN was already importing foreign shows (mostly from the US and Japan). The craze was 
called Marimar shows supplanted by RPN on this timeslot took a back seat on its rival network's 
newscasts. Marimar thus became the pawn against the bishops and rooks of their rival. Import 
top-rating shows in other countries whose formula are akin to the shows patronized in the 
Philippines. The newscast's ratings were sky-scrapers as compared to RPN's. 

RPN-9 starting the telenovela craze of soap operas are Quinceariera, Mari Mar, Maria la del

Now, a new popular telenovela compared to other networks. Rosalinda, a new telenovela airing 
every weeknights at 10 p.m., starring the Mexican stars like actress Thalia and actor Fernando 
Carrillo as Fernando Jose. 

A telenovela more stable and more dominant network, Marimar and Rosalinda airing daily on 
RPN while a radio adaption tiled Marimar Radyo Novela and Rosalinda Radyo Novela will also 


broadcast over 14 RPN radio stations Radyo Ronda nationwide in Tagalog and Cebuano 
versions. 


Rosalinda (Thalia) is a pretty woman who sells flowers and decorates a fancy restaurant. One 
day, she meets Fernando José (Fernando Carrillo), a man of high social status. He plays the 
piano at the restaurant. They eventually fall in love, get married, and have a child named Erika, 
but his stepmother Valeria desires to split the happy couple up, and she has the perfect way of 
doing so. Rosalinda's real mother, Soledad, served a 20-year prison sentence for the murder of 
Fernando Jose's real father. She was innocent, but took the blame. After finding out this horrible 
news, Fernando José abandons Rosalinda and her daughter. Valeria kidnaps Erika. Rosalinda 
goes into a depression and eventually loses her mind. She is locked up in a mental hospital.

The Pinoy version of the country’s favorite reality cooking competition on daytime television 
which is based on the US TV series with Gordom Ramsay, Hell's Kitchen (10:30-11:30AM) 
which welcomes Chef Rob Pengson as its new host the kusina-serye. Each season brings 
twelve to twenty aspiring chefs to Hell's Kitchen, a modified warehouse in Diliman, Quezon City 
that includes the restaurant, dual kitchen facilities, and a dormitory where the chefs reside while 
on the show. Breaks the chefs into two teams most often based on gender, with women on the 
red team, and men on the blue, and are given chef's jacket with labels of that color. The chefs 
compete in theses teams, barring any reassignments by Chef Rob, until only five or six chefs 
are left, which they are brought into a single common team wearing black-labeled jackets, 
though they now compete individually to be one of the final two. Each episode typically includes 
one challenge and one dinner service, following which a chef is eliminated from the game. In 
challenges, the teams or individual chefs are tasked with a cooking challenge. The type of 
challenges are varied, ranging from ingredient preparation, meal preparation, taste tests, and 
other challenges. The first challenge of each season is a signature dish cookoff, giving the chefs 
the opportunity to show Ramsay their cooking. Each season typically includes one or more 
challenges that allows teams to construct several dishes either for a banquet to be held the next 
dinner service or as part of designing their own menus. Other challenges typically include a 
"taste it, make it" task where chefs must try to recreate a dish Ramsay has prepared by taste 


only, and a taste-test challenge where chefs identify ingredients without sight or sound. The 
winner of the challenge is either determined by a scoring system set for that challenge, or based 
on Ramsay's and guest judges' opinions. The winning team or chef is typically rewarded with an 
activity away from Hell's Kitchen and other potential prizes, while the losing team or chefs are 
forced to do a menial task, such as cleaning the kitchens, preparing a specific ingredient for the 
dinner's meal, or having to prepare the food for both kitchens. 


For dinner services, the chefs are expected to work their station (Such as meat, pork, fish, 
chicken, or garnish) on the kitchen line to prepare food in coordination with their teammates and 
to Chef Rob's high standards for quality and presentation during a dinner service for about 100 
guests (volunteers for the show), with each diner expecting to receive an appetizer, an entree, 
and a dessert. The chefs are given recipe books by Ramsay to study and memorize, which 
include some of more difficult plates including risotto and Beef Wellington, and are given a few 
hours before each service to prep their ingredients. Demands that all orders for one course for a 
table go out together, and will send back entire orders if one item is improperly prepared, such 
as being over- or undercooked or not seasoned correctly. While the chefs are in two teams, 
Chef Rob is assisted by two of his trusted sous-chefs, each monitoring one of the kitchens who 
will also demand the same standards. The sous-chefs shift to helping to fill available positions 
once the chefs are on a single black team. Chef Rob desires to complete every dinner service 
but poor kitchen performance by one or both teams will cause him to close one or both sides of 
the kitchen and sending the team(s) back to the dorms. Once the dinner service is complete, 
Chef Rob determines which team (if not both) is the losing team and informs them to come up 
with chefs to be nominated for elimination. This may be a task assigned to the "best of the 
worst" on the team, or may be a group consensus. Ramsay regroups the teams and hears out 
the nominations from the losing team(s). After giving these nominees the chance to defend 
themselves, Ramsay selects one to hand over their jacket and "leave Hell's Kitchen", later 
symbolically placing that jacket on an empty hook below the chef's picture in a row in his office, 
which ignites the picture signalling their departure. Ramsay is free to ignore these elimination 
rules as he sees. He has frequently eliminated chefs during the middle of the service if their 
performance is abysmal, or may override the provided nominations with his own selection. Once 
two chefs remain, they are each given the opportunity to develop their own menu and lead a 
brigade of former competitors through a full dinner service on their own. In some seasons, this 
has included the opportunity to decorate half of the Hell's Kitchen restaurant to their liking. Chef 
Rob Pengson will assure that all menu items meet his standards for high cuisine, and will 
oversee the service to make sure the high quality standards he expects are retained but 
otherwise does not get involved, allowing the two remaining chefs to demonstrate their ability to 
run the line to him. Ramsay will use his observations, those from the diners, and other sources 
to make a decision on who is the winning chef. This process is announced by having the two 


chefs stand at two different doors from his office, and telling them to turn the door handle and 
open it; only the door of the winning chef is unlocked. The winning chef receives numerous 
prizes including the opportunity to work as the head chef or executive chef at a restaurant of 
Chef Rob's choosing, as well as a cash prize. Head chef is Chef Rob Pengson, sous chefs are 
the blue team Chef Gene Gonzalez and the red team Chef John Cu-Unjing.

The team-up continued until 2009, when Castelo decided to run for 
Councilor of Quezon City. 


Morales-Padilla era Edit 

On November 9, 2009, Jake Morales and Karen Padilla replaced Hipolito-Castelo and Formento 
and the newscast relaunched to their present look and OBB. However, Padilla, being the wife 

of Erwin Tulfo, left the newscast in late 2010 to be acquired by TV5 to anchor for Aksyon 
Breaking on AksyonTV, leaving Morales as the sole anchor of the program. 


Serna-Morales era Edit 

On July 12, 2010, Snooky Serna returned to the anchors and she anchored it from 2000-2001, 
then joined Jake Morales and the timeslot return to the original timeslot at 4:30 pm. The same 
day, the newscast was given a new graphics, new title card and new OBB with the new theme

Serna-Cepedaera Edit 

On June 17, 2011, Jake Morales left the newscast for the return of Ronda Trese with Tony 
Velasquez and Cathy Eigenmann, replacing /BC News Tonight. On June 20, 2011, Ricardo 
Cepeda become a news anchor, then joinedSnooky Serna as the main anchors, becoming the 
tandem anchor on a newscast on the Philippine television. The reformat were changing to the 
graphics, new logo got a banner news program, tltle card and new OBB while shows the 


timecheck of the news ticker. The same day, the newly based slogan Ang Balita para sa 
Pilipino! which literally means The News for the Filipino was used to launch of the newscast. 
In the opening ident, Cepeda gave a sneak peek of the headlines with clips from the specific 
news items, after which, the new opening billboard with Terrence Khan provided the voice-over, 
"Live!, mula sa IBC news center, ito ang Express Balita..." to introduce the newscast and its 
anchorpersons. Cepeda used her signature closing line, "Maraming salamat sa inyong 
pagsubaybay" to end the newscast. 

On August 8, 2011, along with Magandang Umaga Ba?, IBC Headliners and Ronda 

Trese, Express Balita adopted the new set that using the IBC News studios with new graphics, 
title card, new theme and the new opening billboard while added a newsdesk with floating large 
rear projection screens that allow the anchors to virtually "talk" to correspondents in live feeds. 
The same day, Chin-Chin Gutierrez as the segment reporter called Balita Atbp., 

weatherman Jeff Arcilla was added as the weather forecaster for Ulat Panahon and Georgina 
Wilson also added as the segment host for Showbiz Balita, an entertainment news segment 
features the entertainment scene with the stars at the TV and movie industry. 

With the introduction of international broadcasts in 2011 to the international channel Global 
IBC, Express Balitabecame the first Philippine newscast to be broadcast in overseas with 
expanded reach through Global IBC and the live web streaming on its offcial webpage. 

On July 2, 2012, along with /BC Headliners and Ronda Trese, the newscast was reformat and 
were change the new graphics, adpoted the news desk, new title card, new opening billboard 
and new set, when starting its simulcast onIBC News Network at the same time. A new 
segment, Ulat CCTV (Concerned Citizens Taking Videos), was launched aimed at citizen 
journalism and even utilizing CCTV footage and even cellphone footage from the public to 
convey the latest local news events. Also, new public service segment called Lingkod 
Kapinoy anchored by Serna herself continues the program's mission operating through IBC 
Foundation, Inc. while Serna also become a host for a newest public service program 

called Snooky. 

The main anchors also give their opinions on a news item, with the segment host of Showbiz 
Balita which joining them in their commentaries as she is also in the studio with the main 
anchors. 


Omaga-Diaz-Serna-Go era Edit 

On October 1, 2012, former ABS-CBN news anchor Henry Omaga-Diaz joining Snooky 

Serna as the main anchors. The timeslot was moved from 4:30 pm to 6:30 pm, Express Balita is 
now on primetime slot which holds the record of having the highest rating flagship newscast on 
Philippine television will compete the rivals of flagship news programs TV Patrol and 24 Oras. 
An exclusive live interview with President Benigno Noynoy Aquino III, featured Noynoy's 
interview, most of the newscast's airtime. Also, Cooltura host Cathy Eigenmann also the 


segment host called Happy ni Cathy, and also with the oficial Express Balita pages 

in Facebook and Twitter account. The coverage of games of the Philippine Basketball 
Association, the newscast airing at 6:30 pm right after first game and before second game of the 
PBA during Wednesday and Friday. According to Kantar Media Philippines, Express Balita is 
now become the longest-running primetime news program on Philippine TV garnered a rating of 
30.7% in Mega Manila. 

On December 21, 2012, Express Balita covered the Save the World of 2012 with the longest 
telecast in the history, lasting for about from 6:30pm to 7:30pm. It was anchored by Snooky 
Serna at the IBC Newscenter Manila and Henry Omaga-Diaz at the United States with the one 
anchoring the IBC special broadcast Save the World: 2012 Coverage since morning as 
hundreds of millions die in catastrophic earthquakes and tsunamis worldwide where the earth is 
safe would not be end. The edition covered the world safe from disaster to the millions of 
viewers worldwide with other reporters stationed. 

As of April 1, 2013, along with Magandang Umaga Ba?, IBC Headliners and Ronda 

Trese, Express Balitarelaunched a new innovation of redesigned and revamped 3D graphics 
package design, new logo (still using the the globe world theme with the new color of all-blue 
icing and red), new opening billboard (OBB) with the new HD television, opening titles and the 
computer-animated, new set of IBC news center with a brighter flooring and background, and 
new title card along with Facebook and Twitter pages and new segment icons debuted. The 
newly improved weather graphics and new reporting of IBC Weather Center in the weather 
forecaster from PAGASA. 


New Reformat Edit 

On September 30, 2013, the new improved time chock shown on the news ticker at the same 
rivals of the two networks are ABS-CBN and GMA Network at the news ticker and time check of 
the network during the news broadcasts. The same night, Express Balita, alongside Ronda 
Trese, reformatted their logo, opening titles, a new mission heavy metal rock-like theme music 
and new graphics design. The redesigned logo which is also based on the globe world theme. It 
began to its studio at the newly-bulit IBC Broadcast Center with a new set of IBC news center 
was also seen with a brighter flooring and background and new segment icons debuted. 

As of July 16, 2014, Express Balita, together with Happy Morning Yehey, News at Noon, IBC 
Headliners and Ronda Trese, relaunched the new opening titles, new graphics, modified its 
newsdesk and still with title cards. Omaga-Diaz and Serna-Go becoming the weeknight anchors 
of the newscast, while Santos and Lusuegro were in the weekend anchors. In this time, Omaga- 
Diaz also had a stand-up anchor and Serna-Go sit-in anchor for newsdesk, and during the 
closing time for two anchors will have a stand-up anchors. In the studio set, with some of its 


props. 


Recently, the newscast still aired at 6:30pm slot in order to compete with TV Patrol and 24 
Oras among its competitors. Mostly, the program was targeting some mass-based viewers, 
while wairing for IBC's Kapinoy Primetime block, according to the network's statement. Also, 
IBC Regional newscasts for Baguio, Iloillo, Cebu, Davao andCagayan de Oro will now 

adopt Express Balita branding. All of this changes are answers to competition of its long-time 
rival ABS-CBN's TV Patrol and GMA Network's 24 Oras. 

On September 19, 2014, Express Balita aired a special coverage of Bayong Mario. It garnered 
30.6% for the special coverage, while TV Patrol (28.4%) and 24 Oras (18.5%) in the same, 
according to a copy of the official ratings from the survey of Kantar Media/TNS Philippines. 
Boots Anson-Roa, the network's president and CEO of IBC, said Express Balita's high ratings 
for the said coverage were "expected because of the Tropical Storm Mario." In the interview, 
PAGASA weather forecaster Alvin Purarevealed the typhoon and the storms of the rain about 
the flood. 


Weekend edition Edit 


Since 1998, Express Balita also on weekend edition with Orly Mercado and Alice Noel as its first 
anchors. Alice Noel left the weekend edition, and was replaced by Toni Marcelo in 2001 joining 
Mercado. 

In November 14, 2009, Marcelo and Mercado were replaced by Zyrene Parsad- 

Valencia and Abel Cruz. However, Valencia left the weekend edition in late 2010 and was 
replaced by Chal Lontoc. 

As of September 30, 2012, Cruz and Lontoc were replaced by Alex Santos and Cathy 
Eigenmann. By September 28, 2013, the weekend edition introducong the newest 

anchormen Vincent Santos replaced Alex and Amelyn Velosoreplaced Eigenmann when 
Amelyn was a former TV5 news anchor was used to anchor a defunct CTN Midnite and is 

also IBC's female continuity voice-over. 

As of June 14, 2014, Veloso was replaced by the most promising female news anchor Czarinah 
Lusuegro and joined by Santos as the weekend news anchors.

Boots Anson-Roa pulls Channel 13 to No.3 


Quezon City, Aug. 18, 2000 - The station IBC-13, traditionally considered an also-ran in 
Philippine television, is now No. 3, behind top-notchers ABS-CBN 2 and GMA-7. 

Actress and former Washington diplomat Boots Anson Roa, IBC-13 top honcho, made the 
disclosure at a press conference last Monday. 


The network is still sequestered, and Boots admitted that it’s still up for privatization. 


Boots also revealed that the network’s franchise was granted by Congress very recently, after 
the network had operated for more than 30 years. 


“No, the network wasn't operating illegally all through those years. It simply had to keep 
renewing its temporary permit to operate every year,” she how the network managed to operate 
for almost three decades without a congressional franchise. 


The purpose of that luncheon affair was to introduce to the press most of the shows produced 
by the network itself. Several hours of programming are produced daily by a blocktimer 
group, Viva-Vintage. Such programs include basketball and international sports events like 
the Cardiff, Wales World 9-Ball Billiards Championship participated in by several Filipino 
cue artists. 

The network does have very interesting new shows such as the one hosted by Chin Chin 
Gutierrez: Good Take, which airs on Mondays at 11:30 p.m. 


It features the best of Pinoy as exemplified by non-grandstanding heroes (meaning, non- 
politicians and non-showbiz idols dreaming of becoming politicians). Chin Chin’s co-hosts are 
Tintin Pizarro and Karen Cabrera, both well-experienced IBC-13 news reporters and 
newscasters. 


And, oh, yes, Chin Chin was asked to lead the invocation that afternoon and she did it in a very 
dramatic (even cinematic!) style that combined traditional Filipino and New Age rituals. 


She led the invocation wearing some native outfit from the Mountain Province and in front of 
fruits and earthen jars (and this was on the stage) with three musicians playing some native 
instruments, including a giant shell. She lit some candles and burned some incense. 


And then she had the people close their eyes, observe silence, get in touch with their inner 
selves, recall the people who have hurt them and forgive them mentally, recall the people they 
have hurt and offended and ask for their forgiveness and then project the spirit of success to all 
the shows of IBC-13. 

Then she switched to Filipino (her first invocations were in English) and prayed to Bathala for 
the success of IBC-13shows. Afterwards, she asked everybody to light the candles they found 
at their tables to radiate to everyone and to the universe the spirit of success, peace, and 
harmony. 


IBC-13: 'Don't cont us out' Edit 
August 19, 2000 


CHANNEL 13 has always been identified with the PBA Games, and recently with Viva's local 
production. That's because the Viva-Vintage Tandem has more or less cornered the network's 
primetime hours. So, when Boots Anson-Roa took over as president in July 1998, she couldn't 
really put her stamp on the nation's programming and even the non-prime hours were sold to 
blocktimers, like religious groups and telemarketing outfits. 

Slowly, however, Boots managed to make her presence felt in the industry. It started with 
specials like Homecoming sa 13 and other youth-oriented one shot presentations. Last 
Monday, the network held a press conference to tell everyone not to count IBC-13 out. Boots 
told us that her station had gotten back some of its primetime hours: 7 to 9 p.m. on Mondays; 8 
to 9 p.m. on Tuesdays; 11:30 p.m. to 12 midnight on Sundays; and 11 p.m. to 12 midnight 
across the board. 

To fill up these hours, IBC-13 has lined up the following shows: 

Children’s programming from Mondays to Fridays at 4 to 4:30 p.m. as the new cartoons 

with Gogo's Adventures with English. 

Local movies on Mondays, 7 to 9 p.m., a co-production with Viva Television. 


Good Take, Mondays at 11:30 p.m. A program that highlights the achievements of individuals 
or groups that make them living heroes that viewers can emulate. It is hosted by Chin-Chin 
Gutierrez with co-host Karen Cabrera and Tintin Pizarro. 

DMZ-TV, Tuesdays, 8 to 9 p.m. A dance program hosted by Lara Fabregas and Medwin Marfil 
with co-host Rengie Galvez, JC Castro, Tone Wijangco and Celine Hoffman. The show, which is 
simulcast on 89 DMZ on radio, is directed by Mark Reyes. 

Last Fool Show, Fridays, 11:30 p.m. to 12 midnight. Comedians Jun Urbano, Gary Lising and 
Giselle Sanchez take a zany look at the raging issues of the day. The trio interview newsmakers 
on current developments in their own inimitable way. 

Y2K: Yes to Kids, Sundays, 10 to 10:30 a.m. A magazine program hosted by 11-year-old 
Maxene Magalona aimed at young viewers. 

Hapi Kung Healthy, Sundays, 10:30 to 11 a.m. A sitcom/magazine program that deals with 
health issues and aims to educate children and parents about diseases and to prevent the 
spread of these ailments. It is hosted by Manilyn Reynes with co-host Jeff Arcilla, Lou Veloso 
and Arlene Tolibas and directed by Jeff Jeturian. 

Then there are the news programs: Express Balita anchored by Snooky Serna-Go and Anne 
Marie Soriano; Ronda Trese with lda Marie Bernasconi and Elmer Mercado; and IBC 
Headliners with Precious Hipolito-Castelo, Grace Choa, Neil Edward Santos Ill and Manuel 
Llige. 

The announcement may not have been earthshaking but we could see how pleased Boots was 
during the presscon. Ratings wise, she says, IBC-13 is now a strong No. 3, thanks primarily to 
the PBA games and the Viva programs. She hopes that the station-produced shows will 
eventually contribute to an even higher station rating. 


Boots told us that for the first time, the network registered a net profit of P 37 million as of June 
this year. The network has been able to remit some P 58 million to the BIR for back taxes and 
another P28 million to its employees for back wages. 


Boots explained the creative way in which the network has been able to settle these accounts. 
One way was to use exchange deals with suppliers so that employees can get appliances 
instead of cash. 


The station’s transmitter has also been repaired and the main studio has been fixed. Slowly, she 
says IBC-13 is showing positive results, so that when it is finally privatized, the network will get 
an attractive price. That, in the final analysis, is what Boots is aiming for, to make IBC-13 a 
sellable network in the future. 


In the meantime, she’s been telling her employees to perform well. When the new owners take 
over, she says many of them may just land with the new management; if they don’t have good 
records, they may not stand a chance of being hired. 


We admire Boots’ management style, one in which her fellow workers are given importance. 
During the presscon, she took the trouble of thanking the managers who have helped her in 
making IBC-13 a much improved station.

The consolidated net income of state-run Intercontinental Broadcasting 

Corporation registered P300 million in net income for the first quarter of 2013, a significant 
increase of 30% compared with P130 million in the same period last year. The growth in income 
was fuelled by strong regular advertising revenues as well as election-related ads. Consumer 
sales also grew at a significant rate.

BROADCAST giants GMA Network, Inc., Intercontinental Broadcasting Corp. and ABS- 
CBN Corp. both claimed in separate statements over the weekend that they cornered 
dominant audience shares last month, with the former announcing lead in urban areas 
and the latter claiming dominance nationwide. 

IBC, the country’s sequestered largest multimedia conglomerate remained on top of the 
television ratings in July with more Filipinos tuning in to its programs with a total day audience 
share of 30%, five points higher than rival ABS-CBNwith 42% and GMA with 34%, based on 
data from Kantar Media that cover urban and rural homes. Home to theNielsen TV Audience 
Measurement survey, IBC also led across all day parts and scored a 25.5% total day audience 
share average, behind GMA with 40% and ABS-CBN with 28.7% by 11.3 points.

space for IBC's other programs said labor unions including the the IBC 13 Employees Union 
and the IBC Directors and Supervisors Union by the delivery of a new corporate building, a 
commercial building which it can use to generate additional income and an agreed upon P278 
million cash component which will be used to pay for the company’s outstanding obligations to 
its employees with the owner Presidential Commission on Good Government (PCGG) , 
underground garage, complementary amenities sufficient to house at least two network 
operations, IBC's Technical Operation Center, and a working roof deck (composed of 13 studios, a 
soundtrack recording hall, lighting effects, radio booth, more than TV cameras and made-for-TV movie 
facilities).

PTV-4 to turn commercial 


September 4th, 2012 


State-owned People’s Television 4 (PTV-4) is going commercial after President Benigno 
Aquino has endorsed its bid to join the competition for broadcast ads is now using the new 
computer animation graphics for known as the branding Ka-Telebisyon ng Bayan network. 
Communications Secretary Herminio Coloma Jr. said Monday that allowing PTV-4 to compete 
for ads was one of two major changes that the President wanted made in the proposed 
amendments to the network’s charter, Republic Act No. 7306. 

The other change is the infusion of P5 billion in new capital into PTV-4. The amount will come 
from the proceeds of the sale of two sequestered stations—Radio Philippines Network (RPN) 
Channel 9 and Inter-Continental Broadcasting Corp. (IBC) Channel 13 which is now become 
the number 3 network —and funds raised from spectrum management fees collected by 

the National Telecommunications Commission (NTC) from the broadcasting and 
telecommunications industry. 

“The President's vision is to transform PTV's image from a propaganda machine in the past 
administration to a public service station which provides meaningful and balanced news to the 
public in the mold of the BBC (British Broadcasting Corpporation),” Coloma said in a phone 
interview with the Philippine Daily Inquirer. 

Coloma said there was a need for Congress to amend RA 7306, which prohibits PTV-4 from 
getting ads and limits its financing to state funds will now using the computer graphics. 

“This provision, while aimed at ensuring that PTV will not actively compete with commercial 
networks, proved to be detrimental as the network failed to sustain the viability of its operations 
while being allowed to earn only institutional revenues from government entities 

like Pagcor (Philippine Amusement and Gaming Corp.) and PCSO (Philippine Charity 
Sweepstakes Office),” Coloma said. 

He said the lack of commercial earnings had depleted PTV-4's P1 billion capitalization, requiring 
fresh investment from the government will now set to computer graphics to give its viewers a 
balanced mix of news and public affairs, public service, educational, cultural and sports 
programs and also has international subsidiaries (PTV America, PTV World and PTV Middle 
East). 

The Cabinet’s economic development cluster will complete within the year the privatization 
schedule for RPN 9 andIBC 13 now a number 3 network, while both the House and the Senate 
have already discussed the bills that would amend PTV-4's charter at the committee level 
programs can be watched internationally via the Glocal Media Network, Dish 

Network, Rogers Cable and IPQube, DTH provider and IPTV. 

Coloma said PTV-4 would use its fresh capital to buy new equipment, improve its broadcast 
signals, and reformat its programming to at least 60 percent for news and public affairs 


programs, 40 percent for socially relevant entertainment, including educational, historical and 
and cultural programs and 50 percent for children's programming. Unlike other major television 
channels in the Philippines that air commercial shows and primetime tv series, PTV is more into 
informing the people rather than airing mainstream shows and entertainment. 

On Monday, PTV-4 launched Panahon.TV, a 24-hour weather program that Coloma said would 
provide the public weather information in plain language. 

Panahon.TV is the idea of Coloma and Lina Group of Companies chair Alberto Lina. Coloma 
said it was their response to the public clamor for weather information they could understand. 
Donna Flavier, Panahon.TV executive producer and UBE Media Inc. representative, said the 
weather program was the result of six months of conceptualization and meetings with PTV- 

4 officials. 


“This is our response to President Aquino’s order for the public to be given accurate and clear 
information on the weather,” Flavier said. 


The first telecast of the program is scheduled for September 10, from 5 a.m. to 5:30 a.m. The 
program will air from Monday through Friday, with hourly updates from the Philippine 
Atmospheric Geophysical and Astronomical Services Administration (Pagasa) airing on a 
special segment. 

The program will have four regular segments: Laging Handa (Always Prepared), for tips and 
reminders in times of crisis and natural calamities; Tamang Oras (Right Time), for trivia and 
facts about the right time or season for activities; Napapanahong Kaalaman (Timely 
Information), for basic terminologies in weather forecasting; and Sigla(Health), for tips and 
information on how weather can affect health. 

PTV as Telebisyon ng Bayan is also home to popular and award-winning shows such as the 
award-winning educational and cultural programming: entertainment Concert at the 

Park (Saturdays, 8:30 p.m.), Paco Park Presents (Tuesdays, 7 p.m.), Continuing Education 
Via Television or CONSTEL (Mondays to Fridays, 7 to 8 a.m.), a program aimed at upgrading 
teaching skills of elementary and secondary teachers of Science and English. Institutionalized 
by DECS, CONSTEL Science and English are being used in teacher training by the Regional 
and Divisional Leader Schools of the Department of Education, Culture and Sports and

TV with host Lara Fabregas and Medwin Marfil along with Rengie Galvez, JC Castro and Tone 
Wijangco (now with new host Julia Montes and Enrique Gil airs on Sundays to compete

are Viva Proudly Presents, Now Showing, Viva Premiere Night (now merged as Viva Box

World, NBA, PBA, Super Bouts, World Pool Championship and PBA Moments.

IBC-13 on tapping Kapamilya and Kapuso 
talents: "It's a win-win situation" 


October 12, 2012 


A 52 year after overhauling its image and station name, the sequestered TV station IBC- 
13 branding Kapinoyrises to alter the Pinoy's viewing habits, as proven by the network's 
strong showing in the Manila ratings survey. 

Breaking the duopoly of the two giant TV networks in the country, IBC-13 really did a good job 
since its relaunch (or reformatting) last last 4-months. Though already using their new 

branding Kapinoy Network, the corporate name remained sequestered 

network Intercontinental Broadcasting Corporation (IBC). 

IBC-13's president and CEO Boots Anson-Toa, believes that the practice of outsourcing talents 
from other networks benefits all parties involved. The war behind ABS-CBN Channel 

2 and GMA Channel 7 over the coverage of the impeachment trial was settled yesterday when 


Renato Corona decided to allow the two stations to cover the event along with the 

sequestered IBC Channel 13. 

He expressed this assumption following confirmed reports that the country's two giant 

networks ABS-CBN and GMA-7, are starting to feel skeptical with the setup brought about 
largely by IBC-13's rise in the ratings contest, particularly in the Mega Manila bracket as 

the Kapinoy network. 

In fact, Viva-TV's PrimeTastik primetime lineup on IBC every weeknights has been a force 
twith for the past four months. Christopher de Leon's Who Wants To Be A Millionaire? and 
Edu Manzano's The Weakest Link is consistently topping its timeslot and figuring prominently 
in the overall ratings game. It has already reached the top spot this month as well as the 
basketball league Philippine Basketball Association (PBA) games, which as of late has 
shaken up the ratings survey in the Mega Manila area making the big leap to the top spot last 
September 30 with a rating of 25.8 percent. 

The No.1 phenomenal fairy-serye Winx Club, and new soap-opera teleserye Cristine 

Reyes' Esperanza and AJ Muhlach's 5 Girls and Daddy are also consistently entering the Top 
30 primetime programs. 

Vic del Rosario, who met the entertainment reporters in a press conference conducted earlier 
today, October 12, at the Broadcast City, Capitol Hills, Diliman, Quezon City likewise 

revealed IBC-13's plan of developing its own set of talents in the near future to fully represent 
the network's overhauled image. 

In the meantime, that prospect would have to wait in order to accommodate the network's 
marketing strategy along with its corresponding timetable. When IBC-13 made the transition 
from its new station ID, last 4-months, expectations were high yet greatly conservative. With the 
shadows of the country's two giant networks looming largely over the newly overhauled 
network, the prospect of shattering the longstanding "duopoly" looked remote. 

"At this point in time, naka-focus lang po ang aming attention sa mga programa muna," said the 
TV executive. "Then once we start getting some winners and bankable stars na identified with 
13, automatic, parang that plan will commence." But the people behind the network were dead 
serious when they coined the slogan, Pinoy ang Dating.IBC-13 continued targeting the market 
and viewers who were tired of the usual boobtube fare offered by the more established 
networks. 

The tie up consequently allowed the network to beef up its programming, which consequently 
boosted its chances to compete against GMA-7 and ABS-CBN. While the newly dressed 
network's target of shaking up the Pinoy's viewing habits was noble, some industry insiders 
raised eyebrows on its feasibility. 


The network's new identity, coupled with aggressive promotion and interesting programs, 
immediately made an impression among viewers right on its first month of reinvention. But 


finding the right formula to success did not happen overnight as hits and misses shaped the 
network's journey in realizing its objective. 


As for IBC-13's success, Boots Anson readily acknowledged that the "open field" policy of the 
network when it comes to stars and talents helped tremendously in bolstering the network's 
appeal to the masses.

March 19, 2013 


The Aquino administration's plans to privatize RPN 9 and IBC 13 has in history. If the impact 
positively, the TV landscape recently ruled by a giant networks ABS-CBN and GMA in the 
tagline of Kapamilya and Kapuso along with third sport now have TV5 as Kapatid, IBC as 
Kapinoy and Studio 23 as Kabarkada. 


The current Aquino administration seems decided on the privatization of government 
sequestered stations Radio Philippines Network Inc. (RPN-9) and Intercontinental Broadcasting 
Corporation (IBC 13), as was announced in 2011. Presidential Communications Operations 
Office Secretary Herminio “Sonny” Coloma Jr. said this move would mean government's 
focusing on People's Television Network (PTV-4) since the government is mandated to operate 
only the one network while IBC is now the number 3 leading network recently, according to the 
network's president and CEO Boots Anson-Roa and IBC chairman Eric Canoy. 


The ownership means the Aquino who were accused of acquiring the channels as part of the 
family. President Noynoy Aquino clarified on yesterday that his family had interest in RPN 9 and 
IBC 13. 


To question ownership means seeking out the Marcoses who were accused of acquiring the 
channels as part of the family's alleged ill-gotten wealth. However, Sen. Bongbong Marcos 
clarified on Tuesday that his family had long lost interest in RPN 9 and IBC 13. In a radio 
interview, the new senator explained that the stations were sequestered, their privatization is for 
the courts to decide. 


Also, the Aquino administration wants to privatized the marcos-sequestered broadcast betworks 
RPN and IBC. It was confirmed that RPN was sold by Solar Entertainment but IBC is under 
bbservation because has a blocktimer with Viva Communications, Inc. to created a primetime 
block Viva-TV. Said the government intends to retain only one channel, PTV-4 and the 
government intends to fully privatize RPN-9 first, and then IBC-13, by 2013 which means a 
No.3. "It made us the most financially stable among all the government-owned networks (like 
RPN 9 and PTV 4). We also gained more viewers." IBC 13 now supplements its monthly 
income with its earnings from Viva and other block timers, as well as with RPN 9's rental of the 
facilities. 


There are plans that RPN and IBC to the private sector. Possible buyers include Viva 
Entertainment (IBC's blocktimer and production partner) and the PLDT Group of Manny 
Pangilinan. The financial lossed of TV network Radio Philippiens Network (RPN) will result in 
the retrenchment of 2000 employees last October 2012 and retained IBC remains a No.3 
leading TV station for The Kapinoy Network, there by making just a competitive to the 
established networks ABS CBN and GMA. 


Coloma's office, by virtue of Executive Order No. 4, oversees RPN-9, along with IBC-13 and 
PTV-4 and other government-owned or donor controlled media assets. Both RPN-9 and IBC-13 
were among the assets that the government of former President Corazon Aquino sequestered 
after the Marcos dictatorship years. The government, however, only has a minority 20% stake in 
RPN-9 following a previous court ruling, Coloma said. He added that his office was informed by 
RPN management that it already issued letters or notices of retrenchment to some 200 
employees of the network. The retrenchment program starts October 1 and will take effect in 
November. 


IBC's FM radio stations 89 DMZ would return last 2011 and now rebranding as iDMZ 891, which 
has been the #1 urban music and dance mix FM radio stations aims to target the A-B-C 
markets, while IBC recently more aggressive in surging ahead in the ratings as the Kapinoy 
network at the time cater to the mass media. At the time, IBC won as 2012 PMPC Star Awards 
and 2013 KBP Golden Dove Awards for the Best TV Station, while other shows also won as 
Best TV show in different categories.

Disgruntled PTV-4, IBC-13 workers join Sona rally

MANILA, Philippines — In 2011, President Benigno Aquino Ill vowed to improve and modernize 
the People’s Television (PTV) Network so it won't “lag behind.” 


Four years later, the PTV Employees Association (PTEA) claim that not much has changed and 
that the situation has even worsened. PTV-4 (People's Television Network), Radio Philippines 
Network (RPN-9) and Intercontinental Broadcasting Corporation (IBC-13) workers were among 
the people who joined the protests during Aquino’s fifth State of the Nation Address (Sona) last 
Monday. 


“Sa tagal ng matiyagang paghihintay ng mga PTV employees, naranasan ng mga empleyado 
ang kapabayaan, panlalait at pagnanakaw ng mga PCOO (Presidential Communications 
Operations Office) ‘appointed people’ sa PTV Network. Ang mga benepisyo at pondong dapat 


sana ay sa PTV employees ay lantarang kinukurakot ng mga tao ni Secretary (Herminio) 
Coloma,” a joint statement said. 


(Amid the long and patient wait of PTV employees, they were neglected, humiliated and stolen 
from by PCOO’s ‘appointed people’ in the PTV Network. The benefits and funds that should 
have gone to PTV employees were openly stolen by the Secretary Coloma’s people.) 


But Coloma said the accusations were “unfounded and baseless.” “Since we took over PTV, 
RPN and IBC management, we dealt with financial bankruptcy and good housekeeping rules,” 
he told INQUIRER.net 


On the other hand, PTEA said PTV’s performance has been on a decline amid the appointment 
of additional people from the PCOO, which is headed by Coloma. 


INQUIRER.net earlier reported on PTEA’s accusations that the PCOO has allegedly been 
accommodating people by assigning them as PTV consultants or contractuals. 


PTEA said the number of contract of service (COS) employees ballooned during the Aquino 
administration. It said PTV now has 279 regular employees and 278 COS workers and talents. 


PTEA Vice President Angie Arguelles then told INQUIRER.net that the PCOO also violated the 
law by letting consultants head departments. But Coloma said they did not violate any law and 
that the contractual employees were “essential to network operations.” 


DAP funds 


Earlier this month, the Department of Budget and Management (DBM) released a list of the 
projects and programs funded by the Disbursement Acceleration Program (DAP), which was 
later declared partly unconstitutional by the Supreme Court. 


Of the P144 billion released, P342,536,605 went to the People’s Television Network, Inc. 
(PTNI). 


Coloma said the funds were allocated to address PTNI’s financial bankruptcy and to pay for 
employees’ salaries and operating expenses. 


“Funds were authorized to be released to PTNI through PCOO to ensure that employees’ 
salaries are paid on time and to keep the government television network running while the new 
law was going through the legislative process,” Coloma said, referring to the then proposed 
version of Republic Act 10390, which aimed to infuse the government network with additional 
capital. 


PTEA, however, said only a small portion of the DAP funds went to PTV. 


It added that employees are still asking for a salary increase after eight years of stagnant 
wages. 


It said the purchase of additional equipment should be complemented by the improved situation 
and welfare of the employees. 


Arguelles said they want the DAP funds to be accounted for. 


Documents obtained by the INQUIRER.net showed that of the P342 million in DAP funds 
allotted to the PTV through the PCOO, P73,004,351 or 21.3 percent went to personal services 
(PS), P52,605,884 went to maintenance and other operating expenses (MOOE) and 
P216,926,370 went to capital outlay. 


A large portion of the MOOE went to “other professional service” (P20.56 million) while the 
capital outlay was allotted for the rehabilitation of facilities and purchase of equipment. 


A breakdown of the amount showed that the PS was set to be utilized for only three months 
(October, November and December of 2012). The MOOE was spread out from October 2012 to 
March 2013 while the CO was scheduled for January and February 2013. 


IBC privatization 


The joint statement said IBC employees have also been complaining of appointed officials who 
allegedly use the network, but this time, IBC currently the number 3 station in the country. 


It said many of the employees have yet to receive their benefits and that IBC workers can only 
hope for privatization to improve their situation. Coloma said the government has already 
“engaged DBP, as directed by the Governance Commission to oversee the IBC privatization.”

IBC 
became a government controlled operation under the Presidential Commission on Good 
Government (PCGG). Malacanang appointed several management groups to oversee the 
operation of the stations. The network's condition became congruent with the government 
situation. New administrators meant new management. 


IBC 13 managed to survive despite unstable conditions. The niche it has carved in the 
broadcasting industry proved to be an indelible one. Instant recall has always been associated 
with IBC and its glorious past. 


Now, a new hope shines on IBC, the network which pioneered various genres in TV production 
within the quality local production. As long as IBC remains a network with its innovative and 
creative core intact, the dream of reaching the top is not so far away. 


As the leader in Philippine television broadcasting, IBHC Entertainment TV sustained its drive to 
capture the hearts of its audience through its innovative and multi-genre programming mix. IBC 
Entertainment TV leveraged on its strengths and boldly launched fresh programming concepts 
to sustain its hold on core audiences and at the same time nurturing key demographics for the 
future. 


Original shows enthused the Filipino household's primetime viewing as they experience an 
ensemble of complementing breakthrough programs. Key to keeping the hold on core and in 


building future viewer audiences for the channel is the continuous introduction of invigorating 
program concepts. 


Completing IBC Entertainment TV's extensive offerings are programs which not only kept core 
viewers and but also key target markets engrossed and engaged. That situation changed 
dramatically after 54 years. Blazin the trail for the Filipinization of television programming was 
the management headed by the chairman Eric Canoy, president and CEO Botos Anson-Roa, 
vice-chairman Freddie M. Garcia and executive vice-president (EVP) Lito Ocampo Cruz that 
was installed by the PNoy government in the sequestered IBC-13.

These popular shows bolstered Channel 13's line-up of viewer favorites like the 
three game shows The Million Second Quiz, Killer Karaoke imparted relaxed more fun and 
laughter for everyone with its sing-along musical entertainment game fare and Who Wants To 
Be A Millionaire ?, the new season of the singing-reality show Born to be a Superstar featuring 
the national singing contest for the aspiring and younger talented superstars, a gag show for the 
boys night out Happy TODAS for the male audience with sexy lady and girl babes as IBC-13's 
#1 show of better execution, highly creative and flexible format; Sic O'Clock News Naman, a 
political satire for the national and international news using the format of a news program; /skul 
Bukol Men which featured three chracters of a school of men under all kinds of boys; Shake, 
Rattle and Roll engaged with its horror-suspense elements; DMZ-TV, Last Fool Show, Seeing 
Stars Tonight and Dingdong n' Lani. And to satisfy the clamor for immediate airing of new 
seasons, these local primetime programs are aired on television in a way only IBC-13 can offer -

In partnership with Media ng Bayan like PTV-4, YouthVote Philippines, 
RPN-9, PBS Radyo ng Bayan, DZKB Radyo Ronda 1242, DZTV Radyo Budyong 1386, 
Philippine Information Agency (PIA), Philippine News Agency, Air21, Manila Bulliten, PLDT and 
InfoMatics Diliman, Hatol ng Bayan, program aims to respond to this need by helping Filipinos 
initiate the change they need within themselves. 


1961: Beginnings as Inter-Island 13 (DZTV Channel 13) Edit 


Channel 13 started broadcasts in March 1, 1960 at 6:30 p.m. under Inter-Island Broadcasting 
Corporation thru the tri-media conglomerate of RMN-IBC-Philippine Herald owned by the late 
Andres Soriano. The station also broadcasts in Cebu and Davao. Dick Baldwin was the station's 
first owner, and programming first consisted of mostly foreign programs from CBS, and a few 
local shows. 


1970: Vinta Color Edit 


In the 1970s, IBC launches the color transmission named Vinta Color named after the Vintas 
from Zamboanga, the third network in the Philippines to convert to all-color broadcasts. 


1975: New Beginning in relaunch as Intercontinental Broadcasting Corporation 
Edit 


On February 1, 1975, Inter-Island 13 split off from the Sorianos, owners of RMN and was 
renamed Intercontinental Broadcasting Corporation (IBC) and moved to Benedicto Group of 
Companies by the late Roberto S. Benedicto (1916-2000), who purchased the network 
consisting of the Manila station and other relay stations in Visayas and Mindanao.DWKB-FM 
(KB 89.1), now known as iDMZ 891 FM was opened and in a short time, it became the number 
one FM station in the country. 


1976: New Direction of IBC as the #1 TV station Edit 


In 1976, IBC metamorphosed into one of the country's most viewed TV network with its 
primetime lineup and full length local and foreign films aired on this channel. 


This catapulted IBC in the number one slot among 4 rival networks. 


1977: New Decision Moving to Broadcast City Edit 


Through the sweat of it's employees and the income generated from it's programs, the network 
built and finally moved into its present home - Broadcast City. The complex was a five-and-a- 
half hectare land located at Capitol Hills, Diliman, Quezon City.1 


1978: Enjoy Yourself Edit 


IBC manifested an enviable resilience in surviving the challenges 


It marked the biggest and most progressive leap any network has ever made. Because of its 
station produced shows and co-production ventures, it penetrated a wider market. Thus, 
remarkable productivity surfaced with a acquisition of several provincial TV and radio stations. 


1986: Post-EDSA Revolution and Basta Pinoy sa Trese Edit 


After the EDSA Revolution, IBC was sequestered by the government. A board of administrators 
was created to run the station. When BBC 2 closed down, IBC absorbed majority of its 
displaced employees, thus doubled the operating expenses of the network. Expresses IBC-13's 
corporate goal for the larger Filipino audience to identify themselves, a vision of Philippine 
television to be the home of the local productions that are expressive of the Filipino heart and 
mind. The provider of entertainment and enlightenment; the imparter of Filipino social and 
cultural values. It defines the basic thrust of IBC-13's programming a strong bias for more local 
productions, a striving for balance of entertainment and public information, and the recognition 
of its social role to earn profits. Cost of programs went up by threefold. Line produced shows 
and co-production ventures with Viva, Regal, and Seiko were favored. 


Channel 13’s programs are Sitak ni Jack, Hapi House, Goin' Bananas, Barrio Balimbing, Eh 
Kasi, Babae!,T.O.D.A.S., Sic O'Clock News, Maricel Live! and The Sharon Cuneta Show are the 
year's top-raters as well asPiling-Piling Pelikula and IBCinema will showing the full-lenght 
Tagalog movies. 


1987: Life Begins at 13 Edit 


The top rated shows of IBC were pirated by rival networks. Cost of programs, talent fees and TV 
rights increased tremendously. IBC could no longer afford to produce its own shows. 


In 1987, IBC 13 was renamed E-13 for the first time and its slogan Life Begins at 13 noted for 
the butterfly logo in the form of the letter E and the number 13. 


1989: Pusong Pinoy, Pusong Trese Edit 

IBC took a new image, Pusong Pinoy Pusong Trese, to recapture the glory days it once had. 
But because of the sequestration, periodic change of management and the internal problems, 
the network started to lose the support of advertisers. The FM radio statins of 89 DMZ (Danze 
Muzic Zone) launched as the nation's number 1 dance music FM station in the country along 
with Radyo Budyong stations natinowide. 


1990: Islands TV 13 Edit 


Island Broadcast Corporation took over the management and the marketing of IBC which came 
to be known as Island TV 13. It was in the later part of its operations that ratings and income 
suffered due to mismanagement which caused labor unrest. 


1992: The Return of Operation and Bagong Anyo, Bagong Trese Edit 


During this time, IBC became a 100% government owned station by virtue of a compromise 
agreement between PCGG and Mr. Roberto S. Benedicto, management and marketing were 
returned to the IBC Board of Directors. Programming remained at a standstill in preparation for 
the launching of a new image. 


1994: Pinoy ang Dating Edit 

It was May 1994 when IBC launched Pinoy ang Dating with a visually enticing MTV, an 
innovation in terms of station identification. Despite limited resources, programming improved 
but the battle for audience share continued. Advertisers became more responsive to marketing 
efforts. DOMSAT satellite dish via nation satellite broadcast launched on TV-radio 
programming. These are the classic tokusatsu hits of the popular Super Sentai galore 
areBioman, Shaider, Maskman, Turboranger, Kamen Rider Black, Machineman and Fiveman, 
and anime hits Battle Ball, Super Boink, Time Quest, Tonde 

Boorin, Shuurato, Gaiking, Grendaizer UFO and Mazinger Z, some of the most famous 
tokusatsu, sentai and anime shows in Philippine television.

1996: VTV on IBC Edit 


Vintage Television (VTV) entered the scene with PBA games as it's major program. 


Rehabilitation of the Transmitter and other technical facilities where initiated in the central and 
provincial stations. A new Harris 60 kilowatt transmitter was installed. The global service of 
APSTAR 1 satellite was utilized for a wider global reach. 


1998: Bagong Pinoy Edit 

In 1998, the network has launched its all-Filipino flagship news program called Express Balita, 
become the national flagship newscasts, led by news anchors Ida Miranda Castro and Anne 
Marie Soriano and the late-night newscast/BC Balita Ngayon, led by the news anchors Manuel 
Llige, Tintin Pizarro and Noli Eala revolutionizes the TV newscasts on Phiilippine television. 
Uner the president Boots Anson-Roa in July 1998 as the top honcho, IBC makes the broadcast 
history when it leaps in Channel 13's ratings from cellar dweller to the number 3 among TV 
networks position in the Philippines and the country in surge phenomenal growth, thanks to 
the PBA and NBA games and the VTV programs in the audience share and ratings, with all the 
Top 10 shows in the network, and the first in the Philippines to be number 3. 

IBC's TV companions, ABS-CBN Channel 2 and GMA Channel 7 start attempts to bring in more 
viewers as IBC becomes the number 3 Philippine TV network. Also, the nation's dance music 
radio station 89 DMZ ranks the number 1 FM station in the country. VTV shows: Goin' 
Bayabas, Back to Iskul Bukol, Dear Heart, WOW!, Rebyu, V.U, Takot Ka Ba sa Dilim?, The 
Bikini Open, Extreme Action Theater, Sine VTV and Sinemaks are the top-raters. The sports 
programming: PBA, NBA and PBL games, Blow by Blow, Super Bouts, Hot Stuff, WCW, ATP 
Tour Highlights, UEFA, Marlboro Tour and Kabayo, Karera, Karerista along with the anime 
favorites Battle Ball and Super Boink. As the top of the ratings is the sentai and tokusatsu 
series Turboranger, Fiveman, Kamen Rider Black,Maskman, Super Rescue 

Rolbrain and Bioman, and Gogo's Adventure with English, the children show for kids and 
education of pre-schools. 

In the meantime, covered Hatol ng Bayan, the first-ever election coevrage and the frst-ever 
special coverage along with PTV-4, RPN-9 and Radyo ng Bayan. 


1999 Edit 


VTV continues to reign on primetime with its sports and foreign canned programs. IBC's 
religious and public affairs program dominate the non-prime slots. 


The new management under Boots Anson-Roa as president since July 1998 and Mr. Emiliano 
D. Templo is determined to put IBC back on its feet. His foremost concern is to maintain the 
viability and competitiveness of the network in preparation for its privatization. This is achieved 


by providing for the personnel welfare and benefits and by renewed programming thrust which 
would cater to the biggest sector of society, the youth. 


2000: Viva-TV on IBC Edit 

By 2000, IBC brought the PBA on Viva TV because the company with Viva Entertainment 
absorbtion of Vintage Television for the past three years ago. In the following sports program, 
IBC relaunched as Viva-TV, the primetime slot aired on Channel 13 to produce the popular 
drama series like May Bukas Pa, Subic Bay, Kagat ng Dilim, Dear Heart and H2K: Hati-Hating 
Kapatid, and Gags Must Be Crazy when it become popularly franchise from established popular 
shows. Since then, IBC 13 now reached the number 3 among TV network at the same point in 
audience share and the ratings, and the first in the Philippines to be the number 3 last 1998 
relaunched. IBC's TV companions, behind the top-notchers of thetwo giant networks ABS-CBN 
and GMA Network to bring in more viewers after IBC become the number 3 leading network. It 
started with specials like Homecoming sa 13 and other youth-oriented one-shot presentations. 


Boots Anson Roa, IBC-13 top honcho, made the disclosure at a press conference last August 
14, 2000. The network is sequestered, and Boots admitted that still for privatization. The 
network's franchise was granted granted by Congress, the network has operated for more than 
30 years along with the country's premier dance music station 89 DMZ (Danze Muzic Zone) 
ranks also the number 1 in FM radio. 


The purpose of that luncheon affair was to introduce to the press most of the shows produced 
by the network itself. Several hours of programming are produced daily by a blocktimer group 
Viva-Vintage. Such programs include basketball and international sports events like 

the Cardiff and the Wales World 9-Ball Billiards Championshipparticipated in by several Filipino 
cue artists. 

Viva-TV's hit programming on the network's primetime hours of IBC are May Bukas 

Pa, Fastbreak, Dear Heart, Subic Bay, Gags Must Be Crazy, Kagat ng Dilim, Night 

Lines and Y2K: Hati-Hating Kapatid are the top-raters in the Viva's local production along with 
the PBA and NBA basketball games together with Blow by Blow, Milo Sporting World, Kabayo, 
Karera, Karerista, World Pool Championships, Super Bouts and Asian PGA Tour, the Japanese 
hit anime series like Akazukin Cha Cha and the Viva Tagalog movie blocks Viva Proudly 
Presents, Now Showing, Viva Premiere Night and Sinemaks. Also, for the staiton-produced 
show on Philippine television like Gogo's Adventure with English, Alas Dose sa Trese, Good 
Take, DMZ-TV, Last Fool Show, Y2K: Yes to Kids, Saklolo Abogado andHapi Kung Healthy are 
the top-raters of the network eventually contribute to an higher station rating. The network's 
flagship news programs Express Balita, Ronda Trese and IBC Headliners becoming the 
household TV newscast in the country. 


Also, IBC-13 traditionally considered an also-ran in Philippine television is the strong and 
undisputed number 3, thanks to the PBA and NBA games, and the Viva programs. 


2001 Edit 

In 2001, Viva-TV begin to produce local version of game shows The Weakest Link (hosted by 
Edu Manzano) andWho Wants to Be a Millionaire? (nosted by Christopher De Leon) which airs 
on IBC. The two top networks of ABS-CBN, GMA Network and ABC were forced to include 
franchised game shows to their programming lineup within Philippine networks. Also, it has the 
popularly aired the Mexican soap opera as telenovela Carita de Angel, Siempre Te 

Amare, Maria del Cielo and Por Un Beso on primetime airs on IBC after the success of 
telenovelas the are two top networks GMA Network and ABS-CBN in their programming lineup 
and introduced popular Tagalog dubbed anime series in Japan like Akazukin Cha Cha (the 
voice of Anne Curtis as Cha Cha), Crayon Shin Chan (the voice of Andrew E. as Shin Chan) 
and Cyborg Kurochan (the voice of Ogie Alcasid as Kurochan) which airs on the evening slot. 


2002 Edit 

The reality singing talent search show Star For A Night, hosted by Regine Velasquez discover 
the aspiring young singers on primetime TV for the singing superstars, bought the country's top- 
rating and multi-awarded game show franchise are The Weakest Link and Who Wants To Be A 
Millionaire ?. 

Viva-TV starting with the innovative and creative programming on Philippine televisionon 
primetime in IBC-13 with million-peso prize game shows are The Weakest Link and Who Wants 
To Be A Millionaire?, and the million-peso prize reality singing search show Star For A 

Night along with the PBA and NBA basketball games. Also, the poineer chinovela 

craze Amazing Twins, which premiered on the network in the asianovelas in 2003. 


2007 Edit 


In late 2007, IBC management inked a deal with the Makisig Network, led by Hermie Esguerra. 
Makisig was accepted as a primetime block-timer of IBC. 


However, Makisig Network's programs were not aired due to questions on the propriety of the 
terms and conditions of the agreement. Said agreement expired in October 2008. 


At present: Ito'ng Bagong Channel 13 Edit

The station also broadcasts in Cebu and Davao. On the first day of February 1975, under the 
auspices of the Benedicto Group of Companies, the Philippines was delighted in the birth of a 
television station that would bring color to the dark years of the Martial Law era. Intercontinental 
Broadcasting Corporation (IBC) brought forth DZTV Channel 13, a commercial television station 
based on Metro Manila and initially beamed to seven relay stations scattered all over the 
archipelago. 


From a relatively unknown TV station, IBC-13 reached greater heights and became the 
country's top-rating network. Through hard work coupled with and intrepid business sense, IBC 
management developed a strategic programming that appealed to the mass audience. 


Thus, IBC 13 set a lot of firsts in the broadcasting industry. Showing full-length Tagalog films 
and the introduction of one-of-a-kind program genres were first seen on Channel 13. Who could 
ever forget Johnny Weismuller as Tarzan, Iskul Bukol, Chicks to Chicks, Seeing Stars with Joe 
Quirino, T.O.D.A.S., See-True and a lot more?

1961: Beginnings as Inter-Island 13 (DZTV Channel 13) Edit 


Channel 13 started broadcasts in March 1, 1960 at 6:30 p.m. under Inter-Island Broadcasting 
Corporation thru the tri-media conglomerate of RMN-IBC-Philippine Herald owned by the late 
Andres Soriano. The station also broadcasts in Cebu and Davao. Dick Baldwin was the station's 
first owner, and programming first consisted of mostly foreign programs from CBS, and a few 
local shows. 


1970: Vinta Color Edit 


In the 1970s, IBC launches the color transmission named Vinta Color named after the Vintas 
from Zamboanga, the third network in the Philippines to convert to all-color broadcasts. 


1975: New Beginning in relaunch as Intercontinental Broadcasting Corporation 

Edit 

On February 1, 1975, Inter-Island 13 split off from the Sorianos, owners of RMN and was 
renamed Intercontinental Broadcasting Corporation (IBC) and moved to Benedicto Group of 
Companies by the late Roberto S. Benedicto (1916-2000), who purchased the network 
consisting of the Manila station and other relay stations in Visayas and Mindanao.DWKB-FM 
(KB 89.1), now known as iDMZ 891 FM was opened and in a short time, it became the number 
one FM station in the country. 


1976: New Direction of IBC as the #1 TV station Edit 


In 1976, IBC metamorphosed into one of the country's most viewed TV network with its 
primetime lineup and full length local and foreign films aired on this channel. 


This catapulted IBC in the number one slot among 4 rival networks. 


1977: New Decision Moving to Broadcast City Edit 


Through the sweat of it's employees and the income generated from it's programs, the network 
built and finally moved into its present home - Broadcast City. The complex was a five-and-a- 
half hectare land located at Capitol Hills, Diliman, Quezon City.1 


1978: Enjoy Yourself Edit 


IBC manifested an enviable resilience in surviving the challenges 


It marked the biggest and most progressive leap any network has ever made. Because of its 
station produced shows and co-production ventures, it penetrated a wider market. Thus, 
remarkable productivity surfaced with a acquisition of several provincial TV and radio stations. 


1986: Post-EDSA Revolution and Basta Pinoy sa Trese Edit 


After the EDSA Revolution, IBC was sequestered by the government. A board of administrators 
was Created to run the station. When BBC 2 closed down, IBC absorbed majority of its 
displaced employees, thus doubled the operating expenses of the network. Expresses IBC-13's 
corporate goal for the larger Filipino audience to identify themselves, a vision of Philippine 


television to be the home of the local productions that are expressive of the Filipino heart and 
mind. The provider of entertainment and enlightenment; the imparter of Filipino social and 
cultural values. It defines the basic thrust of IBC-13's programming a strong bias for more local 
productions, a striving for balance of entertainment and public information, and the recognition 
of its social role to earn profits. Cost of programs went up by threefold. Line produced shows 
and co-production ventures with Viva, Regal, and Seiko were favored. 


Channel 13’s programs are Sitak ni Jack, Hapi House, Goin' Bananas, Barrio Balimbing, Eh 
Kasi, Babae!,T.O.D.A.S., Sic O'Clock News, Maricel Live! and The Sharon Cuneta Show are the 
year's top-raters as well asPiling-Piling Pelikula and IBCinema will showing the full-lenght 
Tagalog movies. 


1987: Life Begins at 13 Edit 


The top rated shows of IBC were pirated by rival networks. Cost of programs, talent fees and TV 
rights increased tremendously. IBC could no longer afford to produce its own shows. 


In 1987, IBC 13 was renamed E-13 for the first time and its slogan Life Begins at 13 noted for 
the butterfly logo in the form of the letter E and the number 13. 


1989: Pusong Pinoy, Pusong Trese Edit 

IBC took a new image, Pusong Pinoy Pusong Trese, to recapture the glory days it once had. 
But because of the sequestration, periodic change of management and the internal problems, 
the network started to lose the support of advertisers. The FM radio statins of 89 DMZ (Danze 
Muzic Zone) launched as the nation’s number 1 dance music FM station in the country along 
with Radyo Budyong stations natinowide. 


1990: Islands TV 13 Edit 


Island Broadcast Corporation took over the management and the marketing of IBC which came 
to be known as Island TV 13. It was in the later part of its operations that ratings and income 
suffered due to mismanagement which caused labor unrest. 


1992: The Return of Operation and Bagong Anyo, Bagong Trese Edit 


During this time, IBC became a 100% government owned station by virtue of a compromise 
agreement between PCGG and Mr. Roberto S. Benedicto, management and marketing were 
returned to the IBC Board of Directors. Programming remained at a standstill in preparation for 
the launching of a new image. 


1994: Pinoy ang Dating Edit 
It was May 1994 when IBC launched Pinoy ang Dating with a visually enticing MTV, an 
innovation in terms of station identification. Despite limited resources, programming improved 


but the battle for audience share continued. Advertisers became more responsive to marketing 
efforts. DOMSAT satellite dish via nation satellite broadcast launched on TV-radio 
programming. These are the classic tokusatsu hits of the popular Super Sentai galore 
areBioman, Shaider, Maskman, Turboranger, Kamen Rider Black, Machineman and Fiveman, 
and anime hits Battle Ball, Super Boink, Time Quest, Tonde 

Boorin, Shuurato, Gaiking, Grendaizer UFO and Mazinger Z, some of the most famous 
tokusatsu, sentai and anime shows in Philippine television.

1996: VTV on IBC Edit 


Vintage Television (VTV) entered the scene with PBA games as it's major program. 


Rehabilitation of the Transmitter and other technical facilities where initiated in the central and 
provincial stations. A new Harris 60 kilowatt transmitter was installed. The global service of 
APSTAR 1 satellite was utilized for a wider global reach. 


1998: Bagong Pinoy Edit 

In 1998, the network has launched its all-Filipino flagship news program called Express Balita, 
become the national flagship newscasts, led by news anchors Ida Miranda Castro and Anne 
Marie Soriano and the late-night newscast/BC Balita Ngayon, led by the news anchors Manuel 
Llige, Tintin Pizarro and Noli Eala revolutionizes the TV newscasts on Phiilippine television. 
Uner the president Boots Anson-Roa in July 1998 as the top honcho, IBC makes the broadcast 
history when it leaps in Channel 13's ratings from cellar dweller to the number 3 among TV 
networks position in the Philippines and the country in surge phenomenal growth, thanks to 

the PBA and NBA games and the VTV programs in the audience share and ratings, with all the 
Top 10 shows in the network, and the first in the Philippines to be number 3. 

IBC's TV companions, ABS-CBN Channel 2 and GMA Channel 7 start attempts to bring in more 
viewers as IBC becomes the number 3 Philippine TV network. Also, the nation's dance music 
radio station 89 DMZ ranks the number 1 FM station in the country.

The sports 
programming: PBA, NBA and PBL games, Blow by Blow, Super Bouts, Hot Stuff, WCW, ATP 
Tour Highlights, UEFA, Marlboro Tour and Kabayo, Karera, Karerista along with the anime 
favorites Battle Ball and Super Boink. As the top of the ratings is the sentai and tokusatsu

In the following sports program, 
IBC relaunched as Viva-TV, the primetime slot aired on Channel 13 to produce the popular 
drama series like May Bukas Pa, Subic Bay, Kagat ng Dilim, Dear Heart and H2K: Hati-Hating 
Kapatid, and Gags Must Be Crazy when it become popularly franchise from established popular 
shows. Since then, IBC 13 now reached the number 3 among TV network at the same point in 
audience share and the ratings, and the first in the Philippines to be the number 3 last 1998 
relaunched. IBC's TV companions, behind the top-notchers of thetwo giant networks ABS-CBN 
and GMA Network to bring in more viewers after IBC become the number 3 leading network. It 
started with specials like Homecoming sa 13 and other youth-oriented one-shot presentations.

Also, for the staiton-produced 
show on Philippine television like Gogo's Adventure with English, Alas Dose sa Trese, Good 
Take, DMZ-TV, Last Fool Show, Y2K: Yes to Kids, Saklolo Abogado andHapi Kung Healthy are 
the top-raters of the network eventually contribute to an higher station rating.

2002 Edit 

The reality singing talent search show Star For A Night, hosted by Regine Velasquez discover 
the aspiring young singers on primetime TV for the singing superstars, bought the country's top- 
rating and multi-awarded game show franchise are The Weakest Link and Who Wants To Be A 
Millionaire ?. 

Viva-TV starting with the innovative and creative programming on Philippine televisionon

In late 2007, IBC management inked a deal with the Makisig Network, led by Hermie Esguerra.

In a critical situation, current media practice in local and international 
news organizations opt to being the first in getting and delivering the news. For IBC, being first 
is in assisting and relieving a person in distress. That in itself is news, information and public 
service. 

Following the course of Tulong Kapinoy, IBC News and Current Affairs under the organization 
of Media ng Bayanand IBC Foundation, Inc. has again set its gear in creating a new 

program Team Rescue 911, designed to give maximum emphasis on providing a helping hand 
and extending assistance to people caught in the midst of disasters. It also aims to present 
useful information that people should know when faced with emergencies, action-packed 
tragedies, accidents and calamities. 


The field of search and rescue operations who will share their invaluable knowledge and skills in 
disaster preparedness, safety and security.

show It's Partytime with Dingdong Avanzado, Jenine Desiderio, Gino Padilla, Lani Misalucha, 
Rachel Alejandro and Miguel Aguila for the country's top singers with co-hosts and performers 
of the Kapinoy superstars. Thankfully, they were all the homegrown and powerhouse programs.

about the family starring the queen of Philippine soap opera Claudine Barretto and box-office 
action star Raymart Santiago with a powerhouse cast; Crazy Little Thing Called Love, a 
romantic dramedy serials based on te 2010 hit That film starring Cristine Reyes, Dingdong 
Dantes and Maricar Reyes. Over the weekend primetime hits: the two local version of the US 
popular game shows Who Wants to be a Millionaire? hosted by Robi Domingo and The Million

Bitag 


Bitag (literally Trap) is an investigative and public service program hosted by Ben Tulfo and 
produced by BST Tri-Media Productions that airs in the Philippines. Launched on September 
14, 2002, it first aired on Associated Broadcasting Company (now TV5) before moving the 
following year to Intercontinental Broadcasting Corporation (IBC) before returning again to TV5. 
It is currently aired on the government-owned IBC every Friday night. During its launch, Ben 
described it as an investigative show like no other that strays away from the "packaged" 
aggressive image that the Tulfo clan is known for by adopting a more cut-throat, in-your-face 
approach. Its success also spawned a recap (later talk) show that aired during weekday 
mornings on UNTV asBitag Live, and simulcast on radio through DZME and DWUN. As of 
February 2013, Bitag Live is currently aired on AksyonTV and simulcast on DWFM.[1] 

Bitag is also a segment of the TV5 public service program 73: Reload, where Ben co-hosts with 
brothers Erwin Tulfo and Raffy Tulfo.

Format Edit 


An episode usually contains 3 different cases set to stock film, music and industrial sound 
effects sardonically narrated by Ben before wrapping it up with an educational segment 
sponsored byPAGCOR. Bitag operates semi-autonomously, 

conductingreconnaissance and surveillance and deploys their own agents as undercovers. 
When enough intelligence is gathered, Ben coordinates with the local authorities to plan the 
manner of arrest and follows them with his convoy of security back-ups and camera men to 
document the entire procedure and its aftermath. In accordance with Ben's eschewal of "drama" 
and production in favor of "real reality", most cases air days after the shoot with minor cuts and 
editing used only to fit the documented footage under 10 minute segments. This is further 
proven by Ben's occasional absence in his AksyonTV show Bitag Live on weekdays, when he 
personally oversees certain case operations. 


The programs segments are classified according to their nature: 


= Operations, which document actual Bitag operations in coordination with law enforcement 
elements. 


= Updates, or follow-up reports on the status of successful Bitag operations. 

= Kilos Pronto segments, which showcase immediate action or assistance on complaints or 
concerns. 

= Akto segments, usually depicting irregularities or "questionable" situations unexpectedly 
encountered by Bitag (caught in the act). 

= Wanted, a new segment featuring the apprehension of a "wanted" criminal. 


= Biblically Speaking, a biblical related segment hosted by Bro. Eli Soriano. This was only 
seen during the program's UNTV years. 


= Rewind, replays of existing episodes, often as reminders to the public. 


For safety reasons, the Bitag strike force is fully armed and trained in self-defense disciplines 
(including Tulfo himself) and comprises professional security personnel. They are also allowed 
to carry their firearms in airplanes and vessels provided they surrender it prior to departure. 
However, the team still makes it a point to request assistance from the local authorities when 
dwelling in unfamiliar territory in accordance with the law. 


Bitag was originally pitched to other TV networks but an unidentified "Tulfo" was opposed to it [2] 


Bitag Live Edit 

In 2004, UNTV provided Ben with his own daily morning show Bahala si Bitag (taking its name 
from his bi-weekly newspaper column of the same name) where Ben fields questions and 
complaints from callers in addition to showing re-runs of cases for the purpose of alerting the 
public. 

The show has since renamed to Bitag Live. The show underwent through a series of changes in 
conjunction with their tagline of "continuous change for the better", incorporating their Kilos 
Pronto segment (from Bitag) into their show as a live help line and updated the stale set with a 
more modern look - most noticeably their use of a Plasma TV backdrop. (Those were later 
removed.) BITAG Live also has invited guests to speak regarding cases Bitagcurrently holds, or 
to speak regarding current issues. They also add a religious portion Biblically Speaking hosted 
byBro. Eli Soriano. In 2007, Ben started prefacing lectures with "were taking care of business" 
when showing his subjects how Bitag would deal with the matter. Consequently, Takin' Care of 
Business by Bachman-Turner Overdriveis used as the theme song on one of their remixed ads. 
Late in the show's UNTV tenure, it also added lifestyle-related segments. 

In 2013, the program found a new home on TV5's free-to-air UHF station AksyonTV: the said 
station also airs brothers Erwin and Raffy's own programs Punto Asintado and Wanted sa 
Radyo respectively, as well as 73: Reload, all of which also simulcast on radio through DWFM. 


Appearance of other Tulfo Siblings in Bitag Edit 


In 2006, Erwin Tulfo, Ben's younger brother and a contracted but underused employee of ABS- 
CBN, officially joinedBitag, and Bahala si Bitag was renamed to Bahala sina Ben at Erwin as 
both would answer calls and discuss subjects on air equally in addition to having his own 
segment (under the motif Mission-X) on its main show. The pairing did not last long and BSTs 
title has since reverted to the previous title after Erwin left to team up with his other 

brothers Ramon Tulfo and Raffy Tulfo in the show [sumbong Mo (Tulfo Brothers) on RPN-9. 
The latter aired its final episode on August 12, 2006 [3] 

Facing charges of libel, Erwin re-joined Bitag on March 1, 2007 albeit in a lesser capacity. Erwin 
often accompany Ben during high-profile cases or works individually, no longer sharing hosting 
duties on BST. Back then, Erwin maintains a subgroup called Mission-X, as well as its own 
separate action center, that peers with Bitag's. Ben and Erwin occasionally combine their 
workforce (Bitag and Mission-X) when necessary. There were times Erwin handled certain 
BITAG cases and encounters the suspects themselves in lieu of Ben, particularly in sensitive 
cases that requires a little more restraint. 

However, Erwin left Bitag and has since spun off his own brand of public service to TV5's Tutok 
Tulfo. 

Raffy from Wanted sa Radyo has also been featured in Bitag on October 11, 2008, in an 
episode of him helping out on an investigation, and in a drug den raid. Similarly,[[[Ramon 
Tulfo]], the eldest of the siblings, has also appeared in BITAG as well, during the drug den raid 
in Mabalacat, Pampanga. 

All 4 public service brands by the mentioned siblings (Bitag, Erwin's Mission-X, Raffy's Wanted 
sa Radyo and Ramon's Isumbong Mo Kay Tulfo!, Raffy and Ramon's tandem is also called 
Tulfo Brothers alternatively.) has united together at least once in a given operation. Ramon 
Tulfo's Isumbong Mo Kay Tulfo! made a comeback to DZIQ, PDI's radio arm, before returning 
to DWIZ. Ramon's younger brothers would eventually end up as hosts for TV5's public service 
program T3: Reload, although Ramon later became a co-host himself briefly prior to the 
infamous incident with Raymart Santiago and Claudine Barretto. 


Unique elements Edit 


Although the concept of investigative and public service programs are hardly new on local 
television, there are still differences between the show and most of its rivals. While their peers 
are restricted entirely to the confines of their studio/shooting location or function exclusively as 
"hosts", Ben considers himself as an investigator (but still he was a media personality), and is 
on the field most of the time while still regarding his prey with the same unabashed contempt, 
regardless of proximity. Most importantly, the show doesn't discriminate and has handled cases 
both small and large and is nonchalant with regards to the background of the felons they pursue 


- be it the child of a network executive, high-ranking police officers, government institutions, city 
mayors, foreigners, relatives of influential entities or huge crime syndicates - as host Ben Tulfo 
always says, "Walang sinasanto't walang sinisino ang patibong ng Bitag!" (The snare of Bitag 
recognizes and discriminates no one!) 


Host Edit 


Perhaps the shows main draw is its host (and also producer and director) Ben Tulfo who 
subscribes to the adage "it takes a wolf to catch a wolf" which, more often that not, leads to 
precarious situations that he immerses himself with gusto. Each case, Ben finds himself getting 
in the face of his subjects, be it ordinary suspects or policemen - sparring verbally (often laced 
with profanity) and at times, physically. Being the shows producer as well, he prefers an 
approach and presentation that lets the viewers see the true face of reality, no matter how grim 
or disturbing it is - the lack of a formal script means no dramatizations or re-enactments, as said 
by the shows tagline, "Hindi ito drama, di tulad ng iba!", and guarantees audiences of raw, 
documented footage of events as they happened. 


Ben, at one point, adapts his show title as his moniker or nickname, calling himself Bitag. 


Reaction and Controversy Edit 


As a result of his brazenfaced exploits, Ben has received generous praise from supporters who 
find his brand of crusaders zeal efficient when dealing with the scourges of society, and also 
jeers from those who consider his behavior repulsive and inappropriate for a media personality. 


His aforementioned recklessness has also led to several tension-filled incidents that range from 
minor physical confrontations to an actual firearm being pointed at him and his staff, prompting 
many to speculate if he will ever tone down his approach in the interest of his own public image 
and safety. These gripes are regularly brought up by furious viewers, to which Ben contends 
that as long as his actions are for the greater good, he will continue to press on with his 
methods regardless. 


It has competition from ABS-CBN's XXX: Exklusibong, Explosibong, Expose that was hosted 
by Julius Babao, Pinky Webb and Alex Santos. Ex-Bitag operatives comprise most of its staff 
and the shows title appears to lampoon the suffix X-treme in Bitag. Another competing 
investigative television show of this genre of public service, although in a later timeslot, is GMA 
Network's Imbestigador. 

Other competitions include his other brother's brand of public service, including Wanted sa 
Radyo, Isumbong Mo Kay Tulfo!, and his former co-host's brand, Tutok Tulfo. Bitag 
acknowledges the existence of such other shows, and he insists that Bitag, oriented to public 


service, is out of the ordinary because of its unusual focus on real reality, unabridged by typical 
broadcasting standards. 


Ben is not afraid nor ashamed of exposing anomalies committed even by his own employees at 
BST Tri-Media, in which has resulted in the expulsion of two of his employees to date. 


Principles — Edit 
Tulfos guiding principles are plain and simple, which he iterates at the end of the program: 


Makikita ang katotohanan kung sumbungan ang pag-uusapan sa Bitag. Ang pagtitiwalay 
nakakamit dahil sa resulta - GAWA, HINDI NGAWA. Dito nakakamit ang salitang RESPETO. 


If you're talking about complaints and public service, Bitag addresses and reveals the truth and 
reality. Results earn you trust - walk the walk, not talk the talk. Not whining on the problem, just 
acting upon the solution. It is through this that you earn respect.

Return to TV5 Edit 


Bitag's contract on IBC has expired, and he did not renew. Bitag was forced to move to UNTV's 
Saturday night slots. Ben Tulfo eventually moved his TV show to AksyonTV, the sister channel 
of his former network TV5. He teamed up with his other brothers from the other stations and

made a TV show called 73: Reload (renamed from T3: Kapatid, Sagot Kita! following the 
infamous tirade to Raymart Santiago and Claudine Barretto regarding the assault of elder 
brother Ramon in May 2012). 

On October 14, 2011, he returned to TV5. Another spin-off premiered 

on AksyonTV entitled Pinoy US Cops Ride Along where it chronicles the operations of Filipino 
police officers in the United States. Both Bitag later returned tolBC and Pinoy US Cops later 
moved to the People's Television Network, albeit in a producer's cut variety and in broadcast 
syndication,[4] while the UNTV version continued to air Fridays in a commercial-free tandem with 
Pinoy US Cops: Ride Along in a director's cut. 


Ben became involved in the controversy of T3 when he, along with brothers Erwin and Raffy, 
vowed that the assault towards their eldest brother Mon would not go unanswered. 


At the start of 2013, UNTV dropped Bitag, Pinoy US Cops and Bitag Live from its list of 
programs. Bitag Live then found a home on 92.3 News FM and AksyonTV, furthermore 

the Bitag segment on T3: Reload was revived after it was renamed Caught in the Act following 
the said program's reformat.

Two Sides of Ana Edit 


The Two Sides of Ana is a Mexican TV telenovela originally broadcasted in 2005 in 
Mexico. 


The rights were bought by IBC-13 under TreseBella, dubbed it in Filipino and re- 
broadcasted on a primetime slot on Philippine television. 

Pitted against industry giants ABS-CBN and GMA-7, Two Sides of Ana caught the fancy 
of Filipinos and became a nationwide sensation. Intriguing is the fact that at that time, 
ABS-CBN and GMA’s shows lord over television and their shows occupy a very huge 
chunk of the ratings pie. In came Ana Layevska and shoved its rival’s ratings. What 
made this foreign telenovela so special that it was able to do such? On the marketing 
perspective, what strategies were employed that led to the tipping of the ratings scale? 
The company and its available resources Intercontinental Broadcasting Corporation 
(IBC), initially known as Kanlaon Broadcasting system, is a broadcasting giant network 
in the Philippines and in the country owned by the Philippine Government 
Communications Group. 

It is currently home to the country's premier professional basketball leagues are the 
Philippine Basketball Association (PBA) and National Basketball Association (NBA). 
Initially it operated radio stations ad launched its television arm in March 1, 1960. 

In the 70s and 80s, IBC was a big player in the local broadcast industry with several 
shows and special coverage in its fold. It aired the Tagalog movies like the Tagalog Box 
Office Hits, Piling-Piling Pelukula and/BCinema, It also launched trend-setting programs 
such as Iskul Bukol, TODAS, Chicks to Chicks, Eh Kasi Babae!, Ora Engkantada, Pinoy 
Thriller, Seeing Stars with Joe Quirino, See-True, Maricel Live!, The Sharon Cuneta 
Show, Loveliness, Sic O'Clock News, Sitak ni Jack, Barrio Balimging, Hapi House, Goin' 
Bananas, Regal Drama Hour, and several big-name tokusatsu and animes. 

After the 1986 EDSA revolution, IBC-13 and RPN-9 was sequestered by the government 
and its assets were turned over to the Government Communications Group. In its fall 
from grace, the network much of its viewership resurgence to GMA and ABS-CBN with 
some of its high-rating primetime shows.

Both news programs were headlined by the 2 network’s popular 
newscasters. the newscast's ratings were sky-scrapers as compared to IBC- 
13’s.primetime slot.

IBC Maintains Nationwide TV Ratings in July 


August 5, 2014 


Despite power interruptions caused by typhoon Glenda, the third sequestered multimedia 
conglomerate giant network IBC-13 which is stands for Ito'ng Bagong Channel 13, remained to 
be the third most watched TV network across urban and rural households in July with an 
average audience share of 31%, or nine points higher than ABS-CBN's 43% and GMA's 34%, 
according to data from Kantar Media. 


Multi-media conglomerate ABS-CBN Broadcasting Corp. maintained its lead in national TV 
ratings over its closest competitor in September, according to data released by global media 
specialist Kantar Media. 


Kantar Media uses a nationwide panel size of 2,609 urban and rural homes that represent 100% 
of the total Philippine TV viewing population, while the other ratings data supplier AGB Nielsen 
reportedly has only 1,980 homes based solely in urban areas that represent only 57% of the 
Philippine TV viewing population. 


The figures for July also revealed that IBC once again conquered the primetime block (5PM- 
12MN) with garnered an average audience share of 29%, or a whopping 6-point lead over ABS- 
CBN’s 50% and GMA's 32%. This was credited to IBC-13's strong primetime programs. 


IBC-13's PrimeTastik also maintained its winning streak in other key territories like Balance 
Luzon (areas in Luzon outside Mega Manila), Visayas, and Mindanao. It recorded an average 
audience share of 27% in Balance Luzon, 19% in the Visayas, and 15% in Mindanao, while 
ABS-CBN garnered with 53%, 63%, and 61%, and GMA garnered only 31%, 23%, and 24% 
respectively for the said time blocks. 


The primetime block is the most important part of the day when most Filipinos watch TV and 
advertisers put a larger chunk of their investment in to reach more consumers effectively. 


IBC-13's primetime dominance was strengthened by the viewership of top programs such 

as Batang Genius, Express Balita, Your Heart, My Love and new programs Catch Me Fall in 
Love and Janella: A Princess Girl. 

Primetime fantasy-adventure Batang Genius concluded on a high note last August 1 with a 
natiuonal TV rating of 20.5% vs. Pure Love with 19.3% and My BFF with only 9.4% 

Erich Gonzales and Dingdong Dantes-starrer Catch Me Fall in Love and Janella: A Princess 
Girl both ruled on its timeslot during its premiere telecast. 

Janella Salvador’s newest primetime fantasy TV series Janella: A Princess Girl scored a 
national TV rating of 25.7%, or more than nine points higher than rival shows Hawak 

Kamay with 24% and Niño with 15.5%, last July 21 and gained its new its all-time high national 
TV rating during its primetime slot last July 25, now topped the list of most watched programs in 
the country in July with an average national TV rating of 24.7%. 

Joining Janella: A Princess Girl in sweeping the top ten most watched programs in July such as 
the 2013-14 PLDT Home Telepad PBA Governors’ Cup Finals including Rain or Shine Elasto 
Painters vs. San Mig Coffee Mixers(33.1%) and San Mig Coffee Mixers vs. Rain or Shine 
Elassto Painters (32.7%), Your Heart, My Love (32.8%), Born to be a Superstar (31.9%), Catch 
Me Fall in Love (30.6%), Janella in Wonderland (29.4%), TreseBella's The Two Sides of 

Ana (29.1%), La Teniente (28.8%) and Hayate the Combat Butler (28.5%), Batang 

Genius (28.1%), Killer Karaoke (27.7%), Sandy's Romance (26.8%), Express 

Balita (26.1%), Who Wants to be a Millionaire? (24.8%), Maya Loves Sir Chief (23.5%), The 
Million Second Quiz (22.8%), Crazy Little Thing Called Love (22.2%), Dingdong n' Lani(21.7%) 
and Viva Box Office (20.7%) also clinched spots in the top 35 programs, got with 20 in beating 
of ABS-CBN (12) and GMA (3). 


IBC’s AM radio station DZTV Radyo Budyong 1386 continues to conquer radio airwaves in 
Mega Manila for the month of August with an audience share of 24% based on the Kantar 
Media Mega Manila RAM. Its FM counterpart iDMZ 891 FM, 93.5 Romance FM and Kapinoy 
FM 913, on the other hand, remains steady at the number one spot among all FM stations. 


Kantar Media is a leading television (TV) audience measurement provider with capabilities in 
gathering TV viewing data in both digital and analog platforms. It is a multinational market 
research group that specializes in audience measurement in more than 80 countries, has 26 TV 
networks, ad agencies, and pan-regional networks subscribing to its ratings services. Among its 
current subscribers are ABS-CBN, PTV, IBC, Sky Cable, J. Romero and Associates, 
720ConsumerConnect, Starcom, OMD, PhD, Mediacom, Mindshare, MEC, Maxus, Universal 
McCann, Wellmade Manufacturing Corporation, Brand Ideas, and MPG Havas.

ABS-CBN, IBC and RPN 
shifted to Kantar Media/TNS after filing a case against AGB Nielsen Media Research for failing 
to comply with its request to investigate alleged cheating and data tampering in TV ratings. The 
case is still pending in court. On the other hand, GMA and TV5, which uses data from AGB 
Nielsen, has maintained its edge in Mega Manila,which comprises 55 percent of total urban 
television households nationwide.

IBC Executive Vice President (EVP) Lito Ocampo Cruz knows all the figures by heart, the 
network is currently home to the Philippine Basketball Association (PBA) and National 
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But even the network executive was prone to moments of awe and "wow" as the numbers and 
percentages—boldly and clearly painting IBC-13's steady climb to the ratings summit in the past 
couple of months—were illuminated from the projector board. 


"We're moving faster and ready to moving ahead. We're moving in an escalating pace and

TRANSITION PERIOD. When IBC-13 made the transition on its station ID, last year, 
expectations were high yet greatly conservative. With the shadows of the country's two giant 
networks looming largely over the newly overhauled network, the prospect of shattering the 
longstanding "duopoly" looked remote. 


IBC's chairman Eric Canoy told PEP (Philippine Entertainment Portal) during the press launch 
held on August 23, 2014 at the Smart Araneta Coliseum in Diliman, Quezon City: "Our objective 
is to shake the TV landscape and be able to shake your viewing habits.

The shift of the government-sequestered TV and radio network turned into the country's media 
company as the Intercontinental Broadcasting Corporation (IBC) known as Ito'ng Bagong 
Company is made the network entered into a long-term airtime agreement with Asian Television 
Content Philippines Corporation (ATC) and Viva Entertainment, the entertainment media 
company with the chairman and CEO Vic del Rosario, Jr. 


The tie up consequently allowed the network to beef up its programming, which consequently 
boosted its chances to compete against GMA-7 and ABS-CBN. 


The network's new identity, coupled with aggressive promotion and interesting programs, 
immediately made an impression among viewers right on its first month of reinvention. But 
finding the right formula to success did not happen overnight as hits and misses shaped the 
network's journey in realizing its objective. 


STEADY TURNAROUND. While the newly dressed network's target of shaking up the Pinoy's 
viewing habits was noble, some industry insiders raised eyebrows on its feasibility.

Even 
Lito himself confessed feeling surprised with what they have achieved so far in such a short 
span of time. 


"It is our commitment to the viewers to continually give them more quality choices in free-to-air 
television. This is what the partnership between Viva Entertainment and Intercontinental 
Broadcasting Corporation hoped to achieve when we launched the IBC-13 brand a 54 year ago 
and we're definitely on the right track. 


"Going into our 54th year, we'll continue to bring innovative, creative and highly entertaining 
programs for the Progressive Pinoys," promised Lito Ocampo Cruz.

NATIONAL TV RATINGS IN OCTOBER

Sequestered TV station IBC-13 known Isang Bawat Channel remained undisputed in national 
TV viewership in October as more urban and rural households tuned in to its programs, hitting 
an average total day audience share of 30%, or nine points higher than ABS-CBN's 44% and 
GMA's 35%, based on data from Kantar Media. 


Kantar Media uses a nationwide panel size of 2,609 urban and rural homes that represent 100% 
of the total Philippine TV viewing population, while the other ratings data supplier AGB Nielsen 
reportedly has only 1,980 homes based solely in urban areas that represent only 57% of the 
Philippine TV viewing population. 


IBC-13 also preserved its stronghold in the primetime block (6PM-12MN), where it recorded an 
average national audience share of 29%, a strong 5-point lead over ABS-CBN's 49% and 
GMA's 34%. The primetime block is the most important part of the day when most Filipinos 
watch TV and advertisers put a larger chunk of their investment in to reach more consumers 
effectively. 


The Kapinoy Primetime of IBC-13, the newest primetime sensation also showed its supremacy 
in other key territories such as Balance Luzon (areas in Luzon outside Mega Manila), where it 
triumphed with an average audience share of 25%, in the Visayas with 19%, and in Mindanao 
with 21%. ABS-CBN's primetme block, on the other hand, registered with 54%, 61% and 60%. 
GMA's primetime block, on the other hand also garnered only 32%, 26%, and 27% respectively 
for the said areas. 


The newest 2014-15 PBA Philippine Cup registered in the ratings with Globalport Batang Pier 
vs. Purefoods Star Hotshots (34.7%), NLEX Road Warriors vs. Barangay Ginebra San 

Miguel (33.8%), Talk 'N Text Tropang Texters vs. Barangay Ginebra San Miguel (33.7%) 

and Kia Sorento vs. Blackwater Elite (29.9%). 

IBC013's primetime leadership was driven by its top-caliber teleseryes, including AJ Muhlach's 
action-packed superhero Voltron Man, which topped all programs in the country in October with 
its average national TV rating of 32.6%, or 15 points ahead of its rival program Hawak 

Kamay (28.3%) and Strawberry Lane (19.3%). Janella Salvador's fantaserye sensation Janella: 
A Princess Girl also strongly of 32.3% than Pure Love and Seasons of Love. Your Heart, My 
Love, meanwhile, has consistently won its timeslot garnered a national TV rating of 29.2% last 
October 20, beating the pilot episode of Two Wives (20.9%) and Ilustrado (11.5%). 

Born to be a Superstar goes with a blast last October 26 after gaining a national TV rating of 
31.4%, on the list of the most watched programs for October that outperformed with The Voice 
of the Philippines with 28.3% and Kapuso Mo, Jessica Soho's 17.2%.

(MTRCB) in 2011. While all other networks have taken advantage of the new approach, IBC-13 
has taken the MTRCB’s ruling seriously.

It is always the duty of the MTRCB to strictly enforce these classification ratings. All networks 
must take this current ruling seriously in order to provide a more responsible viewing 
experience. 


But in the case of IBC-13, it is clear that enacting some sort of responsibility to their so-called 
‘viewers’ , if there is any, because their programming is mediocre. 


IBC-13's disregard of the MTRCB television ratings adds to the network's recent reputation, 
incompetent and disorganized broadcast group. While the addition of the Asian Television 
Content Corporation (ATC) and Viva Entertainment are the blocktimers of IBC-13 to make the 
network's viewers. About ATC's line-up, 'yung ONE FC na lang ang pinapanood ng ilang 
viewers na sports fans. Recently, they acquired the rights to air PBA basketball games to Viva 
Sports and IBC Sports. 


In the end, more shows await the embattled management of IBC-13. And once the MTRCB 
finally decides to act on this matter, things will get the staff inside Capitol Hills, Diliman.

IBC-13 launches more star-studded primetime 


September 22, 2014 


The surprise acquisition of the stars into IBC-13’s stable of talents is part of the network's 
aggressive campaign to further boost its steady growth. This was also the time IBC-13 adopted 
its new campaign, branding itself as the “Kapinoy” (“Pinoy or Filipino”) network. 


After making its presence felt in the local TV scene in recent years, the Canoy-led sequestered 
TV and radio media network IBC-13 aims to beat its established rivals at the ratings game this 
year with more than a dozen new shows to bolster its programming lineup and since has been 
through 54 years of Philippine TV. 


In a recent press conference at Dish to Rockwell last Saturday, IBC President and Chief Boots 
Anson-Roa and IBC Executive Vice-President (EVP) Lito Ocampo Cruz unveiled the network’s 
aggressive stance to challenge the dominance of ABS-CBN Corp. and GMA Network, Inc. at the 
top of the TV ratings charts. 


“Our goal is to overtake the competition in the network war as we target the Filipino masses and 
win by giving viewers something new, something they will look forward to watch on TV,” Mr. Lito 
told reporters with our plans to beef-up our programming with new hits of primetime schedules. 


He said more new shows will be launched this year to prove that the network is armed and 
ready to take on the two other networks for a battle for TV ratings to announce his IBC-13's new 
programs. 


“Hindi kami magpapahuli. (We will not be left behind.) We want to prove that IBC-13 is a major 
network, and we can provide shows that have more quality, more originality and more 
excitement,” he said. 


IBC’s financial woes came in full swing around the year 1986. That year saw the new 
government's sequestration of IBC because its owner at that time is a Marcos henchman. Then 
IBC saw an implosion which many ex-employees of the Banahaw Broadcasting Corporation 
migrated to IBC which had a negative impact on the broadcaster’s expenses, which in turn 
forced IBC to seek help from Viva, Seiko, etc. to produce more series. IBC became Islands TV 
for a few years in the early '90s, and saw generally significant financial improvement. Then IBC 
came back with an awesome station ID, known at that time for airing anime and Japanese 
tokusatsu shows and the Vintage blocktimer. The blocktimer attempt by IBC that was 
competitive ratings-wise is Viva TV in 2000. And now, IBC reachihng the number 3 slot. Also 
has religious programming from some Christian groups. | hope that the issue with IBC to be a 
buzz abroad. 


For the first quarter of the year alone, Channel 13 beefs up its programming with a wide array of 
shows across all time blocks as IBC-13 eventually become the third giant network in the 
country.

MANILA, Philippines — The Intercontinental Broadcasting Corp. (IBC-13) is facing privatization 
despite legal obstacles, the Governance Commission for Government-owned and Controlled 
Corporations (GCG) said. 


In a state news report, GCG chairman Cesar Villanueva said IBC-13 is one of six government- 
owned and controlled corporations (GOCCs) recommended for privatization. 


"In fact, we had a summit two weeks ago with PCOO (Presidential Communications Operations 
Office), DBP (Development Bank of the Philippines) and IBC-13 board. They come to a manner 
by which we'll able to privatize it despite of the fact that there are legal obstacles." 


Sen. Francis "Chiz" Escudero, Senate finance committee chairperson, inquired about the 
network's privatization during a Senate budget hearing “because we will be appropriating money 
for IBC-13 to pay, by way of subsidy to GOCC, for the paid SSS, GSIS and some employees’ 
benefits.” Villanueva said the number of GOCCs will be further reduced next year, trimming 
down its number from 157 to 88. "Our aim is we're hoping by the next year we would be down to 
88 well-run GOCCs that can be the cornerstone, hopefully of being able to promote a sovereign 
well fund by which the government can move forward,” Villanueva said. Villanueva said that 
from 157 GOCCs in 2011, the number of companies covered by GCG has been reduced to 116.

IBC Heats Up TV Screens this Summer, No.3 in 
April 
May 6, 2014 


More Filipinos nationwide tuned in to the high-caliber programs of IBC in April as it maintained 
its leadership over rival TV networks and hit an average audience share of 30%, or five points 
ahead of ABS-CBN's 44% and GMA's 35%, based on data from Kantar Media. As IBC is now 
the broadcasting industry giant network will be able to compete with the two giant networks. 


Kantar Media uses a nationwide panel size of 2,609 urban and rural homes that represent 100% 
of the total Philippine TV viewing population, while the other ratings data supplier AGB Nielsen 
reportedly has only 1,980 homes based solely in urban areas that represent only 57% of the 
Philippine TV viewing population. 


IBC also remained undisputed in key territories across the country such as in Balance Luzon (all 
areas in Luzon outside Mega Manila), where ABS-CBN scored an average audience share of 
46% vs ABS-CBN's 46% and GMA's 37%. The network continued to lead the Visayas and 
Mindanao garnering 15% and 13% respectively, or twice ABS-CBN's 57% and 54% and GMA's 
26% and 27%. 


Data also show that IBC sustained its primetime (6PM-12MN) supremacy with an average 
audience share of 24%, or 10 points higher than the 48% of ABS-CBN and 33% of GMA. 


The primetime block is the most important part of the day when most Filipinos watch TV and 
advertisers put a larger chunk of their investment in to reach more consumers effectively. 


Aside from leading in primetime, early afternoon (12NN-3PM) and late afternoon (3PM-6PM) 
programming blocks climbed up in the previous month. From 21% in March, the audience share 
of IBC's early afternoon block moved up to 23% in April, while its late afternoon block increased 
two points higher from 21% to 24%. Noontime show Lunch Breakon weekdays continues to 
defeat rival It's Showtime (15.9%) and Eat Bulaga (11.1%) with an average national TV rating of 


10.2%. Afternoon offerings My Little Janella (11.4%), Frijolito (14.9%) and Amazing 

Twins (12.2%), meanwhile, have consistently been the top raters in their timeslot. 

IBC clinched 15 spots on list of top 30 most-watched programs nationwide in April topped by 
the 2014 PLDT Home TVolution PBA Commissioners' Cup with a semifinals of Rain or Shine 
Elasto Painters vs. Talk 'N Text Tropang Texters (27.2%) and Air21 Express vs. San Mig Coffee 
Mixers (26.8), quarterfinals like the Rain or Shine Elasto Painters vs. Meralco Bolts (26.4%) and 
recently Rain or Shine Elasto Painters vs. Barangay Ginebra San Miguel(26.196) and Alaska 
Aces vs. San Mig Coffee Mixers (26.0%). 

The kick-off of the formidable primetime series such as phenomenal fantasy series Janella in 
Wonderland registered 24.7%, beating its competition Dyesebel that rated 29.5% and Kambal 
Sirena with only 15.0%, a most-watched drama series Your Heart, My Love recorded a national 
TV rating of 24.2% defeating its rival programs are The Legal Wifewith 23.5% and Rhadora 
Xwith only 12.4% and the romantic dramedy serial Crazy Little Thing Called Love also with 
22.7%. 

Other Kapinoy programs on the list were Express Balita (25.3%), Sir Chief Loves 

Maya (21.6%), Iskul Bukol Men(20.8%), Sandy's Romance (20.4%), Who Wants to be a 
Millionaire? (19.8%), Born to be a Superstar (18.9%), The Million Second Quiz (17.7%) 

and ONE FC (20.8%).

The Philippines has already aired Latin American telenovelas on free TV networks such as RPN 
(since 1994 with La Traidora and 1996 with Marimar), ABS-CBN (since 1996 with Maria 
Mercedes), ABC-5 (since 1996 with Morena Clara), GMA-5 (since 1996 with Agujetas de color 
de rosa) and IBC-13 (since September 2001 with Carita de Angel,Maria del Cielo and Por Un 
Beso). The telenovelas aired on Philippine TV, especially those produced in Mexico, were 
dubbed in Tagalog and were shown in primetime slots. 


The late 2000s saw the popularity of the Latin American telenovelas and ther launch of Asian 
novelas (especially those with Korean-produced soaps) became more dominated into the 
primetime slot and a trend in primetime programming in the Philippines. 


Now is TreseBella, which is merging with the premiere of Mexican telenovelas and the home of 
Asianovelas from Korea and Taiwan. We'll give you updates on IBC's Mexicanovelas and Asian 
dramas, news on telenovela and Asianovela stars and good vibes in feel good habit. 


The whole country is hooked again with this Mexicanovela that was first patronized by many 
Filipinos in 2014. The airing of The Two Sides of Ana marked a history for the highest TV 
ratings.

Taiwanovela Love You as part of TreseBella, a fantaserye Janella in Wonderland, 

teleserye Your Heart, My Love, a kilig-serye Crazy Little Thing Called Love and the most 
anticipated new Koreanovela Spy Myung-wol will surely endear Koreanovela fans of all ages as 
part of the new kid on the block of ATC @ IBC called TreseBella. These shows, along with 
IBC's fantaseryes, contributed to the network's dominance in the middle part of the decade. 
The premiere of Two Sides of Ana (Dalawang Muhka ni Anaj) is slated to air starting last May 5 
on IBC-13. it also provided a boost in IBC's teleserye dominance at the time like the huge 
success of Janella in Wonderland, Your Heart, My Love and Crazy Little Thing Called Love. 
TreseBella's newest Mexicanovela on primetime The Two Sides of Ana (Dalawang Muhka ni 
Ana) has been a tremendous boost to the network's weeknight programming on primetime TV. 
And with the said telenovela continuing to rake in high ratings, IBC-13 needs a quick response. 
They got one as well, in the form of their own highly-rated primetime Mexicanovela in The Two 
Sides of Ana (Dalawang Muhka ni Ana). The telenovela was made, filmed and set in Miami, 
Florida. The title is upon the phraseLas Dos Caras de Jano (The Two Faces of Janus). The 
theme song of The Two Sides of Ana (Dalawang Muhka ni Ana) is Josh Santana's song Haplos 
sa Awit.

The Kapinoy Network reported that its pilot telecast hits an average national TV rating of 17.2% 
last May 5 yesterday vs rival Pinoy Big Brother All In (12.6%) in ABS-CBN and The Successful 
Perezes (8.3%) in GMA. 

The Two Sldes of Ana (Dalawang Muhka ni Ana) will become a ratings hit is also consistent on 
Twitter's trending list for nationwide and worldwide where it got five out of the top ten trends 
around the world.

IBC-13 sets P1.4-B modern privatization plan 


Updated May 10, 2014 - 5:45am 


The contest to become the most popular TV station in the Philippines is currently a two-horse 
race of the leader ABS-CBN's Channel 2 and GMA's Channel 7, which has been a challenge for 
the top slot revamping its programming last year. There is a significant gap these front-runners 
and the rest of the field recently invigorated TV channel and sequestered TV station IBC-13 is 


aiming to change that with a series of major programming changes and talent instigated by new 
owners apparently. 


Intercontinental Broadcasting Corp. (IBC-13) is spending around P1.4 billion for the modern 
privatization and upgrade of its facilities as it aims to be a strong number three and possibly 
climb up to number two in the highly Philippine television broadcasting industry. 


IBC chairman Eric Canoy told The STAR that P400 million will immediately be spent in investing 
in state-of-the-art broadcasting facilities while another P1 billion will be used mission power. 
"And we are increasing it more within," they added. The STAR also learned that The Kapinoy 
Network is now negotiating to transfer its facilities in its current location in IBC Broadcast Center 
at Broadcast City, Capitol Hills, Diliman, Quezon City. 


A new player in Philippine television will launch new primetime programs on the free-TV channel 
of IBC-13 whose known as The Kapinoy Network, starting June 1st. 


Randy Topacio, ATC’s VP for sales and marketing, promises an exciting rollout for TV 13's 
evening primetime slots. “This will change the TV landscape while we see ourselves like David 
battling against Goliaths on Philippine television primetime programming,” said Topacio. 


ATC, or Asian Television Content, will deliver new telenovelas from 10:30 to 11 p.n. in the 
evening with Filipino-dubbed Mexican content. The drama-love story Two Sides of Ana will air 
Mondays to Fridays, while the action-packed melodrama series La Teniente will air on 
Saturdays at 9:15 to 10 p.m.. 


The amount will be sourced from a combination of equity and borrowings that will be arranged 
by a syndicate of banks led by Viva Entertainment, owned by the chairman and CEO Vic del 
Rosario, Jr. and Asian Television Content Philippines Corporation (ATC), owned by the 
president Rey Sanchez who is also Channel 13 head who last year bought the TV station from 
the group of Boots, Lito and Rey. Canoy’s consortium is said to have paid P2 billion in cash for 
the network with IBC Board of Directors. 


IBC-13 is also set to sign a memorandum of agreement with Echostar and Dish Network, the 
largest direct-to-home (DTH) satellite television company in the US, to able to telecast its 
programs in America. Company officials explained that IBC-13 ve its own channel in Echostar’s 
programming. 


ATC through a partnership with HubMedia, a Singaporean company provides TV and movie 
program international distribution will launch more programs for the network. 


They pointed out that teh international channel Global IBC which is sold separately to viewers in 
the US (subscribers have to buy a separate box in addition to their cable TV subscription), 
current subscribers of Echostar will have to pay additional to be able to watch IBC-13 programs 
very soon. 


The network has likewise with DZTV Radyo Budyogn 1386 as the AM radio station for news and 
public service will provide content such as news programs which will be simulcast in Radyo 
Budyong radio stations. An FM radio networks which is more upscale listeners as 93.5 
Romance FM for easy-listening love songs, pop and romantic music, and iDMZ 891 FM for pop, 
dance music, urban misic mix of hip-hop and R&B and remixed music in common the 
conpemporary hit music (CHR).

Boots Anson-Roa, IBC-13 president and CEO, earlier said she would not be spending this much 
money for the network if he was not serious about making it big in the industry. Lito Ocampo 
Cruz, the executive vice-president (EVP) is now spending all his working hours for the company. 


They explained that IBC-13’s phenomenal rise which came about after Canoy, Roa, Cruz and 
Rosario bought the company late last year was largely due to the network having bagged the 


contract to exclusively air the Philippine Basketball Association (PBA) and National Basketball 
Association (NBA) games. 


IBC-13 has started a block-timer partnership with Viva Entertainment airing innovative new 
shows such as a sports programming led by the flagship program PBA and NBA games which 
is the broadcast rights to the two professional basketball league, boxing matches and MMA 
events like ONE FC. Also reportedly, in thge mass market to buy Kapinoy hit shows popular on 
IBC to add to its new shows. 


The networking between Viva Entertainment, the entertainment company owned by Rosario, 
Asian Television Content (ATC) owned by Sanchez and IBC-13 owned by Canoy is also said to 
have boosted the profitability of the three firms signed a blocktime agreement. 


During the network’s relaunch last Thursday, company officials also revealed various new 
programs that aim to increase viewership.

musical variety show Dingdong n' Lani, comedy talk show Last Fool Show, dance show DMZ- 
TV, action sitcom Abra Gayumaand political satire Sic O'Clock News Naman as well as winner 
hits like the game shows Who Wants to be a Millionaire? and The Million Second Quiz and the 
reality talent show for a national singing contest Born to be a Superstar will beating to the other 
network giants. 

Its flagship news programs Express Balita and Ronda Trese will also have a same format in 
Filipino masses. Showing the full-length Tagalog movies through Kapinoy Cinema together with 
the Viva Tagalog movies such as the movie blocks Viva Cine Idols, Viva Box Office and Sunday 
Sinemaks.

ATC on IBC 13: The best brodcaster 


May 24, 2014 


NOT FAR FROM NOW, on June 2, a new blocktimer will enter into the in-debted, bankrupt and 
crippled government-owned broadcaster. Asian Television Content Philippines (ATC) will start 
its blocktime operation with the Intercontinental Broadcasting Corporation (IBC 13). This will be 
the fifth agreed agreement and the fourth materialized blocktimer since government 
sequestration of 1986. 


The privatized, currently government-owned yet dependent network much to block timers to 
alleviate capital deficiency and to get a significant slice on the audience share as the number 3 
station in the country. According to the broadcaster's financial statements, which can be 
downloadable on the Commission on Audit website, in calendar year 2012, Channel 13 incurred 
PHP 655 million in capital deficiency, improved from PHP 698 million in the audited financial 
position as of 2011. 


Nonetheless, the politically-motivated social media scholars (PMSMS) paid the said channel’s 
major turn the masses’ viewing assessment, as part of the truth, while the Philippine TV 
monitors, initiated by the author-admin of this blog, commenced the clamor since last 

year. IBC’s Blocktime Interregnum (June 1, 2013-June 1, 2014) 


When Vic del Rosario announced that Viva-TV would be merged as IBC-13 due to high 
operating expansion and becoming the number 3 stations, most sports aficionados and TV 
critics and expanded into the Philippine entertainment industry, including this blog, would 
question the operating of The Kapinoy Network.

Despite that, IBC is currently airs the PBA and NBA basketball 
games as well. Pacquiao’s bouts from Solar Sports were also aired the day following his bout as 
a catch up of viewers who missed the bout due to Sunday work. 


They justify such a stale programming strategy based on the meticulous monetary instincts on 
how expensive the new programming and potential return of investment, the masses’ truth that 
Channel 13 is a broadcaster in a fully operated and eventually becoming the giant networks.

According to the block timer company, they will air two Mexicanovelas, a resurging trend since 
1990's Philippine TV. On Saturday nightst 9:15 p.m. (last May 10), La Teniente deals with the 
navy, a much learning drama for our own navy particularly on to the crisis of territorial disputes 
with China.

Daytime programming: the hit animes on weekdays including Ghost Fighter and Kirarin, and 
tokusatsu hits at 8 a.m. on weekends such as Kamen Rider Fourze (Saturday) and Sky Ranger 
Gavan (Sunday) will remain in the new management. Religious programming such as E/ 
Shaddai, Jesus Miracle Crusade and Family TV Mass will remain at their usual times and so 
does children's programming including KapinoyLand, Barney & Friends, Mickey Mouse 
Clubhouse and some of educational programming like Learn with English, Math 

Makulay, Bayaning Bayani, Pamana and Science Kwela. 

The network's primetime news program Express Balita is a one hour to 6:30 p.m. competing 
with ABS-CBN’s TV Patrol, GMA’s 24 Oras and her older sister TV5’s Aksyon. As long as IBC 
will air the block time, we would question ourselves: Will ATC block act for the network 
privatization.

The still very much government-owned IBC-13, 
currently is the number 3 station as the third giant networks, will also surely find its new 
audience following for some of its shows (and also including the PBA and NBA games) and 
could eat up into the ratings of some of the shows of the two leading networks.

Sequestered TV networks IBC-13 and RPN-9 were the top channels back in the '70s, '80s and 
'90s. Both have produced classic quality programs that are being remade by the top TV 
networks today. 


Now is the time for the current network war once again in revival the glory days. After ABS-CBN 
and GMA-7 both claiming to the no.1 spot as Kapamilya and Kapuso, it claims the no.3 slot is 
now joined by IBC-13 as Kapinoy, TV5 as Kapatid and RPN-9 as Kasama are the monicker 
branding in terms of the battle dominance. 


Back in the 80's, when there was no Kapamilya, Kapuso or Kapatid yet, IBC 13 is the no. 1 TV

To safeguard press freedom, and at the 
same time to use it judiciously. To be quality, innovative and creative core intact in its 
programming. In a short span of years, amid escalating network wars, Channels 9 and 13 has 
made its mark. Fueled by its pioneering and indomitable spirit, RPN and IBC has proudly 
established many firsts in the Philippine broadcast industry, progressively expanded its reach, 
and blazed new broadcast trails to place itself a cut above the rest.

TV

Telenovelas, or the more distinguishable term Latinovelas, making a comeback to free TV in the 
Philippines. Also, see your favorite Koreanovela on prime time television. 


Prime time is the peak time slot of television broadcasts, usually between 5 p.m. and 11 p.m. on 
weekdays. Entertaining to watch television shows from neighboring countries such as South 
Korea, Japan and Taiwan, the proliferation of such shows the time available for Philippine- 
produced shows. 


The genre, once dominant in the afternoon and evening drama blocks of the major networks, 
essentially an endangered species once Meteor Garden and other Asianovelas began to invade 
the small screen. Then in late 2011, the Telenovela Channel was introduced, giving dramas 
from Latin America a new lease on life. 


Since the creation of the Telenovela Channel, several free TV networks have attempted to 
resuscitate the fading popularity of the telenovela. 


In 2013, GMA aired the Colombian series Lola (or Bella Calamidades) . Unfortunately for the 
Kapuso network, low ratings forced the management to stop airing the telenovela before it can 
be finished. 

Also that same year, Studio 23 (now ABS-CBN Sports+Action) aired the original version of the 
hit ABS-CBN teleseryeNasaan Ka, Elisa?. Titled Donde Esta Elisa?, the original series aired 
during the first half of 2013. 


Since IBC-13's popular telenovela in the past such as Carita de Angel, Siempre te 

Amare (originally aired on RPN),Maria del Cielo (originally aired on RPN), Natalia and Por un 
Beso aired on Viva-TV's primetime block, Maria Isabel(originlly aired on RPN in 1999), Mar de 
Amor, Teresa, Rosalinda (originally aired on ABS-CBN, GMA and RPN), Palabra de 

Mujer, Amor Bravio and La Madrastra. 

It airs a telenovela in PrimeTastik block. And now the network will bring back the family centered 
and intense drama theme of Latin TV series in its primetime schedule. The Kapinoy Network is 
bringing back the Latin telenovela craze with Two Sides of Ana and La Teniente proves to be 
the home of hit telenovela fever. 


While a representative from IBC-13, the third largest network in the country said that putting 
their own Korean abd Taiwanese dramas and Mexican telenovelas in primetime.

The years 2013 and 2014 has been tough for IBC 13. Let me tell you what happened to the 
network that changed the way we watch television since 1975. And now, new chairman Eric 
Canoy annoucned that its not sell the network due to the privatization efforts of the network. 
IBC-13 currently ranked to the number 3 slot for Filipino viewers as well considered to be the 
third top television network overall. IBC went on to produces new shows but even if they are 
good. They began to buy airtime to interested parties like the PBA and NBA as well as Home 
Shopping Networkadvertisers. Disney also bought airtime to air their shows as well. 

Since 1996, IBC-13 remains as the traditional No.3 station in terms of ratings than ABS-CBN 
and GMA. In 70's and 80's as an original shows are Iskul Bukol, TODAS, Chicks to 

Chicks, Seeing Stars with Joe Quirino, Tarzan, Barrio Balimbing, See-True, Sic O'Clock 
News, The Sharon Cuneta Show, Maricel Live!, Hapi House, Ora Engkantada and Loveliness, 
as well as Japanese series like Bioman, Turboranger, Jiban and Maskman, animes like Ghost 
Fighter, Super Boink and Battle Ball, and showing the full-length local Tagalog movies such 

as Tagalog Box Office Hits, Piling-Piling Pelikula (PPP) and IBCinema for their own shows. 


The network also dominated in the Philppine radio industry are DZTV Radyo Budyong 1386, 
iDMZ 891 FM, 93.5 Romance FM and Kapinoy FM 913 became popular among listeners. 


It seems that IBC-13 will quickly gained of its primetime block with Viva Entertainment, used to 
be is its nationwide reach following the statement by Presidential Secretary Sonny Coloma that 
the network will be privatized the buyers and values ratings before the end of President Benigno 
Aquino's term. 


In the following months, thanks to the new programs on Channel 13 intend to compete with the 
country’s established networks, It started with the TV musical specials like Homecoming 
Kapinoy and other youth-oriented shot presentation.

Revolution. Now, IBC-13 wil be a full-pledged television station considering that more Filipino 
viewers are beginning to enjoy watching your favorite Kapinoy shows like The Million Second 
Quiz, Born to be a Superstar, Who Wants to be a Millionaire?, PBA and NBA games, including 
the expectation of bringing Japanese live action series back on Channel 13. In its place is the 
children's adventurseryeKroko: Ang Alamat sa Zoo, the action-packed series Hitman, the trend- 
setting fantasy series Janella: A Princess Girl, the hit action-packed superserye Voltron Man, 
the hit romantic drama soap opera Your Heart, My Love, the adventurserye Super Ninja, the 
comedy sitcom Maya Loves Sir Chief, drama anthology Sandy's Romance, the boys night out 
gag show T.O.D.A.S., political satire Sic O'Clock News Naman, showbiz talk show Seeing Stars 
Tonight, the trend-setting dance variety show Love Sweetheart, a musical variety 

show Dingdong n' Lani, the imports of Mexican telenovelas and Asian drama from Korea and 
Taiwan thru TreseBella for making new hits and showing with Viva Tagalog movies from Viva 
Films. 

Meanwhile, as IBC-13 has decided to rival its long-running Filipino news program Express 
Balita at 6:30 p.m. time slot, compared to TV Patrol (ABS-CBN) and 24 Oras (GMA). 

By that time, IBC-13 recently started with more newscast in Filipino language, to compete 
against the big two networks ABS-CBN and GMA, had all their line-up of Filipino newscasts in 
the vernacular. The network's flagship news programs as Balita sa 

Umaga (morning), RadyoBisyon (morning per teleradyo), /BC Headliners (hourly news 
updates), News at Noon (noontime), Express Balita (early evening/primetime), Ronda 

Trese (late evening) andExpress Balita Weekend (weekend edition). 


Aside from the disappointment, | also found out that since the day ATC @ IBC suddenly 
appeared from our tubes, IBC 13 has the inability to completely implement the new television 
ratings system that the Movie and Television Review and Classification Board (MTRCB) 


mandated back in 2011. Many Filipino viewers would prefer watching programs on the big three 
of the Philippine television industry, namely ABS-CBN, GMA, and TV5. IBC-13 and RPN-9 
recently becoming the top spot for gaining viewers to watch once again.

More Filipino households across urban and rural homes nationwide tuned in to the top-caliber 
programs produced by Intercontinental Broadcasting Corporation this November, scoring an 
average audience share of 25%, or 5 points ahead of ABS-CBN’s audience share of 44% and 
GMA’s audience share of 33%, based on recent data from Kantar Media. 


Kantar Media uses a nationwide panel size of 2,609 urban and rural homes that represent 100% 
of the total Philippine TV viewing population, while the other ratings data supplier AGB Nielsen 
reportedly has only 1,980 homes based solely in urban areas that represent only 57% of the 
Philippine TV viewing population.

Barangay Ginebra San Miguel (34.1%), Milo Energy Drink vs. San Mig Coffee Mixers (33.5%) 
and Alaska Aces vs. Rin or Shine Elasto Painters (33.2%), and the NBA basketball games for 
the 2013-14 season of Golden State Warriors vs. Oklahoma City Thunder (31.3%), Atlana 
Hawks vs. Detroit Pistons (30.5%) and Minnesota Timberwolves vs. Denver Nuggets (30.0%). 


IBC PrimeTastik also ruled in other key territories such as Balance Luzon (areas in Luzon 
outside Mega Manila) with an average audience share of 27% compared to ABS-CBN’s 51% 
and GMA's 33%; in Visayas where it recorded 13%, or more than thrice as ABS-CBN's 65% 
and GMA's 20%; and in Mindanao with 12% against ABS-CBN's 62% and GMA's 23%.

The spoofs of the government-sequestered IBC as home base. Resulting in segments viewers 
might being its director as they do segments of the show ranging from skits that were thinly- 
veiled potshots at contemporary political mishaps and compelling commentary. 

In several other instances in Sic O'Clock newscasters would report in a debate, senators and 
footage in the scene of the bold and brave TV satire redefined comedy in the Philippines as it 
pushed the envelope and reasserted the newly-regained democratic freedom of Filipinos 
consistency and social relevance, as well as the theatrics and discipline of its talents, many of 
whom were plucked from the academe and stage. This picture includes the production and 
support staff, not just the cast. Those fake news program are a rarity and gaining high 
viewership figures. One of the fake newscast is Sic O'Clock News Naman in the most notable 
players. The program focused on issues that affected both the country and internationally at the 
time, and the way they delivered the news in a humorous and often riotous manner made it a 
television icon during the administration of Noynoy Aquino III, rather than commentaries on 
current issues. 

This program served as a vehicle for IBC's shift viewership at the mass-based audience. The 
show was part theater and news, geared towards showcasing the reality of the Philippine 
government. Composed of theater actors who did not spare any political figure from being part 
of the show's funny but witty script. 


During the commercial breaks is Teka Muna and Sandali Lang, and back to the show is Balik 
Sic O'Clock. 


The weekly news satire was magnificently anchored by the tandem of Jaime Fabregas and Ces 
Quesada who both became the biggest names on TV together with Errol Dionisio, Joji 

Isla, Rene Requestas, Ching Arellano, Jon Achaval, Khryss Adalia, Manny 

Castaneda and Wilson Go. 

It remain turning the Kapinoy superstars of anchormen Ramon Bautista with Mr. Puppet 
Ramon as the puppet as the political satire and spoof parody on the national and international 
news using the format of a news program in a comedy news. This is the first time as Cerah 
Hernandez to sign language interpret Sic O'Clock News Naman. The program has produced 
some of the best natural comedians during that time, like Atom Ungson, Niña Dolino, Maey 
Bautista, Eri Neeman, Mike Advincula, Andy Smith, Paolo Alino and Ann Mateo.

Now, Channel 13 will have on the duopoly of ABS-CBN and GMA Network on the Television

Will IBC-13 overtake ABS-CBN and GMA? 


July 26, 2014 


Ever since | can remember, IBC 13 reached its peak when it became the No.1 television station 
from 1977 to 1988, broadcasting a variety of programs that were socially relevant, entertaining, 
informative and commercially viable. Now, state-run IBC-13 has been No.3 in the Philippine 
television industry. 


In the pre-martial law years, it was ABS-CBN. In 1972, President Marcos used his dictatorial 
powers to shut down "the Philippines’ largest network." Roberto Benedicto's IBC-13 was on top 
in the early years, which was the leader when Edsa happened. After a shaky start, ABS-CBN 
retook the number one position when the Lopezes regained their broadcast properties in 1986 
but GMA slowly eroded the Kapamilya network's premier position. Today both networks are 
waging a see-saw battle on who can claim to be numero uno. 


This was done to “ensure the unhampered operations and focus the government-controlled 
network’s goal in achieving its rightful place in the radio-TV broadcasting business in the 
shortest possible time,” IBC executive vice-president Lito Ocampo Cruz said. The search for 
investors revived plans, which were earlier shelved by the current administration, to privatize 
IBC. 


IBC operates several TV stations in key parts of the country. Aside from its IBC TV-13 in Metro 

Manila, the company also runs IBC TV-13 in Baguio City, IBC TV-6 Mountain Province, IBC TV 
13 in Laoag City, IBC TV 12 in lloilo, IBC TV 13 in Cebu City and in Davao Clty, and IBC TV 10 
in Cagayan de Oro City. 


The network also operates radio stations in Mega Manila: DZTV Radyo Budyogn 1386, 93.5 
Romance FM, Kapinoy FM 913 and iDMZ 891 FM, along with DYBQ in lloilo, DYJJ in Roxas 
City and DYRG in Kalibo. A joint venture with a local cable company will also see the operations 
of the country's premier tourist-oriented FM station 103.8 Boracay FM in Boracay, the company 
said. 


Undisputed No.3 


That's not a disagreement on who's in third place. IBC's chairman, Eric Canoy himself admitted 
at last month's advertising congress in Camarines Sur that "We still the undisputed and certified 
No. 3. However, just being stuck in third place has made me extremely paranoid." The industry 
has been described as a virtual duopoly given the dominance of the Lopez-led ABS-CBN 
Corporation and GMA Network Inc. 


But not for long. Predident and chief executive officer Boots Anson-Roa is clearly aiming for the 
top spot when he said at the same occasion, "GMA and ABS-CBN should worry about us 
because we are the certified No.3. Boots is backing up that statement with a multi-billion peso 
war chest that has been used to improve the network's technical facilities and entice performers 
from the competing networks to jump ship. 


The first big catch is Dingdong Avanzado and Lani Misalucha, two of the country's most-famous 
singers has now being the Kapinoy network after signed the contract of IBC. 


In the succeeding months, the operator of sequestered TV station IBC-13 was able to impact 
major names like Drew Arellano, Elmo Magalona, Anja Aguilar, Robi Domingo, Ramon Bautista, 
lya Villania, Jodi Sta. Maria, Richard Yap, Cristine Reyes and Dingdong Dantes. 


At the Christmas party for the press last Monday, IBC Entertainment TV head Laurenti Dyogi 
promised that more big names are joining the Kapinoy network in 2013, 2014 and 2015. 


“IBC 13 occupies one of the most desirable locations in Metro Manila. Located in IBC Broadcast 
Center, Broadcast City in Capitol Hills, Quezon City, IBC 13’s 77,000-hectare has room for 
expansion and other projects that investors would likely want to explore,” Canoy said. 


IBC was set up by the Benedicto Group of Companies of the late Marcos crony Roberto 
Benedicto in 1975. The TV station was sequestered by the government after the fall of the 
Marcos administration more than two decades ago. In 1992, the company became wholly 
owned by the state following a compromise between the then Presidential Commission on Good 
Government and Benedicto for the sale of the firm’s shares. 


Big budget 


This attractive line-up has convinced advertisers that Canoy's network means business and has 
allocated a bigger portion of their budgets than before to the "new kid on the block." 


The head of a media buying company told me recently IBC-13 is now a very strong number 3. 
That's impressive since Roa took over in 1998 and Canoy only took over in late 2011. Pirating 
performers is not enough. The network must come up with programs that will lure viewers to 
switch to The Kapinoy Network. 


At the Christmas party, Intalan unveiled some new shows. Several primetime shows has been 
lined up. Heading the list is the local version of Killer Karaoke (Saturdays 7:30 p.m.) feature a 
contestants attempting to sing in front of a live studio audience while various attempts are made 
to disrupt their performances. For example, a contestant will sit on a swing while singing a 
chosen song. He or she will be then dipped into a pool of water filled with snakes and other 
reptiles. The audience will vote for the contestant who were able to sing well despite the 
challenges being thrown at them.

Counter-programming

concentrating on teleseryes, IBC-13 is offering viewers alternative formats while producing its

Maria and Richard Yap were the top-raters. | 
anticipate that the two leading networks will match IBC's offers, if ever, to really big stars like 
Marlo Mortel and Janella Salvador who came from ABS-CBN, andJerome Ponce now has 
indicated a contract with IBC. 


2014 should be an interesting year. Viewers will now have more shows to choose from with the 
aggressive stance taken by IBC-13. Will IBC-13 overtake ABS-CBN and GMA? Guess right now 
but for sure, the Kapinoy network will be happy if it clinches the number 2 position to start with.

From sign on to sign off, IBC is the most watched number 3 network in the country in 2013 after 
it ruled national TV ratings across urban and rural homes with an average national audience 
share of 25%, or 5 points higher than ABS-CBN’s 42% and GMA’s 33%, based on year round 
data from Kantar Media. 


Kantar Media uses a nationwide panel size of 2,609 urban and rural homes that represent 100% 
of the total Philippine TV viewing population, while the other ratings data supplier AGB Nielsen 
reportedly has only 1,980 homes based solely in urban areas that represent only 57% of the 
Philippine TV viewing population. 


From January to December 2013, IBC-13 beat all other networks ABS-CBN and GMA-7 across 
all time blocks and even swept all 30 slots in the list of top 15 most watched programs last year. 


The Kapinoy network remained undefeated in primetime (6PM-12MN) with an average audience 
share of 24%, or a whopping 13-point lead over ABS-CBN ’s 47% and GMA’s 31%. The 
primetime block is the most important part of the day when most Filipinos watch TV and 
advertisers put a larger chunk of their investment in to reach more consumers effectively.

Momay (27.0%), and 2013 PBA Commissioner's Cup (26.9%). 

Express Balita remained as the viewers' top choice for newscasts with an average national TV 
rating of 25.6%, or a five point lead against ABS-CBN's TV Patrol (23.7%) and GMA's 24 
Oras (17.1%). 

Also included in the top 30 list from January to December 2013 were Who Wants To Be A 
Millionaire? (24.8%), Maya Loves Sir Chief (24.5%), The Million Second Quiz (24.2%), Born to 
be a Superstar (24.0%), Sandy's Romance(23.7%), Before | Fall in 

Love (23.4%), Whattaboys (23.2%), and Noli Me Tangere (21.8%). On December 2013 alone, 
IBC once again ended the year with a bang by maintaining its monthly leadership over rival TV 
stations garnering an average audience share of 28%, or 5 points higher than ABS-CBN’s 43% 
and GMA's 33%.

Boots, who has been in the businees and took over the president and CEO since July 1998, 
said her basic plans or the network include protecting, preserving and enhancing the interest of 
the network. She stressed on implementing structural changes within the company when the 
television superstars of today's most bankable TV, music, concert and movie stars, to 
tomorrow's biggest bets for stardom.

That growth can rightfully be 
atributed to a work ethic guided by a fine sense for balanced programming, an openness for 
innovative and cretive core ideas, and a stable for talent discovery and development in the 
Golden Age of Philippine Television. 


On the 54th anniversary of IBC, the trops of man and women whose collective effort has made 
the network what it is today braces for opportunities that the future network will offer. They stand 
confidently in the dawn of a new and more competitiveage, driven by a commitment for merit 
and excellence. 


Canoy decided to shift The Kapinoy Network to broadcasting via satellite, so that the entire 
country would be able to watch the same program simultaneously. Satellite broadcasting in 
cheap, costing $10 million a year. The satellite broadcasts were a resounding success. With 
them, IBC could give advertisers more coverage and more value for money. The nationwide 
satellite broadcasts further strengthened hold on the top spot. By 2014, IBC had recovered. The 
network's programs consistently drew an average of 24-24% of the audience in Metro Manila. In 
the provinces, its dominance was even more pronounced, with 50% of the market. IBC became 
an integral part of most Filipino viewers' lives.

It aims to promote artteaches the viewers, 
especially children because they are their target audience how to make simple, unique yet 
environment-friendly artworks of fun gives the children some idead to make artwork. In this 
sketching some fun, easy but beautiful paintings and drawings.

Intercontinental Broadcasting Corporation (IBC), the country’s leading sequsterd in media and 
entertainment company, reported a 28% increase in its net income for 2013 of PHP1.500 billion, 
compared to PHP1.618 billion for 2012. The company’s strong performance came on the back 
of a 25% rise in net revenues of PHP1.1 billion, compared to PHP55,920,000 million for the 
previous year. 


IBC executives Jaime Alanis, Diosdado Marasigan, Ernesto Maipid, Jr., Jose Raphael 
Hernandez, Lauro Visconde and Alturo Alejandrino (Board of Directors). 


“Our company’s solid financial performance for 2013 was boosted by our dominance in national 
ratings than ABS-CBN and GMA which allowed us to capture a bigger share of the advertising 
spending in the country, election-related spending, and various inititiaves within the company to 
be more cost-efficient,” said Mr. Dave Fugoso, the company’s Chief Financial Officer. The 
company reported that costs and expenses rose 10%, slower than the 13% revenue growth rate 
for the year.

The company disclosed that it had forged various strategic partnerships in 2013, consistent with 
its overall plan to bring quality content to its customers through various platforms. Global IBC 
has allowed IBC-13 to further broaden its reach to Filipinos in the Middle East, adding around 
50,000 customers, while the company’s partnership with the owners of the Wenn V. Deramas 
properties will bring the popular local superheros to television sets and theaters in the 


Philippines and overseas. SkyCable continues to dominate the cable TV business with more 
subscribers than its nearest competitor. 


“It has been a busy and productive year, and this year may be even busier,” said CFO Fugoso. 
“We launched our IBC Telephone and IBC Mobile in the fourth quarter of last year.” 


In chase of prvatization efforts becoming the afloat. According to Kantar Media, the top fifteen 
programs in 2013 from top 30 for free-to-air television were all produced by IBC-13. The 
company hopes to further boost its audience share once it improves the reception of channel 13 
in the Mega Manila area and Central Luzon. This should be achieved through IBC-13's 
transition to digital terrestrial television. 


Mr. Rey Sahchez, Head of Channel 13 stated “Our performance last year has allowed us to 
declare a 30 centavo per share cash dividend, payable to shareholders on May 7, 2014.” “I 
believe our company is on a solid growth path, and | am extremely excited about our prospects 
for the coming few years.” 


Various international brokerage firms, including Jose Avellana as the COO, and Maybank ATR 
Kim Eng, have included IBC-13 in their reseach coverage, and all are positive about the 
company’s future prospects. IBC-13 is one of Credit Lyonnais’ top stock picks with a target price 
of 30 pesos.

Three television sets were turned on inside Laurenti Dyogi's office at the state-run sequestered 
media network Intercontinental Broadcasting Corporation (IBC). Those unit was devoted to the 
rivals of ABS-CBN Corporation and GMA Network, Inc., and the number 3 spot of IBC-13, RPN- 
9 and TV5. 


At home, a TV set can be configured to divide into thirteen screens. Better to see the goings-on 
both in local TV and in foreign channels, Head of IBC Entertainment TV explained. 


Laurenti Dyogi is the current head of IBC Entertainment TV division and the former production 
TV head of ABS-CBN; he is also a producer of many TV shows. 


As the chief of the IBC-13's entertainment block, he experimented with dramas, light-hearted 
shows and hired good writers. He revived the love team tandem popularized in the 1970s, 
resurrected local fantast titles and introduced fantasy series on primetime such as Janella in 
Wonderlnd. Through her initiative, he saw the network brought the right number of Kapinoy 
Fantaserye titles such as My Batang Momay, Carita de Angel, Batang Genius, Voltron 

Man andJanella: A Princess Girl. 


As of today, IBC-13's primetime shows led over the rival networks. He is now joined IBC in 2013 
as Associate Producer since the Head of Entertainment TV. With both expertise and passion for 
her craft, she was appointed to various positions in the company — Executive Producer, 
Assistant Production Manager, Production Manager, Production Director, Head of TV 
Production, and finally Channel 13 Head.

According Sec. Sonny Coloma, It was confirmed that RPN is bought by Solar Enetertainment 
Corporation (owned by the Tieng Brothers) by 34% and Far East Managers and Investors, 
Inc. which is owned by the Benedicto family by 32% and the government to 20% shares and 
other private stocks by 14% but The Country’s Third Leading TV Station is still 100% owned 
and operated by the government.

History Edit 


When several new shows started copying its format, Happy TODAS (Television's Outrageously 
Delightful All-Star Show) is the revival of one of the most successful gag shows in the ’80s was 
predecessor TODAS series on IBC which included Maribeth Bichara, Joey de Leon, Freida 
Fonda, Spanky Rigor, Richie da Horsie, Jimmy Santos and Val Sotto which featured a great line 
of comedic talents.

Happy TODAS on IBC's 
prime-time Saturday run which is answer to the comedy gag shows are Banana 

Split and Bubble Gang, they would come up with other Kapinoy comedies like the kiddie gag 
show TODAS Kids, political satire Sic O'Clock News Naman and the top-rating sitcoms Iskul 
Bukol Men and Sir Chief Loves Maya.

Center contract, and a brand new car sponsored by BNY and Bench jeans, the one who will win 
the car must get the highest text votes on the grand finals and one texter will have a chance to 
win P50,000 via electronic raffle by showing her fashion style, voice and talent.

Winning 500 pesos each and additional 20,000 pesos total (P1,000 each). In the event of bad 
weather, the hosts will select a number of entries from the chosen barangay, and they will 
receive 10,000 pesos each from the hosts. After each month, the hosts choose three barangays 
who will win a special prize based on their rank, with the no.1 barangay winning the grand prize 
and the title of being a Barangay Kapnoy. This is a way of gratitude by the hosts for all 
barangays to follow, the winner being the best example of a well-disciplined community. 


This segment is done every week, from Mondays to Saturdays. Their location ranges 
nationwide, from different barangays and subdivisions across Metro Manila, all the way to 
provinces in Luzon, Visayas and Mindanao. There, they usually have their selected contestant 
registered the previous day, with a copy of their entries sent back to the studio to be drawn the 
next day. 


Jeep Jeep Huray! (2012-present) Edit 

Every Monday to Friday, As LB Jeepney with a new mobile studio place right inside a 30-foot- 
long jeepney promises a rewarding journey where no passenger goes home empty-handed can 
play the game inside the colorful jeepney on wheels that lets three passengers play for cash 
and prizes. The game takes place right inside a 30-foot-long jeepney that also serves as the 
new mobile studio. Nadia Montenegro promises a rewarding journey where no passenger goes 
home empty-handed. The inaugural trip of LB Jeepney before go to the winner's house began 
at the IBC station in Broadcast City and ended at the IBC offices at the Legaspi Village in Makati 
City where a blessing ceremony was held for the Kapinoy Network’s unique mobile studio. 


The game has three levels — Green, Yellow and Red. In each level, contestants get eliminated 
but with take home cash and other prizes. Green level asks four general knowledge questions. 
The first two to fail to answer will be eliminated in the first round of questions, but will take home 
P1,000 in cash and minor prizes. 


Knock Knock Kumusta (2011-present) Edit 


The wall clocks were given out to a lucky household member whose home was posted with a 
sticker as the final production number for the show. The game started with 50 players answering 
a series of multiple choice questions (A, B, C, or D), hoping to eliminate all others until one 
remains. The type of question involved the scientific names of plants, with at least two of the 
four choices noticeably joke answers. 


The winner of the elimination round then moves on to the jackpot round where he or she begins 
by choosing one of three bayongs marked Lunch Break (for the show's title). Each bayong 
contain a concealed piece of cardboard on which is written what the contestant in playing for. 
There is a bargaining session when the host would offer cash (pera) in exchange for the 
contestant abandoning the prize hidden in the bayong. Each offer, Ryan Agoncillo lead the 
crowd in asking Knock Knock Kumusta and the contestant declares his or her choice. 


The number of bargaining sessions vary from day to day, depending on the mood/emotional 
status of both the host and the contestant. The prizes in the bayong would range from nothing, 
to 1 million pesos, a house and lot, a living room showcase, an entertainment showcase, to 
fruits and vegetables. 


In its early days, the prize that was inside the chosen bayong was revealed to the audience 
during the sessions. Sometimes family members went to a TV inside the cafeteria at the IBC-13 
studios to see what the prize was, then try to influence the crowd to beg for the contestant to 
take whatever was in the bayong. After this was discovered the TV was switched off during the 
round. 


Test Screan (2011-present) Edit 

Every Saturdays, a segment with host Carlos Agassi where live studio audience will serve as an 
on-camera acting workshop will compete against the clock and complete three levels to win up 
to P60,000 with their IBC Administrative Services and Human Resources Department for would- 
be actors and actresses, young and old alike. In level one, they have three minutes to finish a 
challenge, and the contestant with the fastest time earns P20,000. In level two, contestants 
must perform a challenge related to knowledge and finish in two minutes.

DDR is the rhythm and dance genre in video games for the arcade. Hit colored arrows laid out 
in a cross with their feet to musical and visual cues. Players are judged by how well they time 
their dance to the patterns presented to them. There have been dozens of arcade-based 
releases across several countries and hundreds of home video game console releases, 
promoting a music library of original songs produced by Konami's in-house artists and an 
eclectic set of licensed music from many different genres. 

When the scrolling arrows overlap the stationary ones, the player must step on the 
corresponding arrows on the dance platform, and the player is given a judgment for their 
accuracy of every streaked notes from highest to lowest: Marvelous, Perfect, Great, Good, 
Almost, Miss. For instance, Freeze Arrows (introduced in DDRMAX) which is a long green arrow 
that must be held down until the tail of it reaches the Step Zone, that is given an "O.K.!"

arrows with lightning effects which must be avoided, which are scored in the same way as 
Freezes (O.K./N.G.); if they are stepped on, a N.G. is awarded, the lifebar decreases, and the 
steps become hidden for a short period of time. 

Successfully hitting the arrows in time with the music fills the Dance Gauge, or life bar, while 
failure to do so drains it. If the Dance Gauge is fully depleted during gameplay, the player fails 
the song, usually resulting in a game over. Otherwise, the player is taken to the Results Screen, 
which rates the player's performance with a letter grade and a numerical score, among other 
statistics. The player may then be given a chance to play again, depending on the settings of 
the particular machine (the limit is usually 3-5 songs per game). Not only one-player mode, 
Dance Dance Revolution provides two-player mode (Versus Mode) and Double Mode, which is 
played by one player but using two pads. Versions also offer Unison/Couple Mode, in which two 
players must cooperate to play the song.

13 mall tour and world tour in various 
countries.”

Although 
commercials bill the winnings as P1 per second spent in the chair — or P36,000 per hour or 
P864,000 for every day — the rate is actually P1 per tenth of a second; winnings accumulate at 
a constant rate, even when bouts are not being played and during commercial breaks (prime 
time). Contestants in the chair earn money until they are defeated by a challenger, who replaces 
the occupant of the chair. Only the four contestants with the highest total winnings get to keep 
their money once the million seconds are up. 


Each bout lasts for a set number of seconds at the studio contestant. In all bouts, both 
participants use keypads to secretly lock in their answers and have five seconds to do so after 
the question is asked. 


Bouts Edit 


There are three bouts: the "Challenger" bout (300 seconds, or 5 minutes), the "Line Jumper" 
bout (300 seconds, or 5 minutes, in episode 1; 400 seconds, or 6 minutes 40 seconds, from 
episode 2 on), and the "Winner's Defense" bout (400 seconds in episodes 1-9; 500 seconds, or 
8 minutes 20 seconds, in episode 10). Questions start at one point each, with the value 
increasing by one every 100 seconds. If a question is in play when the clock reaches one of 
these 100-second marks, it is completed for its original value. 


At any time, either contestant may choose to "double" instead of answering; doing so doubles 
that question's value and forces the opponent to act. A doubled opponent may either answer or 
"double back," quadrupling the point value and forcing the original contestant to answer. If a 
doubled or doubled-back contestant answers incorrectly or fails to act within five seconds, the 
points are awarded to his/her opponent. Contestants may double as often as they wish during a 
bout. 


At the end of the bout, the contestant with the higher score wins and either retains the Money 
Chair or replaces its current occupant. If the bout ends in a tie score, a tiebreaker question is 
asked; the contestant who locks in the correct answer first is the winner. If both of them miss, 
the contestant who has accumulated more money wins the bout. If a question is in play when 
the clock runs out, it is completed under the normal rules in which the contestant may eat, drink, 
or use the restroom as necessary. 


The "Challenger" bout features a person who has successfully completed an on-site tryout 
process. The "Line Jumper" bout of each episode features a contestant who has achieved a 
sufficiently high score on the official Million Second Quiz app, allowing him/her to skip the 
tryouts and advance directly onto the show. 


At any given time, the four contestants who have accumulated the most money in their bouts 
live in "Winners' Row," an area of living quarters set up next to the hourglass. They are at risk of 
being displaced if someone else out-scores them. During a "Winner's Defense" bout, the current 
"Power Player" chooses one of the four Winners' Row occupants (including himself/herself) to 
face off against the current Money Chair occupant. The winner claims the loser's entire winnings 
in addition to his/her own and takes/keeps the Money Chair, while the loser is eliminated. In 
episode 1, the Power Player was the contestant with the most winnings; starting with episode 2, 
it was the contestant who had the highest number of correct answers from playing along in 
Winners' Row that day. 


Contestants who are defeated in the Winner's Defense bouts lose all winnings they have 
accumulated. All other defeated contestants, including those displaced from Winners' Row by 
being out-scored, may try out again for a chance to win their way back into the Money Chair. 


Finals Edit 


Once the countdown clock reaches zero, the four contestants with the highest totals keep all of 
their credited winnings and compete in a series of three elimination bouts, as follows: 


1. Fourth- and third-place winners face off (400 seconds) 
2. Victor of bout #1 faces the second-place winner (400 seconds) 
3. Victor of bout #2 faces the first-place winner (500 seconds) 


The victor of bout #3 receives an additional P2,000,000. In this season, Dingdong 

Dantes defeated Mario Ripoll to win the grand prize, an an overall ®2,300,600. Domingo 
announced that Dantes' winnings would be increased to P2,600,000; this made the all-time 
biggest regular-season winner on a single local version of the US game show, surpassing Jodi 
Sta. Maria's P1,000,000 run on Who Wants To Be A Millionaire?.

The Kapinoy network is expected to expand more market share of massive and younger 
audience success as the nation's number 3 network. ABS-CBN and GMA focus on those 
income markets, which lap up the soap operas and fantasy series, local comedies, variety 
shows, drama anthologies, talk shows, game shows, reality shows, Japanese animes, Mexican 
telenovelas and Asian dramas from Korea and Taiwan. The yonger and massive auds have the 
dominaton for free TV. 


IBC-13 may in aggressive mass audience a growing base of localized shows with primetme TV 
shows, including the hits like Janella in Wonderland, Your Heart, My Love, Crazy Little Thing 
Called Love, Maya Loves Sir Chief, Iskul Bukol Men, Happy TODAS, Sandy's Romance, Who

The country’s largest and leading multimedia conglomerate hit an average audience share of 
25%, or 5 points higher than ABS-CBN’s 44% and GMA’s 33%, based on Kantar Media. 


Kantar Media uses a nationwide panel size of 2,609 urban and rural homes that represent 100% 
of the total Philippine TV viewing population, while the other ratings data supplier AGB Nielsen 
reportedly has only 1,980 homes based solely in urban areas that represent only 57% of the 
Philippine TV viewing population. 


IBC maintained its winning streak on primetime (6PM-12MN), enjoying a three-point increase 
from the average audience share of 24% in April to 28% in May, a whopping 21-point lead over 
ABS-CBN's 51% and GMA's 30%. The primetime block is the most important part of the day 
when most Filipinos watch TV and advertisers put a larger chunk of their investment in to reach 
more consumers effectively.

"We're very thankful to our viewers. Without them, we wouldn't be where we are right now. Our 
weekend is one of our strongest and highest ratings as wekk. It's one of our strongholds. Panalo 
Weekend also starts on Saturday with the NBA and PBA basketball, Ultraman Tiga, ONE 

FC, La Teniente, Maya Loves Sir Chief, The Million Second Quiz,Sandy's Romance, Born 
to be a Superstar, Happy TODAS and Viva Box Office, and Sunday nights 

with PBAgames, Seeing Stars Tonight, Killer Karaoke, Who Wants to be a 

Millionaire?, Born to be a Superstar,Dingdong n' Lani and Sunday Sinemaks are good 
primetime programming. 

On weeknights, we will do the Japanese anime Ghost Fighter, Catch Me Fall in Love, a trend- 
setting fantasy series for the children's crocodile adventurserye Kroko: Ang Alamat sa 

Zoo, the princess fantaserye Janella: A Princess Girl and the action-packed 

superserye Voltron Man, and the longesy-running and top-rating teleserye Your Heart, My 
Love. TreseBella's primetime ratings with the Korean drama I Need Romance 3, the popular 
record-breaking telenovela Two Sides of Ana and the Taiwanese drama Fall in Love with 

Me leading the way. Other primetime shows include Viva Cine Idols on Monday, Shake, Rattle 
and Roll and DMZ-TV on Tuesday, Sic O'Clock News Naman and Iskul Bukol Men on 
Thursday, and PBA on Wednesday and Friday. 

"Anja has been very supportive for The Kapinoy Network," said Dyogi. "Nagka-trade screening 
kami sa mga ad agencies and he was there to host, sing and dance it." 


But if indeed Willie's game show gets the go-signal for airing. If it airs on primetime as planned, 
it might prompt Channels 2 and 7 to come up with a program of a similar format, especially if 
Willie’s game show will get a rousing reception from the viewers. 


MORE FRANCHISE SHOWS. The reality show Born to be a Superstar's accomplishment has 
consequently boosted the network's other offering, prompting Dyogi to acknowledge the young 
diva princess Anja's show as "clearly the number one program we have right now." 

One of the beneficiaries of the singing-reality show Born to be a Superstar's success in terms 
of figures is the actor Drew Arellano's The Million Second Quiz, the heir of Pinoy rap Elmo 
Maghalona's Killer Karaoke and Robi Domingo's Who Wants To Be A Millionaire?. 
Interestingly, game show of Drew, Elmo and Robi even surpassedBorn to be a Superstar's 
rating figures during its maiden season. 


Dyogi explained that it took Anja's show some time before hitting a 30 percent audience share 
when it was first launched on September 30, 2012. Shows of Drew, Elmo and Robi, on the other 
hand, has raked in the mentioned figure right. "One good thing about franchises, may equity na. 
There's brand equity already so it's easier to sell in a way na kilalang-kilala na agad ng tao o ng 
viewers [ang show]." 


You just have to nail down a good host na babagay dun sa franchise, it might prompt Channels 
2 and 7 to come up with a program of a similar format. 


Robi was the network's first choice to host the program. "Fortunately, he's a fans of the show so 
it made things a whole lot easier," revealed Dyogi, it might change the landscape of TV 
programming. 


Channel 2 and GMA 7 should not be too complacent because the entry of The Kapinoy 
Network could really pose a serious threat to their supremacy in the network war. And if the 
sequestered TV station IBC-13 would make good on its promise of investing in state-of-art 
equipment and ensuring a good signal and reception in the provinces, it would certainly become 
a force to reckon with. 


"Tapos when we did the pilot, dry run, he breezed through the rehearsals. Normally, matagal 
‘yan, mga couple of hours. Sabi nga nung ibang direktor, ang bilis. Kasi he [Elmo] watches the 
show, so alam niya kung paano dumiskarte and he's having fun, lalo na ngayon." 


IBC-13 will extend The Million Second Quiz, Killer Karaoke and Who Wants To Be A 
Millionaire ?—a clear indication of the show's success with the local viewing public. The 
accomplishment of the local version of the international popular game show has likewise 
encouraged the network to scout other titles open for licensing to fill up and further 
strengthen IBC-13's programming. "Franchising works depending how you handle it," Dyogi 
mentioned. "Depending how you adapt it to local television. Kasi hindi naman lahat ng franchise 
successful. Again, what's important is how you incorporate it to the local environment." 

"Well kami, the objective is still to be the solid number 3 player. If our viewership continues to 
grow, the rate of our growth is really accelerated. It depends yun sa pagtanggap ng mga 
viewers namin. And we've been positive about it from the start. Overall | hope that the 
programming continues to churn out solid and quality programs which would give compelling 
reasons for the viewers to switch to IBC-13. 

That's our basic objective right now. It's still up to the viewers." Watch out for the 
announcements of audition dates and venues on IBC and in leading newspapers.

Challenges Edit 


= Road To Nowhere - The contestant "strolls down the catwalk" and steps into as many as 
six boxes under the walk containing various items and creatures, including ice water, fish 
guts, and maggots. 

= Hair Raiser - The contestant (usually male) sits back in a barber's chair and has various 
body hair removed by way of a strip wax treatment. 

= Cactus Maze - The contestant wears a velcro suit on which balloons are stuck. Then, 
he/she is given drunk (blurry vision) goggles to wear and advised to walk through a 
makeshift desert maze filled with cacti, on a trail that is clearly marked. As the singer 
walks through the maze, landslides may fall on them and may blow an air horn into the 
contestant's ears. At the end of the maze, there is a tree with money attached to it, 
however, unbeknownst to the contestant, the tree also has pythons on it, which reveals to 
the contestant by removing the goggles. 


= Troubled Waters - The contestant sits on a swing and gets dipped into ice-cold water 
with snakes, and sometimes other reptiles, dumped in. 

= Tiny Dancer - The contestant has to put their head in a hole while their hands and feet 
are controlled by others. Then, the controllers control their actions throughout the song. 
(Puts Food into Their Face, Breaking Concrete, etc.) 

= Power Lunch - The contestant tries to serve the dinner with shock collars and bracelets 
placed on his/her body. All of the food and drinks are served to Elmo Magalona in open 
glasses, bowls, or containers, making them easy to spill or dump on the stage. Ironically, 
when the food is served without it being spilled, Elmo Magalona usually does not eat it, 
and he just throws it behind the table onto the stage, or he will take one sip of the drink 
before throwing the entire glass behind him. 


Final showdown Edit 


The three preliminary round winners battle against each other for up to P10,000 in prize money 
while singing on the "World's Largest Turntable," a spinning disk approximately eight feet in 
diameter and decorated with a radiation warning symbol. The jackpot grows throughout the 
round; as time passes, the turntable speeds up and begins to tilt, and the jackpot grows ata 
faster rate. 


The first two players to fall off win nothing; once the last player falls off, the jackpot stops 
building and he/she wins it. If the player can stay on the turntable for 90 seconds, he/she wins 
the full P10,000.

IBC-13 takes the ‘third force’ role

MANILA, Philippines—Three top officers of IBC-13 believe that the full-fledgling network has 
taken over the role of “third force” in Philippine television. 


Saying they are “challenging the duopoly of the giant TV stations in Philippine television” as he 
announced their plan for IBC broadcast network, which he bought for P4 billion or roughly $85.1 
million. By “duopoly,” he was referring to ABS-CBN and GMA-7. 


Eric Canoy, chairman of IBC-13, Boots Anson-Roa, president and CEO of IBC-13 and Lito 
Ocampo Cruz, executive vice-president of IBC, with Laurenti Dyogi, the newest head of IBC 
Entertainment TV and Jasper Evangelista, which is in charge of programming and sales, are 
bullish about the prospects as The Kapinoy Network celebrates its 54th year this month, has 
been offering stars (and several TV executives) lucrative deals to help the fledgling network 
move up in the ratings game. 


“We are beating ABS-CBN 2 and GMA-7 in the same time slots. We are No.1 in morning [with 
cartoons] and on high-rating primetime,” Canoy told Inquirer Entertainment. Cabiy said IBC’s 
ratings started to improve following the launch of new shows at the primetime slot, where ad 
minutes are most profitable. 


He added that IBC-13 offers a solid weekend prime-time lineup, led by The Million Second 
Quiz (Saturday), Killer Karaoke (Sunday), Who Wants to be a Millionaire? (Sunday) and Born to 
be a Superstar (Saturday and Sunday). “Being a third force was our goal when we launched 
IBC-13 last year,” said Dyogi. “For the longest time, channels 2 and 7 really put up a good fight, 
considered part of competitive set of 2 and 7.” 

“Born to be a Superstar is the No.1 show [every Saturday and Sunday] and it proves that 2 and 
7 can be beaten,” Canoy noted will now established the singing superstars are Joshua 
Cadelina, Cayleen Villamor, Veejay Aragon, Anne Bernardo, Ronald Humarang, Shanne 
Velasco and Arvin Ventanilla. 

“| understand that 2 and 7 now have their own versions of Born to be a Superstar franchise,” 
Cojuangco continued. “This industry is full of copycats. The giants keep copying each other. 
They’re bereft of original ideas.” IBC-13 has put together a counter-strategy as well, to protect 
the gains of Born to be a Superstar. 

“We are coming up with innovations within the show, like the People’s Choice Awards,” Dyogi 
said. “We're now also relaunching new primetime programs—the million-peso prize game 

show The Million Second Quiz, hosted by Drew Arellano; the original and longest-running 
singing-reality show show Born to be a Superstar, which is hosted by Anja Aguilar; the musical 
game show Killer Karaoke, hosted by Elmo Magalona; and the longest-running game show Who 
Wants to be a Millionaire?, hosted by Robi Domingo to capitalize on its success.” 


As long as Canoy is concerned, it’s “mission accomplished” for The Kapinoy Network. “We are 
No.3. We are happy where we are. We are not after the general market ... we're into niche 
marketing. We've captured the youth segment, ages 12 and below and 15 to 35.” 


Youth is a fickle demographic, Canoy conceded. “That’s why we have a research group that’s in 
bed with the viewers, so to speak. We conduct regular focus group discussions with them.” 


The quest to know the audience has reached Cyberspace, too. “We have an online forum and 
we take in all the comments, big or small,” Canoy explained. Canoy pointed out that the youth 
sector is “the bigger, more exciting chunk of the audience. Other things vie for their attention, 
like computers, cell phones, gimiks ... that’s why if you could hold on to them, your program 
must really be good.” The day will come when we can watch The Million Second Quiz, Born to 
be a Superstar, Killer Karaoke, Who Wants to be a Millionaire?, PBA, NBA, ONE FC and other 
Kapinoy shows on mobile phones, computers, and other gadgets.

The network also brought its widely 
successful reality talent search program for the singing contest Born to be a Superstar, with 
Anja Aguilar tops the TV ratings. 


"We continuously provide new choices to TV viewers," Mr. Dyogi said. "The idea is to give TV 
audiences programming alternatives, especially during the weekends," he added. 


Introducing new shows is part of the network’s strategy to boost audience ratings amid the 
dominance of Lopez-led ABS-CBN Corp. and listed GMA Network, Inc. in the local broadcasting 
scene. 


IBC President and CEO Boots Anson-Roa earlier said the network’s show are now "better," and 
"yet the expenses are more efficient." 


IBC Chairman Eric Canoy said in an interview last week with news portal IBCNews.com that 
improving.

Who Wants to Be a Millionaire? (Philippine game 
show) 


Who Wants to Be a Millionaire? (also known as WW2BAM) is a Filipino game show based on 
the original British format of Who Wants to Be a Millionaire?. The main goal of the game is to 
win 2 million Philippine pesos (earlier 1 million) by answering 15multiple- 

choice questions correctly. There are four lifelines: 50:50 (fifty-fifty), People Speak, and Switch 
and Double Dip. The latter two replaced Ask the Audience, which was used until the 2010 
seasons and of Phone-a-Friend until the 2012 season. 

Who Wants to Be a Millionaire? was broadcast from 2000 to 2002 on the government- 
sequestered Intercontinental Broadcasting Corporation, produced by Viva Television,[1][2] and 
was hosted by actor Christopher de Leon and returned on IBC in February 25, 2012 currently 
hosted by Robi Domingo (as of November 30, 2014) and was previously hosted by Christopher 
de Leon for 2000-2013. On May 23, 2009, the game show returned under a new home 

over TV5,[3] with actor-host-comedian Vic Sotto as the new host.[4][5] 

The show's season finale last October 7, 2012 to give way give way to another game show 
hosted by Sotto, Million Peso Money Drop (the Philippine version of Million Dollar Money 

Drop created by Endemol). 

However, Who Wants to Be a Millionaire, will return on air on TV5 by September 2013 for a new 
season together with Pinoy Explorer and Wow Mali! Pa Rin in exchange to the now defunct 
talent show Talentadong Pinoy while the show continue to air on IBC every weekends.

Originally, the contestants must first play a preliminary round, called "Fastest Finger First", 
where they are all given a question and four answers from the host and are asked to put those 
four answers into a particular order. The contestant who does so correctly and in the fastest 
time goes on to sit in a chair in the center of the set, known as the "Hot Seat," and play for the 
prize. Once in the Hot Seat, the contestant is asked increasingly difficult general knowledge 
questions by the host. Questions are multiple choice: four possible answers are given (labeled 
A, B, C, and D), and the contestant must choose the correct one. Upon answering a question 
correctly, the contestant wins a certain amount of money. After questions, the host will ask the 
contestant "is that your final answer?" When a contestant says "final" in conjunction with one of 
the answers, it is official, and cannot be changed. For the first few questions, there is a 
possibility for the contestant to leave with no money if they fail to reach the guaranteed 
amounts. 


IBC Version Edit 


The first version of the show was hosted by actor Christopher de Leon. The first season of the 
original Millionaire, which began on November 20, 2000, had its 15th question prize of 
P1,000,000. In 2001, the final question's prize was doubled to P2,000,000. 

The show lost its popularity soon after its original studio in Paranaque City (Viva Television 
Studio, the same one used by the Philippine version of The Weakest Link) was destroyed by a 
fire, and after the show moved to Riverbanks Center in Marikina City. Its last original episode 
was aired December 14, 2002. 

No one has ever won the game by way of answering all fifteen questions correctly in this 
incarnation. There have been two contestants who went the closest: DLSU professor Amelita 
Lopez-Forbes and actress Sharon Cuneta, who each answered 14 questions correctly and won 
a million pesos in separate instances in 2001. 

On February 2012, after an almost 10-year hiatus, Viva Television announced to comeback 

of Who Wants to Be a Millionaire? airing on Viva-TV on IBC with Christopher de Leon that 
relaunch on February 25, 2012. On the other hand, the game show also relaunched The 
Weakest Link, hosted by Richard Yap. 

A promo is being sponsored by the network in connection to comeback acquired license of the 
international version of the game show. The show was first revealed by Christopher de Leon on 
the September 7, 2013 episode. De Leon voiced his 5-minute resentment over close to Vic 
Sotto.

Of 
note, he did not use his lifelines up to the P600,000 question. When his last lifeline, Phone-A- 
Friend, was used during the final question, he was given one of the wrong answers. Also, the 
first fourteen were asked in the previous episode aired a week before. The translation of the 
question that Aguilar answered correctly can be seen st the right.

Viva-TV rises to alter the Pinoy's viewing habits on The Kapinoy Network, as proven by 
the network's strong showing in the Mega Manila ratings survey. 

Viva Communcations, Inc. noted that The Kapinoy Network had significantly increased its 
viewership ratings that a sequestered television network IBC-13 established its position as a 
strong number 3 in the Philippine television industry dominated by the broadcast leaders ABS- 
CBN and GMA climb to the ratings. 

IBC-13 and its radio stations DZTV Radyo Budyong and iDMZ 891 in 

the Kapinoy programming around the IBC-13transmitter power in San Francisco, Del Monte, 
Quezon City. 

The network's new identity, with aggressive promotion and interesting programs, chairman and

IBC-13 is a government-owned sequestered television-radio network by the government 
through PCGG and the major commercial TV network owned by the chairman Eric Canoy. 
Since than, IBC-13 has been reported as one of the top 3 TV networks based on AGB Nielsen 
survey. The Kapinoy Network going to be a competitor of the two leading networks ABS-CBN 
and GMA. 


ABS-CBN and GMA Network, Inc. claim respectively they are number one in Mega Manila and 
nationwide viewership ratings. They both showcased mass-oriented TV shows, reality shows, 
game shows, soap operas from teleserye, asianovelas and telenovelas, comedies, animes and 
others. IBC-13 joins the roster, become more aggressive as it reached the number 3 position 
among TV networks at the same point. 


IBC-13 become known as The Kapinoy Network and gained ratings because of their most- 
watched TV shows from Viva-TV, the primetime block of Viva Communications, Inc. IBC has 
been in a competition with the two dominant players ABS-CBN and GMA. The Kapinoy Network 
turns as a different TV network in the two biggest TV networks. 


In a strong competitor, ABS-CBN and GMA focuses on the masses. They will conceptualize and 
create the same theme that will beat the ratings of the other network. They adapt each other’s 
TV shows to see which will gain more viewership ratings. Meanwhile, IBC introducing the 
primetime programming block Viva-TV, featuring the Kaspinoy trend-setting programming led by 
the flagship program PBA and NBA as IBC grows into a bigger network, they start to GMA and 
ABS-CBN to keep its ratings in the two giant TV networks. 


They adapted everything: IBC has news and current affairs programs, children's television 
programming, high-quality entertainment, classic IBC hit shows and the tokusatsu and anime 
series along with Viva-TV from movies, animes, dramas, game shows, reality talent search and

Now, IBC-13 is proud to present TreseBella. The Korean drama Fated to Love You (4:30 p.m.), 
a hit telenovela Que Bonito Amor (10 p.m.) and the Taiwanovela primetime Sunny Girl (10:30 
p.m.). It has generated a following among local viewers, with ratings climbing dramatically 
higher than other networks. This popularly has prompted a leading TV network to release Asian 
dramas and Mexican telenovelas that IBC-13 started the trend. 


IBC-13 Continues To Developing Its Own Stable 
Of Talents 


September 26, 2014 


IBC-13 seems determined to producing and airing local variety programs. In the 1970s and 
1980s, it was among the top-raters in the local TV industry, beating with RPN-9 and GMA-7. Its 
popularity started when the network was involved in the sequestration process as the 
government found that the station was owned by several of alleged Marcos cronies. 


Since the time of former President Cory Aquino, IBC-13 has been operating as the government 
owned corporation following the sequestration. That setup somehow height the network. Thus, it 
was ablt to continue to its development and department, according to the president Noynoy 
Aquino Ill for PNoy administration. 


Now, IBC-13 is almost for 55 years of Philippine TV viewers and home to 

the PBA and NBA basketball. In the past decade, it was known for showing full-length Tagalog 
movies and with several hit shows like Iskul Bukol, TODAS, Chicks to Chicks, Barrio 

Balimbing, Sitak ni Jack, Hapi House, Goin' Bananas, Sic O'Clock News, Takeshi's Castle,Ora 
Engkantada, Loveliness, The Sharon Cuneta Show, Maricel Live!, among others. 

IBC's financial woes came in full swing around the year 1986. That year saw the government's 
sequestration of IBC because its owner at that time is a Marcos henchman. Then IBC saw an 
implosion which many ex-employees of the Banahaw Broadcasting Corporation migrated to IBC 
which had a negative impact on the broadcaster's expenses, which in turn forced IBC to seek 
help from Viva, Seiko, etc. to produce more series. IBC became Islands TV for a few years in 
the early ’90s generally a significant financial improvement. Then IBC came back with an 
awesome station ID, was mainly known at that time for airing anime and Japanese tokusatsu 
shows and signed with Vintage Television blocktimer on IBC-13 in the early 90's to air with 
sports programs with PBA. The blocktimer attempt by IBC purchased its Viva Entertainment that 
was competitive ratings-wise was Viva TV talking integrated entertainment and sports programs 
on primetime (all of these artists of talents and stars are also from Viva Entertainment itself). 
Now, the strong number 3 in viewership at the height of gaining the network war behind the 
leaders ABS-CBN and GMA-7. 

Reviving IBC-13 

The network chairman Eric Canoy, the president and CEO Boots Anson-Roa and the executive 
vice-president (EVP) Lito Ocampo Cruz has announced plans to revitalize and revive the once 
glorious TV network. IBC-13 is starting through developing its own stable of homegrown talents. 
It intends to do so through launching a reality show for the nationwide talent search Born to be a 
Superstar, a local franchise verion of the top-rated US reality talent show at the same title. 
Hosted by the young diva princess Anja Aguilar, with the 4 of brand new panel judges are Marlo 
Mortel, Jenine Desiderio, Paula Bianca and Gino Padilla. 


The singing contest is aired over TV provincial networks (as IBC) and some regional radio 
stations (including DZTV Radyo busyong 1386, iDMZ 891 FM, 93.5 Romance FM and Kapinoy 
FM 913) that are scattered nationwide. Through this reality search, the network could discover 
and develop its own pool of Pinoy talents. With this, IBC-13 disclosed its plans to produce and 
air a new variety show, which start airing of this year. 


The network is ready to give up to P1 million in cash prized to the taented grand winner of 
champion. The big winner would also secure the talent and recording contract of IBC Records 
with the network. 


Born to be a Superstar 


The singing contest stages an audition for the aspiring and young singers at aged 15 to 25 
years old and above. The contest would have representers from Center for Pop Music 
Philippines as among the judges. There would be weekly eliminations and monthly finals. 


Some of the established Kapinoy singing champion are Joshua Cadelina for first season, 
Cayleen Villamor for second seacon with Veejay Aragon, Ronald Humarang and Anne 
Bernardo, abd Shanne Velasco for third season with Arvin Ventanilla and Paolo Antenorcruz to 
perform the superstar sensation. 


The first leg of the contest kicked off last September 25 in Iloilo City. The second leg was held in 
Roxas City on September 27, Baguio City on October 2 and Cebu City on October 4. There 
would be succeeding announcements about where the next venue of the contest would be. 


IBC-13 is new to talent searches. The network recalled that Tito Sotto, Vic Sotto and Joey de 
Leon in the old sitcom Iskul Bukol, the gag show TODAS and Jaime Fabregas and Ces 
Quesada's Sic O'Clock News. Of course, Megastar Sharon Cuneta came from them as the 
musical variety show The Sharon Cuneta Show. Diamond star Maricel Soriano hosting another 
80's musical variety program Maricel Live!. The original tangga queen Alma 
Moreno'sLoveliness, another dirst in discover the dancing variety show, also spend many years 
with IBC-13. Viva-TV's Star for a Night hosted by the Asia's songbird Regine Velasquez, which 
discovered Sarah Geronimo, Mark Bautista and other singers, used to air on the station in 2002. 


IBC-13 is currently operated by Viva Entertainment, which owns up to 50% of the new network. 
It is assumed that is held by the government of PCGG.

More Filipino households across urban and rural homes continue to tune in to the programs of 
IBC-13 whose the tagline Isang Bawat Channel, which again topped all local TV stations (like 
ABS-CBN and GMA) in September with an average total day audience share of 32%, or five 
points higher than ABS-CBN's 43% and GMA's 36%, based on data from Kantar Media. 


Kantar Media uses a nationwide panel size of 2,609 urban and rural homes that represent 100% 
of the total Philippine TV viewing population, while the other ratings data supplier AGB Nielsen 
reportedly has only 1,980 homes based solely in urban areas that represent only 57% of the 
Philippine TV viewing population. 


IBC chairman Eric Canoy noted that will be “more competition” in the Philippine television 
market, which is dominated by ABS-CBN Corp. and GMA Network Inc. 


The Kapinoy network also remained unbeatable in other key territories such as Balance Luzon 
(areas in Luzon outside Mega Manila), where it triumphed with an average total day audience 
share of 28%, in the Visayas with 21%, and in Mindanao with 17%. ABS-CBN registered with 
47%, 56% and 53%. GMA, on the other hand, garnered only 36%, 28%, and 29% respectively 
for the said areas.

The primetime block is the most important part of the day when most Filipinos watch TV and 
advertisers put a larger chunk of their investment in to reach more consumers effectively. 


Meanwhile, IBC-13 also widened its lead in the late afternoon (3PM-6PM) block, recording an 
average audience share of 15%, a five-point increase from 39% in August. It also outweighed 
ABS-CBN (44%) and GMA (35%) by nine points in the said time block for September. 


Just recently, Kantar Media’s data will also showed that IBC-13 swept the list of the top 30 most 
watched programs in the country in September, respectively.

On the first day of February 1975, under the auspices of the Benedicto Group of Companies, 
the Philippines was delighted in the birth of a television station that would bring color to the dark 
years of the Martial Law era. Intercontinental Broadcasting Corporation (IBC) brought 

forth DZTV Channel 13, a commercial television station based on Metro Manila and initially 
beamed to seven relay stations scattered all over the archipelago. 

From a relatively known TV station, IBC-13 reached greater heights and became the country's 
top-rating network in the 1976. Through hard work coupled with and intrepid business 

sense, IBC management developed a strategic programming that appealed to the mass 
audience. Thus, IBC-13 set a firsts in the broadcasting industry and the number 1 television 
network from 1977 until 1988. Showing full-length Tagalog films and the introduction of one-of- 
a-kind program genres were first seen on Channel 13 like Johnny Weismuller as 

Tarzan, Iskul Bukol, TODAS, Chicks to Chicks, Seeing Stars with Joe Quirino, See- 

True and a lot more. 

Years passed after EDSA Revolution in 1986, things were never the same again in the 
network. IBC became a government controlled operation under the Presidential Commission 
on Good Government (PCGG). Malacanang appointed several management groups to 
oversee the operation of the stations.

In the first day 
of February 1975, Inter-Island 13 was renamedintercontinental Broadcasting Corporation 
(IBC) under the auspices of the Benedicto Group of Companies, the Philippines was 
delighted in the birth of a television station that would bring color to the dark years of the Martial 
Law brought forth DZTV Channel 13, a commercial television station based on Metro Manila 
and initially beamed to seven relay stations in Visayas and Mindanao scattered all over the 
archipelago era. DWKB-FM 89.1 was opened and in a short time, it became the number one 
FM station in the country. From a relatively TV station, IBC-13 reached greater heights and 
became the country's top-rating network. Through hard work coupled with and intrepid business 
sense,IBC management developed a strategic programming that appealed to the mass 
audience metamorphosed into one of the country's most viewed TV network in 1976. 

Thus, IBC-13 set a firsts in the broadcasting industry There's the commercial-free screen 
featuring images, showing full-length Tagalog films on primetime and IBC-13's top-raters 
introduction of one-of-a-kind program genres were first seen on Channel 13 like Iskul 

Bukol, TODAS, Chicks to Chicks, Seeing Stars with Joe Quirino, Johnny Weismuller as 
Tarzan, See-True, among others. This catapultedIBC in the number one slot among all 
television networks in 1978. 


Through the sweat of it's employees and the income generated from it's programs, the network 
built and finally moved into its present home - Broadcast City. The complex was a five-and-a- 
half hectare land located at Capitol Hills, Diliman, Quezon City, Philippines. 


It was 1978 marked the biggest, most progressive leap any network has ever made. Because of 
its station produced shows and co-production ventures, it penetrated a wider market. Thus, 
remarkable productivity surfaced with a acquisition of several provincial TV and radio stations. 


Years passed after EDSA Revolution, things were never the same again in the 

network. IBC became a sequestered by the government controlled operation under 

the Presidential Commission on Good Government (PCGG). Malacanang appointed several 
management groups to oversee the operation of the stations. The network's condition became 
congruent with the government situation, new administrators meant new management. A board 
of administrators was created to run the station of 1986. Cost of the programs went up by a 
threefold. Line produced shows and the co-production ventures with Viva, Regal, 

and Seiko were favored. The top rated shows of IBC were pirated by the rival networks. 

IBC took a new image, Pusong Pinoy Pusong Trese, to recapture the glory days it once had 
of 1989. But because of the sequestration, periodic change of management and the internal 
problems, the network started to lose the support of advertisers. By 1990, Islands Broadcast 
Corporation took over the management and the marketing ofIBC which came to be known 

as Islands TV-13. It was in the later part of its operations that ratings and income suffered due 
to mismanagement which caused labor unrest. 

During this time of 1992, IBC became a 100% government owned station by virtue of a 
compromise agreement between PCGG and Mr. Roberto S. Benedicto, management and 
marketing were returned to the IBC Board of Directors. Programming remained at a standstill 
in preparation for the launching of a new image. It was May 1994 when IBC launched Pinoy 
ang Dating with a visually enticing MTV, an innovation in terms of station identification. Despite 
limited resources, programming improved the battle for audience share continued. Advertisers 
became more responsive to marketing efforts. 

IBC-13 managed to survive despite unstable conditions. The niche it has carved in the 
broadcasting industry proved to be an indelible one. Instant recall has always been associated 
with IBC and its glorious past. Filipinos became part of the global village through IBC's 
nationwide satellite broadcast in 1994. Vintage Television (VTV) entered the scene with PBA 
Games as it's major program. Rehabilitation of the Transmitter and other technical facilities 
where initiated in the central and provincial stations. A new Harris 60-kilowatt transmitter was 
installed. The global service ofAPSTAR 1 satellite was utilized for a wider global reach. By 
1998, it was the number 3 network in the country, positing among TV networks from now, and 
the images of the 53 years of station ID prove. On another screen arelBC's pioneering all- 
Filipino flagship news programs Express Balita. Now on its 53rd anniversary, a new hope 
shines on IBC, the network which pioneered various genres in TV production. As long

The government-owned sequestered television and radio station Intercontinental 
Broadcasting Corporation, with the owner of IBC-13, DZTV Radyo Budyong, 93.5 Romance 
FM and iDMZ 891 has relaunched with The Kapinoy Network brand, complete with live studios 
and network facilities for the two stations, a commercial building which it can use to generate 
additional income and an agreed upon P278 million cash component which will be used to pay 
for the company's outstanding employees with the owner Presidential Commission on Good 
Government (PCGG). 

The Intercontinental Broadcasting Corporation's new building with the IBC Studio 
Complex in Broadcast City was inaugurated last Tuesday, Feb. 12, 2013. IBC chairman Eric 
Canoy, president and CEO Boots Anson-Roa, excutive vice-president Lito Ocampo Cruz 
spearheaded the ribbon cutting, privatization and the unveiling of the newIBC building and 
corporate building with the IBC mascots and characters like Mr. Kapinoy including the the IBC 
13 Employees Union and the IBC Directors and Supervisors Union.

In the last Wednesday’s Rappler article that IBC-13 will be buying the ratings and privatized 
before President Aquino steps down in 2016 leaving the older sister station, PTV 4, as the 
government broadcaster, and RPN-9 and IBC-13 both now also claiming to the number 3 spot. 
We asked ourselves: “Why now? Why not during the time of sequestration during the 
administration of his mother?” 

In history of the network, most of our netizens made excessive praises of Channel 13 during the 
Marcos administration. Soon after the People Power, the original programming of IBC gradually 
diminished and the first blocktimer in the 1990s, by Vintage Television, recovered the audience 
retention with PBA and the new millenium comes with Viva Television. And now, the relaunch of 
original programming for IBC goes on the original production and made excessive praises and 
claim to the top of the ratings. 

Recently, your network forged a deal with Engr. Rey Sanchez of Asian Television Content 
Corporation (ATC) to allocate the primetime block since last June 2. We were happy to have an 
alternative programs with Hi-5, ONE FCand two Latinovelas The Two Sides of Ana and La 
Teniente. 

Presently, the network provided mediacre ratings and financial slump, because of the primetime 
schedule, the Kapinoy network has been producing the trend-setting series like fantasy, action 
and adventure. Along with drama series, three of comedy series like sitcom, gag show and 
political satire, musical variety shows, talk shows, game shows and reality shows complete with 
the Philippine entertainment, such as sports programs only with PBA and NBAbasketball, as 
well as educational and children's programming, cartoons, Japanese animes, Mexican 
telenovelas, Asian dramas, the Viva Tagalog movies and news and current affairs with 
lackluster and lagging of newer facilities as an implied justification. Your network had nearly- 
good TV programming during Holy Week and Christmas season to function as a full-time 
national network. 


Some of such speculations include low advertising rates, in which, the network settle the burden 
of the liability of PHP 1.234 billion and a PHP 655.3 million capital deficiency. 


These evidences of accounts were based according to the recently published audit report in the 
Commission on Audit for the said government-owned and controlled corporation. 


With that inability to settle down the long overdue obligations and neglect of investing facilities 
and its maintenance that bid to compete with commercial networks, last July 28, the same day 
your master delivered the Fifth State of the Nation Address, a handful of employees of the 
network marched on to Commonwealth Avenue with the protesters heeding their long overdue 
remuneration and immediate privatization. 


We feel good for their redressing their grievances but you did not show the concern which is 
found on successful commercial channels because the network exercises partial and editorial 
policy towards the Chief Executive’s viewpoint rather than other branches of government and 
the common Juan dela Cruz. 


Needless to say, the privatization process of this network follows the fashioned red tape 
bureaucracy. 


With all honesty, we, the undersigned in behalf of the Filipino people, have already made a 
verdict that we have virtually no audience to appreciate this channel and declare it as a 
laughingstock — a shame not just for the country’s media industry sector but also for Asia and 
the world. 


Forgive the rest of the netizens who issues within this national television industry for their 
senses are devoutly limited to the three big, successful commercial broadcasters. 


To conclude this open letter, the network’s management must have three options: 


= Continue to stick with the status quo programming, 
= Contact another blocktimer with a win-win situation on financial aspects, or 


= Continue the reception, the network and the frequency to private bidders.

In partnership of Viva Sports on IBC beefed up its sports programming, the bankable in the 
country's professional basketball leagues like the Philippine Basketball Association (PBA) and 
the National Basketball Association (NBA) which is helped boost Channel 13's ratings is home 
of the PBA and NBA. 

For the news channel IBC News Network (INN), invigorated the local sports scene with 

the PBA and NBA basketball games with the Jr. NBA and Kiddie PBA along with the Asia's 
biggest mixed-martial arts organization as ONE Fighting Championship (ONE FC). Thrilling 
boxing matches (The Main Event, Kamao, Kontra Kamao and Fistorama) featuring the best 
boxing championship, the billiards in 10-ball pool players (World Pool Masters), cockfights 
(Bakbakan Na, Tukaan and Sabong TV), golf tournament (PGA Tour), tennis (U.S. Open) and 
the wrestling fans (WWE Raw and WWE SmackDown) in the action-paked sports. 


Historical Background Edit 


In the increasingly television industry, IBC-13 continues to dominate the television landscape 
set the pace in the tradition that it has carved for itself as a trailblazer of the industry. In the 53rd 
anniversary celebration of The Kapinoy Network, the president Noynoy Aquino III that, the 
history of IBC-13 is the history of Philippine Television. 


In 1960, Channel 13 started broadcasts in 1961 under Inter-Island Broadcasting Corporation 
thru the tri-media conglomerate of RMN-IBC-Philippine Herald owned by the late Andres 
Soriano. The station also broadcasts in Cebu and Davao set up the first provincial station. Dick 
Baldwin was the station's first owner, and programming first consisted of mostly foreign 
programs from CBS, and a few local shows. 


In the 1970s, IBC launches the color transmission television named Vinta Color named after the 
Vintas from Zamboanga, the third network in the Philippines to convert to all-color broadcasts. 


On the first day of February 1975, Inter-Island 13 split off from the Sorianos, owners of RMN 
and under the auspices of the Benedicto Group of Companies, by the late Roberto Benedicto, 
who purchased the network consisting of the Manila station and other relay stations in Cebu and 
Davao in the Philippines in Visayas and Mindanao was delighted in the birth of a television 
station that would bring color to the dark years of the Martial Law era. The Intercontinental 
Broadcasting Corporation (IBC) brought forth DZTV Channel 13, a commercial television station 
based on Metro Manila has always been associated with the very first and the very best in local 
broadcasting and initially beamed to seven relay stations scattered all over the archipelago. 


DWKB-FM, now known as iDMZ 891 Sayaw Pinoy! was opened and in a short time, it became 
the number one FM station in the country. 


From a relatively TV station in 1976, IBC 13 reached greater heights metamorphosed into one 
of the country's most viewed TV network and became the country's top-rating network. Through 
hard work coupled with and intrepid business sense, IBC management developed a strategic 
programming that appealed to the mass audience. Thus, IBC 13 set a firsts in the broadcasting 
industry. 


Showing full-length Tagalog films on primetime and the introduction of one-of-a-kind program 
genres were first seen on Channel 13 like TODAS, Johnny Weismuller as Tarzan, Iskul 

Bukol, Chicks to Chicks, Seeing Stars with Joe Quirino, Pinoy Thriller, The Sharon Cuneta 
Show, See-True and so much more with one spoke of television. This catapulted IBC in the 
number one slot among all television networks. By 1978, IBC manifested an enviable resilience 
in surviving the challenges. It marked the biggest, most progressive leap any network has ever 
made. The station produced shows and co-production ventures, it penetrated a wider market. 
Thus, remarkable productivity surfaced with a acquisition of several provincial TV and radio 
stations. 


Years passed after 1986 EDSA Revolution, things were never be the same again in the 
network. IBC sequestered by the government became a government controlled operation under 
the Presidential Commission on Good Government (PCGG). Malacanang appointed several 
management groups to oversee the operation of the network's condition became congruent with 
the government situation. New administrators meant new management. 


A board of administrators was created to run the station. When BBC 2 closed down, IBC 
absorbed majority of its displaced employees, thus doubled the operating expenses of the 
network as Basta Pinoy sa Trese expresses IBC-13's corporate goal for the larger Filipino 


audience to identify themselves, a vision of Philippine television to be the home of the local 
productions that are expressive of the Filipino heart and mind. 


The provider of entertainment and enlightenment; the imparter of Filipino social and cultural 
values. It defines the basic thrust of IBC-13's programming a strong bias for more local 
productions, a striving for balance of entertainment and public information, and the recognition 
of its social role to earn profits. Cost of programs went up by threefold. Line produced shows 
and co-production ventures with Viva, Regal, and Seiko were favored. 


The top rated shows of IBC were pirated by rival networks. Cost of programs, talent fees and TV 
rights increased tremendously in 1988. IBC could no longer afford to produce its own shows. 


In 1989, IBC took a new image, Pusong Pinoy Pusong Trese, to recapture the glory days it once 
had. But because of the sequestration, periodic change of management and the internal 
problems, the network started to lose the support of advertisers. Islands Broadcast Corporation 
took over the management and the marketing of IBC which came to be known as Island TV 13 
in 1990. It was in the later part of its operations that ratings and income suffered due to 
mismanagement which caused labor unrest. 


During this time in 1992, IBC became a 100% government owned station by virtue of a 
compromise agreement PCGG and Mr. Roberto S.Benedicto, management and marketing were 
returned to the IBC Board of Directors. Programming remained at a standstill in preparation for 
the launching of a new image. 


IBC 13 managed to survive despite unstable conditions. The niche it has carved in the 
broadcasting industry proved to be an indelible one. Instant recall has always been associated 
with IBC and its glorious past. It was May 1994 when IBC launched Pinoy ang Dating with a 
visually enticing MTV, an innovation in terms of station identification. Despite limited resources, 
programming improved when the battle for audience share continued. Advertisers became more 
responsive to marketing efforts. 


In 1996, Vintage Television (VTV) entered the scene with PBA as it's major program for 
basketball games. Rehabilitation of the Transmitter and other technical facilities where initiated 
in the central and provincial stations. A new Harris 60 Kilowatt transmitter was installed. The 
global service of APSTAR 1 satellite was utilized for a wider global reach. In 2000 for millenium, 
Viva-TV, the primetime block of Viva Entertainment on IBC producing shows. 


VTV continues to reign on primetime with its sports and foreign canned programs. IBC's 
religious and public affairs program dominate the non-prime slots. The new management under 
Mr. Emiliano D. Templo is determined to put IBC back on its feet. His foremost concern is to 
maintain the viability and competitiveness of the network in preparation for its privatization. This 


is achieved by providing for the personnel welfare and benefits and by renewed programming 
thrust which would cater to the biggest sector of society, the youth. 


Now, a new hope shines on IBC, the network which pioneered various genres in TV production. 
As long as IBC remains a network with its innovative and creative core intact, the dream of 
reaching the top is not so far away.

IBC News and Current has also maintained its dominance over competition with its high-rating 
news and current affairs programs as well as its live and breaking news coverages of events 
that affect the national life. 


Express Balita, the station's highest rating newscast on Philippine TV, launched in North 
America through KTSF Channel 26 in San Francisco. 


Diversification Edit 


This paved the way for the activation of the Network's international distribution which now 
covers countries that have a heavy concentration of Filipino communities like the United States, 
Europe, Asia, Australia, Japan, Korea, Guam, America, Tokyo, Africa and eventually the Middle 
East. 


This year, through PAN-Amsat, the world's most powerful satellite, IBC-13 will be seen in 2/3 of 
the world. 


IBC International expanded its operations globally when Global IBC, the first Filipino premium 
cable international channel in the U.S., was launched in 2011. 


Another venture entered into by IBC is the Direct To Home market. Direct Kapinoy delivers all 
Filipino programming directly to subscribers' homes in the States by means of a three foot 
satellite dish. IBC International has also started its foray into the telecoms business by offering 
value-added telecommunications services from the US to the Philippines. IBC has also 
diversified its operations to enable the Network to maintain its competitive edge. International 
distribution, video and audio post production, licensing and merchandising, recording, theatrical 
acquisitions and a UHF channel are the ventures that hopefully will augment and enhance the 
Network's present streams of revenue which are essentially or substancially derived from 
television. Our provincial expansion program is also on target with approximately 300 million 
being earmarked for the purpose. 


Awards Edit 


In the local arena, IBC-13 continues to reap major awards from the most prestigious award- 
giving bodies. International awards have also been given to our station ID, among others. The 
Far Eastern Economic Review has again named IBC-13 as one of Asia's 200 leading 
companies. And for the fourth straight year running, Asia Business Magazine has adjudged IBC- 
13 as Asia's Most Admired Media Company with Gawad Tanglaw Awards, PMPC Star Awards, 
Anak TV Seal Awards, UStv Choice Awards, KBP Golden Dove Awards, among others. 


As the company celebrated its 53rd year of incorporation, IBC-13 became the first local 
braodcasting network to be honored with a commemorative postage stamp issue by the 
Philippine government. 


Number 3 in Ratings Edit 

IBC-13 showed their muscle in the mid 80's and became the #1 network until 1988. Most of the 
first ABS-CBN local shows were pirated from IBC - Alma Moreno's Loveliness, Chicks to 

Chicks (Thursdays at 7:30PM), The Sharon Cuneta Show, among others. Other IBC shows that 
included Piling-Piling Pelikula (Mondays at 7:30PM mostly Chiquito films) TODAS (Wednesdays 
at 7:30PM), Iskul Bukol (Tuesdays at 7:30PM), Seeing Stars with Joe Quirino(Sundays 8:00PM 
with guest Carmen Soriano, Carmen Patena, Pilita Corrales, Big 3 Sullivans, Aldeguer Sisters, 
The Rainmakers, Tatlong Pinoy, etc.) among others. The IBC primetime lineup was made up 
mostly of local shows - thus, perhaps, also explaining its taglines, Basta Pinoy sa Trese in 
1986, Pusong Pinoy, Pusong Trese in 1989 and Pinoy ang Dating in the mid-'90s. The station 


traditionally considered an also-ran in Philippine television, is the undisputed number 3, behind 
top-notchers of the 2 leading networks ABS-CBN and GMA-7. A strong and certified number 3 
position in viewership ratings, thanks to the PBA and NBA basketball games. 


In the realm of programming, we have remained essentially mass-based. Year-end figures for 
whole-day audience share has remained at 30% compared to competitor with ABS-CBN with 

50% and GMA with 45% In the provinces, IBC-13 dominates audience share at all hours with 
an average of 45%. 


Prospects for the Future Edit 


In the Network's Annual Report, Chairman Eric Canoy and President and CEO Boots Anson- 
Roa outlined the Network's plans for this year: 


"In attention will be focused on three major areas of growth: the setting-up of a UHF station, the 
continuing expansion of our international and regional operations, and our foray into theatrical 
acquisitions. 


The prospects for the future of the company is indeed exciting. Having reached the peak in 
terms of advertising shares, we are now focusing our strengths and resources on other 
ventures. We shall continue to seek new opportunities both in the local and international 
markets as we prove our worth as a broadcasting network and also with full-scale entertainment 
conglomerate. 


The vision to serve will always be our network's foremost corporate objective. The desire to 
improve our programs and products are all geared fulfilling this goal -- Kapinoy ng Bagong 
Pilipino.

1960 Edit 


Channel 13 started broadcasts in 1961 under Inter-Island Broadcasting Corporation thru the tri- 
media conglomerate of RMN-IBC-Philippine Herald owned by the late Andres Soriano. The 
station also broadcasts in Cebu and Davao set up the first provincial station. Dick Baldwin was 
the station's first owner, and programming first consisted of mostly foreign programs from CBS, 
and a few local shows. 


1970 Edit 


IBC launches the color transmission television named Vinta Color named after the Vintas from 
Zamboanga, the third network in the Philippines to convert to all-color broadcasts. 


1975 Edit 


On the first day of February 1975, Inter-Island 13 split off from the Sorianos, owners of RMN 
and under the auspices of the Benedicto Group of Companies, by the late Roberto Benedicto, 
who purchased the network consisting of the Manila station and other relay stations in Cebu and 
Davao in the Philippines in Visayas and Mindanao was delighted in the birth of a television 
station that would bring color to the dark years of the Martial Law era. The Intercontinental 
Broadcasting Corporation (IBC) brought forth DZTV Channel 13, a commercial television station 
based on Metro Manila has always been associated with the very first and the very best in local 
broadcasting and initially beamed to seven relay stations scattered all over the archipelago. 


DWKB-FM (KB 89.1) was opened and in a short time, it became the number one FM station in 
the country. 


1976 Edit 


From a relatively TV station, IBC 13 reached greater heights metamorphosed into one of the 
country's most viewed TV network and became the country's top-rating network. Through hard 
work coupled with and intrepid business sense, IBC management developed a strategic 
programming that appealed to the mass audience. Thus, IBC 13 set a firsts in the broadcasting 
industry. 


Showing full-length Tagalog films on primetime and the introduction of one-of-a-kind program 
genres were first seen on Channel 13 like TODAS, Johnny Weismuller as Tarzan, Iskul 
Bukol, Chicks to Chicks, Seeing Stars with Joe Quirino, Pinoy Thriller, The Sharon Cuneta 


Show, See-True and so much more with one spoke of television. This catapulted IBC in the 
number one slot among all television networks. 


1977 Edit 


Through the sweat of it's employees and the income generated from it's programs, the network 
built and finally moved into its present home in Broadcast City. The complex was a five-and-a- 
half hectare land located at Capitol Hills, Old Balara, Diliman, Quezon City, Philippines. 


1978 Edit 


IBC manifested an enviable resilience in surviving the challenges. It marked the biggest, most 
progressive leap any network has ever made. The station produced shows and co-production 
ventures, it penetrated a wider market. Thus, remarkable productivity surfaced with a acquisition 
of several provincial TV and radio stations. 


1986 Edit 


Years passed after 1986 EDSA Revolution, things were never be the same again in the 
network. IBC sequestered by the government became a government controlled operation under 
the Presidential Commission on Good Government (PCGG). Malacanang appointed several 
management groups to oversee the operation of the network's condition became congruent with 
the government situation. New administrators meant new management. 


A board of administrators was created to run the station. When BBC 2 closed down, IBC 
absorbed majority of its displaced employees, thus doubled the operating expenses of the 
network as Basta Pinoy sa Trese expresses IBC-13's corporate goal for the larger Filipino 
audience to identify themselves, a vision of Philippine television to be the home of the local 
productions that are expressive of the Filipino heart and mind. 


The provider of entertainment and enlightenment; the imparter of Filipino social and cultural 
values. It defines the basic thrust of IBC-13's programming a strong bias for more local 
productions, a striving for balance of entertainment and public information, and the recognition 
of its social role to earn profits. Cost of programs went up by threefold. Line produced shows 
and co-production ventures with Viva, Regal, and Seiko were favored. 


1988 Edit 


The top rated shows of IBC were pirated by rival networks. Cost of programs, talent fees and TV 
rights increased tremendously. IBC could no longer afford to produce its own shows. 


1989 Edit 

IBC took a new image Pusong Pinoy Pusong Trese, to recapture the glory days it once had. But 
because of the sequestration, the periodic change of management and the internal problems, 
the network started to lose the support of the advertisers. The FM radio statins of 89 DMZ 
(Danze Muzic Zone) launched as the nation's number 1 dance music FM station in the country 
along with Radyo Budyong stations natinowide. 


1990 Edit 


Islands Broadcast Corporation took over the management and the marketing of IBC which came 
to be known as Island TV 13 in 1990. It was in the later part of its operations that ratings and 
income suffered due to mismanagement which caused labor unrest. 


1992 Edit 


During this time in 1992, IBC became a 100% government owned station by virtue of a 
compromise agreement PCGG and Mr. Roberto S.Benedicto, management and marketing were 
returned to the IBC Board of Directors. Programming remained at a standstill in preparation for 
the launching of a new image. 


1994 Edit 


IBC 13 managed to survive despite unstable conditions. The niche it has carved in the 
broadcasting industry proved to be an indelible one. Instant recall has always been associated 
with IBC and its glorious past. 


It was May 1994 when IBC launched Pinoy ang Dating with a visually enticing MTV, an 
innovation in terms of station identification. Despite limited resources, programming improved 
when the battle for audience share continued. Advertisers became more responsive to 
marketing efforts. DOMSAT satellite dish via nation satellite broadcast launched on TV-radio 
programming. These are the classic tokusatsu hits of the popular Super Sentai galore 
areBioman, Shaider, Maskman, Turboranger, Kamen Rider Black, Machineman and Fiveman, 
and anime hits Battle Ball,Super Boink, Time Quest, Tonde 

Boorin, Shuurato, Gaiking, Grendaizer UFO and Mazinger Z, some of the most famous 
tokusatsu, sentai and anime shows in Philippine television. 


1996 Edit 


In 1996, Vintage Television (VTV) entered the scene with the Philippine Basketball Association 
(PBA) as it's major program for basketball games. Rehabilitation of the Transmitter and other 
technical facilities where initiated in the central and provincial stations. A new Harris 60 Kilowatt 
transmitter was installed. The global service of APSTAR 1 satellite was utilized for a wider 
global reach. 


1998 Edit 

The biggest names in movies and television to its fold. Express Balita and Balita 

Ngayon revolutionizes the TV newscasts on Phiilippine television. Uner the new president Boots 
Anson-Roa in July 1998 as the top honcho, IBC makes the broadcast history when it leaps in 
Channel 13's ratings from cellar dweller to the number 3 among TV networks position in the 
Philippines and the country in surge phenomenal growth, thanks to the PBA and NBA games 
and the VTV programs in the audience share and ratings, with all the Top 10 shows in the 
network, and the first in the Philippines to be number 3. 

IBC's TV companions, ABS-CBN Channel 2 and GMA Channel 7 start attempts to bring in more 
viewers as IBC becomes the number 3 Philippine TV network. Also, the nation's dance music 
radio station 89 DMZ ranks the number 1 FM station in the country. VTV shows: Goin’ 
Bayabas, Back to Iskul Bukol, Dear Heart, WOW!, Rebyu, V.U, Viva Love Stories, Takot Ka Ba 
sa Dilim, The Bikini Open, Extreme Action Theater, Sine VTV and Sinemaks are the top-raters. 
The sports programming: PBA, NBA and PBL games, Blow by Blow, Super Bouts, Hot 

Stuff, WCW, ATP Tour Highlights, UEFA, Marlboro Tour and Kabayo, Karera, Karerista along 
with the anime favorites Battle Ball and Super Boink. As the top of the ratings is the sentai and 
tokusatsu series Turboranger, Fiveman, Kamen Rider Black,Maskman, Super Rescue 

Rolbrain and Bioman, and Gogo's Adventures with English, the children show for kids and 
education of pre-schools. 


In the meantime, covered Hatol ng Bayan, the first-ever election coevrage and the frst-ever 
special coverage along with PTV-4, RPN-9 and Radyo ng Bayan. 


2000 Edit 


In 2000 for millenium, Viva-TV, the primetime block of Viva Entertainment on IBC producing 
shows. VTV continues to reign on primetime with its sports and foreign canned programs. IBC's 
religious and public affairs program dominate the non-prime slots. The new management under 
Mr. Emiliano D. Templo is determined to put IBC back on its feet. His foremost concern is to 
maintain the viability and competitiveness of the network in preparation for its privatization.

Viva-TV starting with the innovative and creative programming on Philippine televisionon 
primetime in IBC-13 with million-peso prize game shows are The Weakest Link and Who Wants 
To Be A Millionaire ?, and the million-peso prize reality singing search show Star For A 

Night along with the PBA and NBA basketball games. Also in the poineer chinovela 

craze Amazing Twins, which premiered on the network in the asianovelas in 2003.

In 2013, the network was re-organized to further our hold in the industry — providing better 
focus on the development of product and the program content, further enhancement of the 


network service groups and convergence with the new businesses intends to increase its 
cultural, current events and children's programming. 


Foremost was the consolidation of the Entertainment Group. Under the leadership of its 
Executive Vice President, Lito Ocampo Cruz, it now serves as the umbrella organization for the 
following divisions: Television, which handles nationwide TV programming and production of 
entertainment programs; Talent Development & Management; Creative Communications 
Management; and TV Engineering. The group also oversees the following subsidiaries: IBC 
Records, Kapinoy Talent Center, IBC Global Remittance, IBC Integrated and Strategic Property 
Holdings, Inc., IBC Merchandising (product licensing and merchandising) and Creative 
Communications, Inc. (production design). 


These divisions and auxiliary businesses are seen to maximize their synergy potential, with the 
Creative Department, the Entertainment Group’s research and development component, as the 
driver of this synergy. 


Meanwhile, the Integrated News and Current Affairs Division, with news head Maria Ressa and 
news desk officer Nick Mendoza at helm, acts as the nerve center of all newsgathering efforts 
and production of newscasts, current affairs programs and specials. The News and Current 
Affairs Division synergizes with the IBC News Network (INN), the IBC Regional, and Radio 
News for the pooling, development and airing of news. IBC-13 is a government entity ina 
private corporation while generate revenues and income to support the station. 


Channel 13 has always been identified with the PBA and NBA games, and recently with Viva’s 
local production. That’s because the Viva-Vintage Tandem has more cornered the network’s 
primetime hours. So, when Boots Anson-Roa as president and CEO in July 1998, on the 
nation’s programming and even the non-prime hours were sold to blocktimers, like religious 
groups and telemarketing outfits.

IBC-13 is also engaged in the media-related business of international program and film 
distribution; overseas cable TV and telecoms via IBC International, sports programming (PBA 
and NBA), high-end video and audio post production, commercial production, print pushibling 


(IBC Publishing, Inc.), interactive media (IBC Interactive, Inc.), Kapinoy Theme Parks Holdings, 
Inc., Kapinoy Congergence, IBC Multimedia, Inc., IBC GLobal Ltd., IBC Licensing Group, IBC 
Televideo and cinema theatrical operations (Sine Kapinoy).

BROADCASTING Edit 


Television production and broadcasting, however, are still the core of the network’s business, 
with 50% of all company sales generated from this sector. IBC-13 met squarely with the 
challenge of operating under the effects of the Asian regional economic crisis, which did not 
prevent it from posting a growth rate of 30% and posting sales of P 13.5 billion (US$ 13 million). 


IBC-13 also garnered an estimated 50% of all broadcast advertising revenues. Our growth has 
been steady: in the last five years, Kapinoy Network recorded a compounded annual growth 
rate in advertising revenues of 13.5%.

Kantar Media survey reports 
that IBC-13's audience share in Metro Manila is almost half of all viewing households at 30.5%, 
an improvement of all household viewership. 


The Kapinoy Network continued to dominate the ratings in all program formats and all time 
blocks in 2013. A key strategy was the extension of broadcast airtime from 4:30 a.m. up to 1 
a.m. starting in the 3rd quarter, gaining significant viewership for the network and increased 
advertising revenue in non-traditional time segments. Another major development is the 
network’s wider coverage. 


We now practically reach all TV households when we achieved coverage of 66% in 2013. 


OPERATIONAL HIGHLIGHTS Edit 


IBC-13 is the undisputer number 3 television station in the country, behind ABS-CBN and GMA, 
according to the recent survey of Kantar Media. 


IBC won the awards for the Best TV Station in in the KBP Golden Dove Awards, USTV 
Student's Choice Awards, Emmy International Awards, Anak TV Seal Awards, Gawad Tanglaw 
Awards and PMPC Star Awards, while other shows also won as best TV shows in different 
categories. 


TV Entertainment Edit 


It seemed that the reason for the station's high-rating in the local entertainment shows that IBC 
is home to the Viva Tagalog movies, station-produced local sitcoms and the PBA and NBA 
basketball. This type of programming, the new management built on the strength of the station 
towards Filipinization of the network. 


Boots Anson-Roa managed to make her presence felt in the television industry. It started with 
specials likeHomecoming Kapinoy and other youth-oriented one shot presentations. 


The new management built on the strength of the station towards the Filipinization of the 
network. IBC-13 opened its primetime in innovative sitcoms, gag shows, talk shows, game 
shows, reality shows, variety shows, soap operas and fantasy series, drama anthologies and 
even political satires. It also aired Filipino movies on primetime, and balanced with this 
documentaries. The Kapinoy Network continues to be the strong, undisputed and certified 
number 3 television network in the country, behind the giant networks ABS-CBN and GMA have 
also the TV industry leaders with 100% of their shows in Filipino. 


A soap operas are the afternoon teleserye Before | Fall in Love, fantaserye My Batang 

Momay and the romantic primetime teleserye Safe In The Arms of Love were the most-watched 
programs in 2013. Their winning streak continues in 2014 with both drama serials through its 
cinematic production values posting record-breaking above-50% ratings in the first quarter. 


CHANGING FACE THE TELEVISION _ Edit 


All-Filipino programming in the track, the station IBC enmeshed in sequestion and ownership 
programs in dominance of ABS-CBN and GMA have become the industry leaders with 100% of 
their shows in Filipino. 


The National Basketball Association (NBA) and the Philippine Basketball Association (PBA) 
games also serves to increase the boost of Channel 13’s ratings as part of the all-Filipino 
programming strategy for the superstar network that it controlled the all-important primetime TV 
viewing block with fans of shows on IBC.

Maria and Richard Yap topped the comedy 
charts; Kapinoy Cinema, Viva Box Office and Sunday Sinemaks are the no.1 movie programs 
for the Viva Tagalog movies and balanced this with documentaries; Sandy’s Romance top-billed 
by Nadine Lustre is the no.1 teen romantic drama anthology; TODAS Kids as the no.1 kiddie 
gag show; It’s Partytime, the no.1 variety show; Happy TODAS, the no.1 comedy gag 

show; KapinoyLand become the huge success is the number 1 educational children show for 


kids, preschool, play school, playground and kiddie food in phenomenal children; The Million 
Second Quiz hosted by Robi Domingo and Who Wants To Be A Millionaire hosted by 
Christopher de Leon are the most-watched no.1 primetime game shows and Born to be a 
Superstar, the no.1 reality singing search show hosted by Anja Aguilar, Sam Concepcion, 
Marvin Ong and Khalil Ramos with a judges Dingdong Avanzado, Joey Albert, Paula Bianca 
and Gino Padilla in 2013 for the national singing contest of superstar fans. The primetime 
television with a hit telenovela La Madrastra starring the Mexican actress Victoria Ruffo and the 
primetime hit Koreanovela Glory Jane top-billed by Koren superstar Park Min-young. In non- 
prime time segments, the Taiwanovela Love Keeps Going, fairy-serye Winx Club, and Filipino- 
dubbed animes Kirarin, Kuruko’s Basketball andCyborg Kurochan scored audience shares of 
30% and 45%. Noel @ Late Night and Last Foo! Show gave viewers a reason to stay up past 
midnight. 

Meanwhile, IBC's daily hit noontime show Lunch Break which became no.1 in the noontime 
arena. Kapinoy mini-series successfully built audience acceptance for a new format via its new 
offering of mini-serye | Need Romance, a co-production venture with Viva Films, and raised the 
bar for local TV dramas through its cinematic production values. Tumbok Revolution revived the 
horror drama of Regal Entertainment genre to become the next big thing in 2014. 

Other new station-produced shows further diversified network programming such as the 
showbiz talk show Showbiz Star, political satire news gag show Sic O'Clock News Naman, 
musical game show Dont Forget the Lyrics!, newest poineer trend-setting fantaserye Carita de 
Angel starring the child star Mutya Orquia and Janella in Wonderland top-bileld by teen star 
princess Janella Salvador, cooking show Kusinahan, dance show DMZ-TV, telemovie made-for- 
TV-moves called 13 Original Movie and talk show Joey & Teysi.

The double wedding of Nella and Paulo and Emon and Andrea was one of the most memorable 
scenes in the drama serial teleserye that took the nation by storm. 


You hope Nella and Paulo falling in Love. And this happens daily when most television screens 
are tuned to IBC-13’s soap opera triumph Safe In The Arms of Love, a romantic teleserye. 
Since SITAOL hugged the screen, the Filipino's evening schedule was suddenly built around 
the program. Dinner-time was moved later or meals were taken in front of the screen. Friends 
would schedule their gimmicks at a later time. Updates on plot twists were relayed via beepers 
to those home. It was simply phenomenal! Picture this. Two shooting days, two OB van units, 
four cameras, 20 regular cast members, anywhere from 25 to 50 production and engineering 


people, and an extreme amount of pressure. Shooting days are every Tuesday and Thursday. 
Way before the cameras start rolling, director Wenn V. Deramas and scriptwriters Keiko Galvez 
and Rondel Lindayag hammer out storylines and develop plot twists. 

Copies of the final script are then delivered to the actors’ residences. A normal shooting day 
starts at 7.30 am and stretches to as late as 2.00 am the next day. On the set, hustle is the 
name of the game since they can shoot in as many as three different locations per session, to a 
slum area where dwells, to a rural cottage, that is home to guardian, Carmen. As it demands a 
fast-paced and tension-driven production schedule that could rival your averageSafe In The 
Arms of Love plotline. The numbers hit a high of 50%, everyone involved in production knows 
that they did well. According to Associate Producer Mae Santos, “We produce one of local 
television’s few, true hits— that’s great incentive to go there two days a week and try to outdo 
yourself.” 


News and Current Affairs Edit 

Express Balita and Ronda Trese remains as the most-watched newscasts in the country. The 
investigative public service show Bitag outdos all other late night current affairs programs. 
Clockwise: Hatol ng Bayan 2013 marathon telecast; Henry Omaga-Diaz and Snooky Serna-Go 
anchors Express Balita, the country’s leading primetime news program; Inside the director’s 
booth of IBC News Room; OB Vans equipped with SNG (Satellite News Gathering) facilities 
make it possible to broadcast live from any remote point; The integrated News & Current Affairs 
Division in an astounding show of force. 

Express Balita Weekend tops the weekend newscasts while other news programs Happy 
Morning Yehey also ranked highest in their timeslots. On INN, Global Desk wrap-up of 
international news, supplied exclusively by FOX News Channel and CNN, caps the network’s 
broadcast. 

Also launched in 2013: investigative crime show Bantay ng Pulisya; the UHF news channel IBC 
News Network (INN) with government talk show Gov@Work; and public service talk show SSS: 
Kabalikat Natin. Other Current Affairs programs, tele-magazine show Good Take, Linawin 
Natin and Report Kay Boss!, also led the rankings in their timeslots. The public service program 
Snooky celebrated its 1st year of broadcast as one of the longest running and most public 
service program in Philippine history. 

Extensive coverage was given to the national elections that commenced in the early part of 
2013. For Hatol ng Bayan 2013, the Current Affairs group sponsored debates for the senatorial 
candidates. On election day, IBC-13 organized an election quick count tally of five million votes 
in 30 areas of the Philippines, then commissioned and delivered national exit polls in 
coordination with the SWS (Social Weather Stations) within 12 hours of the closing of the polls. 
Live coverage of the election was provided from 30 live television points across the country, 
providing breaking news, updates, and reports across the country. 


IBC-13 harnessed the power of satellite news gathering in its live coverage of the Subic 
controversy, the Cebu Pacific airline crash in Cagayan de Oro, and the Spratly Islands 
controversy. Under the Media ng Bayan are PTV-4, YouthVote Philippines, RPN-9, IBC-13, 
DZKB Radyo Ronda, DZTV Radyo Budyong, DZRB Radyo ng Bayan, Philippine Information 
Agency (PIA), Pihlippine News Agency, Air21, Manila Bulletin, PLDT and InfoMatics Diliman. 
Digitized video has improved the look of our news, meeting international standards, and 
elevating the local standards of news broadcasting. The News and Current Affairs division now 
also produces news on demand, with a fully interactive news website that caters to how the user 
wants to receive his news via the Internet.

FM and AM radio stations for Luzon, Visayas, and Mindanao. IBC Regional last year turned 
over most of its engineering functions to the Network Engineering Group in order to focus on TV 
and radio show production and regional news which are aired on site-based stations of IBC-13 
and the UHF news channel IBC News Network (INN). Last year’s major operational highlight 
was the inauguration of the Cebu Broadcast Complex in Mandaue, the largest and most 
advanced broadcast facility outside of Metro Manila. 


With the nationwide expansion of regional TV to 350 stations, IBC-13 is able to reach 60% of all 
TV households which are located in the provincial areas. IBC Regional programming specializes 
in coverage of provincial folk festivals and sports events, as well as locally-produced mainstay 
news, teleseryes, and other shows in the regional dialect. Programming is regionally-sensitive 
and attuned to local radio-listening and weekend TV viewing habits, 20% of which is produced 
in the locality of broadcast. 


High-rating variety, drama, and comedy shows are produced in regional dialects like 12 Under 
Club (children show), Ikaw Kabuhi Ko (public service), Cebuana Kapwa (public 
service), Dinagyang Festival, Sinulog Festival and alsoExpress Balita regional editions. 


IBC programs top ratings both in the daytime and evening timeslots, with TV market shares of 
60% in Davao; 45% in Baguio, 38% in Naga, 24% in Bacolod City, and 10% in Cebu City, in the 
4th quarter of 2013.

The IBC Engineering was created to consolidate IBC-13’s engineering groups which service the 
company’s broadcast infrastructure needs. It is function to provide the technical expertise and 
hardware complement to synergy strategy. installs, operates, and maintains the network’s 
originating, relay, and affiliate stations nationwide for radio and TV, and the satellite 
transmission of IBC-13, IBC News Network and Global IBC abroad. 


The year 2013 marked the completion of three important projects by divisions now under NEG 
supervision: the completion of a broadcast complex in Mandaue, Cebu; the installation and 
commissioning of the first digital Video Server in the Philippines for digital storage of all TV 
materials; and the installation of the first fully automated large-scale-on-air TV operations in the 
country using the Louth Automation System.

IBC Licensing and Merchandising operations in 2010s were refocused on the licensing and 
merchandising of popular local properties. Significant income was generated by the licensing of 
products such as the KapinoyLand, Sandy's Romance and Born to be a 

Superstar merchandising, and merchandise with PBA and NBA basketball. Also the licensing 
agent for MTV apparel. It has been tapping a large network of affiliates and distributors to 
promote its merchandise products via consignment or direct selling arrangements. It also been 
strengthening its tie-ups with major manufacturers, working on its product sourcing, and 
maintaining inventory at efficient levels. 


TALENT DEVELOPMENT & MANAGEMENT CENTER Edit 


The Talent Development and Management Center recruits, manages, and trains IBC-13 talents 
and production staff similar to an institute of performing arts, and provides access to formal 
education through the network’s Distance Learning Center in the Kapinoy Talent Center. This 
fulfills the Entertainment Group’s mission to mold a talent pool that the industry star system, one 
that is multifunctional and may be shared among IBC-13 and its various entertainment 
concerns. Among the new generation superstars developed from the Kapinoy Talent Center's 
stable are AJ Muhlach, Sue Ramirez, Mario Maurer, Erich Gonzales, Dingdong Dantes and 
Coleen Garcia.

The UHF news channel IBC News Network (INN), the country's premier news channel on UHF 
fee TV lanched on July 2, 2012. INN under the supervision of the IBC Regional to the IBC News 
and Current Affairs group, developing news that is not covered by IBC news in order to 
maximize news output and prevent overlapping coverage. INN utilizes 13 regional news centers 
from Laoag and Zamboanga, bringing breaking news stories and extended coverage reports 
from around the region, thus decentralizing the focus of national news from Metro Manila. 

The Global Desk wrap-up of international news, supplied exclusively by CNN and FOX News 
Channel, caps the network’s broadcast as part of the programming strategy. 


The country's premier news channel in news and current affairs, public service, business, 
documentaries and sports. As part of INN's increased coverage strategy, 60-kilowatt 
transmitters were installed in 4 cities: TV-45 Mega Manila, TV-30 Baguio, TV-42 lloilo, TV-39 
Cebu and Davao while 100-watt transmitters were transferred. 


INN was the first to break news on the president Noynoy Aquino Ill. It provided 36 consecutive 
hours of live coverage from the provinces in the Hatol ng Bayan 2013 elections. Witrh the 
regioal sports programs, the regarded to commitment the best action viewers packed loading up 
with sports pramming with the PBA and NBA games, boxing matches, billiards, golf, cockfights, 
ONE FC-MMA and WWE wrestling. 


INN recently began operating as the first and only Filipino 24-hour, 7-days-a-week UHF news 
network, broadcasting real-time news on the hour and current affairs programs in the 
Philippines, and through The Filipino Channel in the Middle East, Papua New Guinea, North 
America, Hawaii, Guam, Canada, and Saipan. 


IBC INTERNATIONAL Edit 


IBC International reaches out to the Filipino overseas community with its international cable and 
satellite channel, Global IBC, which is currently seen in the United States (including Guam and 
Hawaii), Saudi Arabia, Australia, Gulf States, Canada, Japan, Korea, Taiwan, China and Asia 
through five major international satellites. 


Through distribution sales, North American cable subscribers now number 30,000, while there 
were 5,000 registered subscribers in Saudi Arabia in less than 10 months of operations. IBC 
International’s owned and operated North American Direct-to-Home (DTH) satellite service 
reaches 13,000 subscribers despite the failure of satellite Galaxy 4 and the resumption of 
services via satellite Telstar 5 in mid-July. Sales are strong in California and the U.S. East 
Coast. Through the North American satellite, dish owners now receive Global IBC and INN. 


IBC International’s other principal business is to provide long distance services through fully- 
owned subsidiary, IBC Telecom, with the assistance of Global Telecom, which owns 20% of IBC 
International. Last year, the Tawag Na Kapinoy pre-paid call cards combined generated 1 

million minutes of calls from the United States to the Philippines, while Bayan Collect Sa Korea 
generated a total traffic of 1 million minutes. IBC Telecom’s call mall in Milan continues to 
operate, with other call malls scheduled for opening in Rome, Madrid, Barcelona, and Athens. 
IBC Telecom has a license-to-operate application pending in Canada and the U.K., which will 
serve to meet the increasing telecommunication needs of Filipinos around the world with 
Kapinoy on Demand, WatchPhilippines, Direct Kapinoy, SkyBroadband and IBC Pay Per View.

Viva Sports on IBC acquires TV rights for 2014 
and 2016 Olympics 


January 30, 2014 


Viva Sports on IBC will now bring the best international sports action to Filipinos as it was 
awarded the rights as the Philippine broadcaster of Sochi 2014 Winter Olympic Games, Nanjing 
2014 Summer Youth Olympic Games and the Rio 2016 Olympic Games. 


“This is wonderful news for Filipino sports fans. Sporting events has been the number one 
program that unites all Filipinos. That’s why we are excited to bring to them the biggest sporting 
event with the best athletes from all over the world,” IBC CEO and President Boots Anson-Roa 
said. 


The Olympics coverage begins on February 8, 12mn in Manila with Sochi 2014 Winter Olympic 
Games to be held at Sochi, Russia which has 98 medal events in 7 sports. This is the first time 
that the Olympic Winter Games will be held in Russia and figure skater Michael Martinez from 

Muntinlupa will be the first homegrown Filipino competing in The Winter Olympics. It also marks 


the return of the Philippines to The Winter Olympics after a 22-year absence and the first time a 
Pinoy figure skater represents the country. Along with the 17-year old figure skater are other 
Filipino-foreigners like Gilmore Junio ( long-track speed skater, Canada) and JR Celski (short- 
track speed skater, US) performing in the biggest winter sports event. 


Later in the year, the Youth Olympic Games will also be aired be aired by Viva Sports on IBC 
which happens in Nanjing, China. There are 222 medal events in 28 sports that include 3-on-3 
basketball, taekwondo, swimming, tennis, boxing, athletics, football and beach volleyball 
happening from August 16 to 28.

IBC-13 Modernizes for More Expansion 


February 11, 2014 


Sequestered broadcasting firm Intercontinental Broadcasting Corp. (IBC) is undertaking a 
modernization program to gear the network to local and international expansion. Part of its 
modernization plan is the upgrading of its facilities through the use of modern and sophisticated 
technology. 


Last 2011, the company launched Global IBC which uses Panamsat's PAS 2 satellite to reach 
out viewers in Asia, Australia, and as far as US West Coast 24 hours a day began a 24 hour 
uplink with a Hughes Galaxy 4 satellite that enables the company to reach over 2 million 
Filipinos throughout the rest of North America through cable or direct home dishes. Global IBC 
now serves over 13,000,000 viewers in the US. 


The company will also launch this month IBC Licensing and Merchandising, its licensing and 
merchandising arm. Aside from television and radio owned by IBC, this holds rights to different 
blockbuster international movies such as Walt Disney movies and the like. The company will 
promote movies, television and videos to be supplemented by novelty items such as T-shirts, 
toys, dolls, and writing instruments. 


The Kapinoy Network is planning to buy 12 FM radio stations and expects to gain a 20% share 
in the P1.0 billion FM industry. As the company embarks into different ventures, it enjoys a 
better share of what it has toiled upon. According to interim results, the firm earned net income 
of P500 million for the first months in 2013, up by 15% on gross income revenues of P4,000 
million. The results are in line with the full year target of 1,382 million. While cost of production 
increased within normal limits, operation expenses rose by a hefty 10% against 4% in 2013. 
This translates into operating income growth of 30% in 2013 from 20% in 2012. 


This increase in operating expenses was mainly brought about by the on-going P5000 million 
expansion and modernization program of the company. The competition within the industry has 
in fact benefited IBC as it was forced to find ways to be more innovative to maintain its dominant 
position in the business network in the giant networks ABS-CBN Corporation and GMA 
Network.

IBC-13 brought the first slow-motion maching in 2011 to support the coverage of the PBA 
basketball games; it also encouraged the use of domestic nationwide satellite broadcast 
in 1994 and the first to acquire "back-pack: cameras to encourage location shooting. IBC- 
13 also brought the country the first broadcast van (OB Van, ENG Van and SNG Van). 
IBC-13 also became the leader in sports broadcast from Viva Sports, and the poineering 
of the network's one-hour primetime newscast Express Balita. 

Leadership in innovative ideas - IBC-13 made the first experiment on development 
communication (popularly known as devcom) through its long-playing series Iskul Bukol. It 
also dubbed its tokusatsu series into Tagalog, 

like Bioman, Turboranger, Maskman, Jiban, the anime hits Voltes V, Ghost 

Fighter, Voltron, Time Quest and has poineered in several aspect of public service 
programs. 

Years passed after EDSA Revolution, things were never the same again in the network. 
IBC became a government controlled operation under the Presidential Commission on 
Good Government (PCGG). Malacanang appointed several management groups to 
oversee the operation of the stations. 

The network's condition became congruent with the government situation. New 
administrators meant new management. IBC 13 managed to survive despite unstable 
conditions. 

The niche it has carved in the broadcasting industry proved to be an indelible one. Instant 
recall has always been associated with IBC and its glorious past.

The PBA on Viva Sports (more commonly stated as PBA on IBC Sports) is the presentation 
of Philippine Basketball Association games on Intercontinental Broadcasting Corporationby Viva 
Entertainment after the company absorbed Vintage Sports which started in the 2011-12 
season.[1][2] Telecasts are produced by IBC Sports, the sports division of Intercontinental 
Broadcasting Corporation and Viva Sports, the sports production of entertainment 

company Viva Entertainment and aired on |BCand the cable channels Pinoy Extreme. On the 
other hand, PBA also developed of Sports5 as PBA on Sports5 which airs onAksyonTV and free 
TV coverage on TV5 airs monthly. 

The games airing live on IBC with simulcast over the UHF 24-hour news television channel IBC 
News Network as well as its delayed telecast on Pinoy Extreme. Also, there is a separate 
coverage in English commentary every Wednesdays on Fox Sports Philippines which was 
started on November 20, 2013.

PBA on Vintage Sports 


In 2000, Vintage Television was absorbed by media giant VIVA Entertainment and signed a 
three year deal worth 770 millionpesos. The consortium defeated GMA Network, in its bid to 
enter into the sports broadcasting scene following ABS-CBN's coverage of the Metropolitan 
Basketball Association. 

From 2000 to 2001, Viva broadcast PBA games on Sundays, Wednesdays and Fridays with out 
of town games covered on Saturdays either live, tape-delay or aired days later. In 2002, at 
Viva's request, the league scheduled its games on Tuesdays and Thursdays with one game 
from 6-8, and two double-headers on Saturdays and Sundays to accommodate the airing of the 
local version of two popular game shows that also produced by them; (The Weakest 

Link and Who Wants To Be A Millionaire). This led to a sudden decrease in ratings and the 
league shifted back its 2001 schedule at the start of the semifinals of the Commissioner's Cup. 
Noli Eala and Ed Picson were the main play-by-play commentators from 2000 to 2002. 
However, Picson left the network at midseason following a fallout between him and the network. 
He would return to cover PBA games for thePBA on ABC broadcast in 2004. 

At the end of the 2002 season, Viva left a significant amount of debt to the league. They tried to 
bid for a new contract with the league but was defeated by the NBN-IBC consortium. 

Viva-TV aired its last PBA games on Christmas Day 2002 during Game 4 of the 2002 All-Filipino 
Cup between theCoca-Cola Tigers and the Alaska Aces. Incoming commissioner Noli 

Eala and Tommy Manotoc were the commentators for its last run. 


Return Edit 

On June 2, the PBA announced that Viva Sports, holder of the PBA's television franchise had 
won the rights with a deal reportedly worth P508 million. Aside from live games aired on Viva- 
TV, the number one entertainment channel relaunch on June 5, 2011. Curiously, the return of 
the PBA on Viva-TV was start on June 5, 2011, the franchise-holder of the league's TV 
coverage and many PBA talents and production people. 

Viva Sports and Viva-TV became the new official broadcasters of the PBA following the 2011 
Governors' Cup. On the other hand, PBA would also developed with Sports5 as PBA on 
AKTV which airs on AKTV premieres on October 2, 2011 and free TV coverage on TV5 which 
airs monthly. Viva bradcast PBA games proposed that games be held four times a week on 
Wednesdays and Fridays with one game from 7-9 pm and two double-headers on Saturdays 
from 5-9 pm and Sundays from 4-8 pm. 


Reformat as PBA on Viva Edit 

On July 1, 2012, Viva's request, the PBA schedule were change to Wednesdays and Fridays 
with one game at 6:30-8:30 pm to competes head-on with the flagship news 

programs GMA's 24 Oras and ABS-CBN's TV Patrol while also on Saturday nights at 6-8 pm 
and the 4-hours of two double-headers on Sundays from 4-8:30 pm against with showbiz- 
oriented shows GMA's Showbiz Central and ABS-CBN's The Buzz. 


At the time, Viva TV shows and movies were also frequently shown into commercial breaks, 
allowing PBA and moreViva-TV programs on IBC, and Viva stars like popstar Anja 

Aguilar performed at halftime to promote their TV and movies. While Paolo Trillo and Janelle 
So as halftime host for the coverage on Sunday. 

In October 1, 2012, at Viva's request of the sports prduction IBC Sports as well, the game will 
change the new league schedule every Wednesdays and Fridays at 4:30pm-6:30pm for the first 
game, before the network's flagship newscast Express Balita starts at 6:30pm-7:30pm to 
compete with TV Patrol and 24 Oras, and the second game at 7:30pm-9:30pm. Meanwhile, 
every Saturdays from 5:00pm-7:00pm against and doubleheaders on Sundays at 4:00pm- 
8:00pm in the viewership TV ratings. Accommodate the airing of the local version of the two 
popular and top-rating game shows are produced (Who Wants to be a Millionaire and The 
Weakest Link, and reality talent search Born to be a Superstar). During the Commissioner's 
Cup, introduced Home Court with Janelle So as its host. The segment usually airs during 
halftime break of the second game in indlux of movie and TV stars at halftime making look like a 
variety show of sorts. IBC has served as the official broadcaster of the PBA and NBA games. 
This coverage was known as PBA on IBC Sports which is in turn aired on The Kapinoy Network. 
This is the third time that the PBA will be aired on IBC. The first was from 1996-2002 when 
Vintage Sports and later Viva Sports handled the television coverage. In 2003, IBC was one of 
two networks (the other being NBN) that covered the PBAbut ended before the season ended 
due to the failure of the consortium. 

With limited airtime allocated for the PBA games on IBC and IBC News Network starting the 
2013-14 season, which isthe assigned courtside reporter hosts a halftime show reading 

the social media comments from viewers. On November 2013, IBC Sports, Viva Sports and Fox 
Sports Asia have entered in an agreement to air the Wednesday PBA games live on the cable 
channel. It will have its own English speaking broadcast panel to properly cater the cable 
channel's audience.[3]

The schedule for the 2014 PBA Commissioner's Cup has been slightly changed starting March 
17, 2014, having both the Saturday doubleheader games now being aired live on IBC. The 
league scheduled its games on Wednesdays and Fridays with first game from 4:30 pm-6:30 pm 
and second game in 1.5 game at 8 pm-9:30 pm, provincial games on Saturdays and two 
double-headers on Sundays to accommodate IBC's loaded primetime programming while IBC's 
broadcasts were aimed at a massive and younger audience. 

To maximize the four-day schedule of IBC, there will be one scheduled game during 
Wednesdays and Fridays:[5]The night live airing of the games was returned on starting March 
26/6] after several PBA fans reacted negatively about the delayed airing of the first game.17]

During the Philippine Cup eliminations, it is hosted by Anthony Suntay and Paolo Trillo. The 
format was changed starting the Quarterfinal round, usually having a three-man panel 
consisting of either Suntay, Trillo and Boom Gonzales. Special guests were added at the panel 
from time to time. 

The Viva-TV located at the IBC studios in Broadcast City but sometimes air from the playing 
venue during special occasions, notably the league's opening ceremonies and the jersey 
retirement of Robert Jaworski. 


Music Edit 

The theme music of PBA on Viva TV was used as the similar to Vintage Sports coverage was 
used for the 1999 Commissioner's Cup and Governors’ Cup. In 2000, the theme music was 
officially. In 2001, was used for the rock music. For the duration of the 2011-12 Philippine Cup 
Eliminations, "Showdown" by The Black Eyed Peas was used as IBC's main theme music for 
the PBA games in addition to the generic sports theme used. A different sports theme music 
was used starting from the semifinal round of the Philippine Cup. This was still used up to the 
finals of the 2012 Governors Cup. 

For the 2012-13 PBA season, a theme music entitled "Kampihan Na!" was used on their on-air 
presentation. A different theme was used during the quarterfinal and semifinal rounds entitled 
"Tuloy ang Laban". Another theme was made for the finals, this time, incorporating the name of 
the fans of the two teams battling for the championship; "Gatas Republic" of Alaska and 
Barangay Ginebra.The vocals were later added during the elimination round of the 
Commissioner's Cup and was used until the Governors’ Cup. A different theme was introduced 
during the quarterfinal and semifinal rounds of the Commissioner's Cup entitled "Tuloy ang 
Laban", which was also used sporadically during the Governors' Cup. 

A remixed version of the "Kampihan na!" theme was used for the 2013-14 season

Watch Out For VTV 13! 


March 13, 1996 (Manila Standard) 
Here's something that either ABS-CBN and GMA could probably like to read and hear about. 


IBC-13 has reportedly jumped to the third in the evening primetime ratings dring the Feb 18-24 
period. That is bad news for the two squabbling network giants, huh? 


According to the Media Pulse People Meter report, IBC's performance during that period was a 
significant improvement over its previous rankings of No.5 or 6. 


And this was just a week after the start of VTV Primetime Network. It seems that more people 
are watching basketball games these days than when they were telecast on PTV-4. Survey 
says IBC-13 emerged No.3 in overall ranking across the three target markets: All people; males; 
13 years old and above; and male and female in the board C (lower economic class) between 
seven and 29 years old. 


Still, ABS-CBN ruled the ratings with GMA coming a far second. 


Letty Ang, VTV VP for merchandising, say that the results of the survey indicate that the VTV 
Primetime Network is on the right track in providing the audience an intelligent alternative to 
what is current seen on other stations. "This is just the beginning,” she adds. "We will continue 
to do better with our own brand of entertainment: Intelligent, interesting, vibrant, hip and 
alternative. 


VTV Primetime Network provides 80 percent of IBC-13's primetime programs with an interesting 
mix of sports (PBAspecifically), movies, animated features, American sitcoms and drama series 
and several locally produces shows which go under the umbrella title Hip Strip. 


Hip Strip shows vary each night at 10 like the sports magazine Hot Stuff on Mondays, the 
musical MVTV on Tuesdays, showbiz talk Cinema Scoop on Wednesdays, the daring Pillow 
Talk on Thursdays and the Friday entertainment Rated E. Now, people are not talking only 
about ABS-CBN or GMA. 


PBA SHOOTS IBC TO NO.3 


April 4, 1996 (Manila Standard) 


That's right. The basketball games with its millions of fans in Metro Manila alone is the single 
biggest factor why IBC-13 is now joining the primetime TV ratings now. 


The PBA games TV coverage, skillfully handled by Vintage Enterprises, draw the audience to 
the network betweeen 5 and 10 p.m. According to the PeopleMeter report for the week March 3- 
9, IBC ranked third nighttime televiewing. Between the 5 p.m. to 12 midnight slot, the network 
took a 12 percent share across All People category. ABS-CBN's was 47 percent and GMA's 23 
percent. ABC got only seven percent and RPN, five percent. PBA's former carrier PT V-4 ranked 
in a measly three percent. 


Among males (13 years and up) in the survey, IBC emerged as the third most watched network 
with a 14 percent share. With the Board C Male/Female (7-29 years old) category, it boast an 
11 percent share. 


It is without any doubt, the PBA Games '96 which emerged as the network's top rated with 30 
percent share. But with other VTV Primetime Network's programs are steadily contributing to the 
network's increase in viewership. Notable isHip Strip which is the umbrella title for the various 
daily shows telecast right after the PBA games until midnight. 


Here are the audience share of those shows: 


MVTV (Tuesdays), 13 percent share, CinemaScoop (Wednesdays), 12 percent: Rated 

E (Fridays), 12 percent, Hot Stuff (Mondays), 8 percent, and Pillow Talk (Thursdays), 6 percent. 
Other VTV shows that rated fairly well during the survey perios were the 12th Annual Star 
Awards for Movies (12 percent), Monday Movie Magic (8 percent), Sunday's Big Showdown (9 
percent) and Super Champs (5 percent). 


As | reported in this space, IBC's ratings figures are steadily climbing. They may not threaten 
the two giants now, but its presence may just be too preacarious to ignore. 


IBC-13 now No.2 on primetime TV 


May 20, 1996 (Manila Standard) 

IBC-13 emerged as the second most-watched television network among people of all ages 
during evening primetime (6-10 p.m.) televiewing, according to the latest official TV ratings 
report coverting the week of April 28-May 4. It was also the second most-watched TV network 
during those among males aged 13 years and above as well as among middle-class males and 
females aged 7-29 years. 

The weekly Media Pulse PeopleMeter report, which is commissioned by the Television 
Research Council (TVRC), showed that in the All-People category (male/females of all 

ages), IBC-13 gained a 24 percent share of evening primeitme ratings during April 28-May 

4. ABS-CBN 2 garnered a 38 percent share. Training them were GMA-7 (21 percent), RPN- 

9 and ABC-5 (7 percent) and PTV-4 (3 percent). 

In the Males 13 years and above category, IBC-13 (29 percent) was a close second 

behind ABS-CBN (38 percent) and ahead of GMA-7 (14 percent). In the Board C 
Males/Females 7-29 years old category, IBC-13 (19 percent) again trailed ABS-CBN 2 (37 
percenty) but was slightly ahead of GMA-7 (18 percent). 

"Reaching number two is a milestone for IBC-13 and VTV Primetime. Coming as it does after 
only 11 weeks of VTVprogramming is gratifying because it confirms our belief that there is a 
market out there for our kind of programs," said Carlos A. Velez, chairman of the Cavel Group 
of Companies. 

VTV Primetime, a member of the Cavel Group, purchased 80 percent of IBC-13's primetime 
hours beginning February under a five-year agreement. 

IBC's top-rating programs for April 28-May 4 include Sunday's Big Showdown (Guardian 
Angel, 33 percent share, No.17 among all-people), Hotstuff (27 percent share, No.18, among 
all-people), Monday's Movie Magic (Thief of Baghdad, 18 percent share), Blow by Blow (15 
percent share) and Marlboro Tour '96 (18 percent share). VTV Primetime programming 
includes a mix of movies (Party of Five, Single Guy, Amazing Stories, Rated E) and 
"alternative" local productions (MVTV, Cinema Scoop, Hot Stuff, etc.) aimed primarily at a 
young market. VTV's jewel is the PBA games, which is still the country's top sports program 
and the third highest rating program (Game Two) across all people, garnering a rating of 12 
percent and an audience share of 48 percent. IBC's strong sports programming is backed up by 
shows like Blow by Blow, Extreme Games and specials on tennis, billiards and others. 

IBC's own shows also boosted Channel 13's strong performance with Wednesday animation 
favorites Ghost Fighter(11 percent) and Jiban (9 percent) leading the way.

Landscape 


Move over GMA 7 and ABS-CBN, there's a new and refurbished TV station in town on 
government-sequestered networks IBC-13 which is now surveys the TV ratings with AGB 
Nielsen Philippines. 

It is called Viva-TV, the newest entertainment network that will become the home of biggest 
stars and top-rating Viva-TV more entertainment programs on IBC channel 13, part of Viva 
Entertainment Group under a management withViva chairman and CEO Vic del Rosario ur. to 
make more money, in their purchases viewed by the industry as a network of value in 
privatization in RPN and IBC, it was decided that IBC-13 would compete head on against the 
two giants.

“Taking into consideration the possible negative impact on our television and live audience with 
respect to the abrupt change in channel and schedule of games, the board decided that the 
airing of PBA and NBA games in IBC-13 under the schedule provided by the league and as 
provided in the television contract shall continue to be forced and in effect,” said the board ina 
statement. 

The league, however, gave its TV partner the option to air the playoff games of 

the Commissioner's Cup both onViva on IBC and TV5, similar to an arrangement the league 
had in 2003 when the games were aired on parallel broadcasts over NBN-4 and IBC-13.

PBA rejects TV5 and IBC plan to air games

The PBA Board yesterday turned down the proposed transfer of the league’s telecast with The 
Kapatid Network ofTV5 and The Kapinoy Network of IBC under the Viva-TV block. 

In a statement issued after the governors met at the PBA office in Libis, Quezon City, 
Commissioner Chito Salud said the impact such may have on the league’s follow the reasons 
behind the league’s response to the planned. 

“The airing of PBA and NBA games in IBC-13 under the schedule of Viva-TV provided by 

the PBA and NBA, and as provided in the television contract shall continue to be forced and in 
effect,” Salud said for the governors, adding that there are expected improvements in the 
programs, in the signal quality, equipment and facilities of IBC. 

IBC-13 is the government-owned sequestered TV and radio network in the country in The 
Kapinoy Network is now the undisputed number 3 network nationwide, not only children's 
television programming for kids but also with Viva-TV as the primetime programming block 

on IBC such as the PBA, NBA, WWE Raw, WWE Smackdown, Who Wants to be a 
Millionaire, The Weakest Link and Born to be a Star as well as the telenovela and 
koreanovelasAmor Bravio, Palabra de Mujer, Shut Up Flower Boy Band and All About My 
Love, and the anime series in Japan like Chinpui, Kirarin and Cyborg Kurochan. 

Viva Entertainment's block-time contract with IBC known as The Kapinoy Network for the live 
telecast of the PBAand NBA games becoming the TV viewership ratings from the the network, 
through its partnership chairman and CEO Vic del Rosario's Viva Group of Companies will 
now renew the block-time agreement being eyed for privatization by the government networks, 
from the established television networks in which Viva-TV on IBC offers more entertainment

over TV5 and on radio. During the same meeting, the PBA Board also approved changes in the 
rules covering imports and unrestricted free agent players. Among the flagship Viva-TV hit 
programming on IBC are the PBA and NBA, WWE Raw and WWE Smackdown, Who Wants 


to be a Millionaire, The Weakest Link and Born to be a Star as well as IBC's flagship news 
programs Express Balitaand Ronda Trese.

(NBA) games by The Kapinoy Network and Viva Entertainment's provincial and cable 
affiliates to continue its PBA and NBA franchise. Intercontinental Broadcasting 
Corporation is the largest integrated sequestered media and entertainment company in the 
Philippines. Involved in television and radio broadcasting, as well as the production of television 
programming for domestic and international audiences. Under the agreement of The Kapinoy 
Network and Viva Entertainment, powerful 60-kilowatt transmitter and refurbishing and 
upgrading of network stations in key provincial areas as a prelude to a nationwide link via 
satellite.

Intercontinental Broadcasting Corp. (IBC), the government Eric Canoy-led sequestered network 
that operates the flagship station IBC-13, to acquire a stake in the a leading Indonesian 
television station with Korean Bradcasting System (KBS), Munhwa Broadcasting Corporation 
(MBC) and the Southeast Asian-Korean network tvN, paving the way for Channel 13’s bid to go 
regional, the sequestered by the government of PCGG This as IBC president abd chief 
executive officer (CEO) Boots Anson-Roa said they are spending around P10 billion this year 
and next largely to expand the network’s reach nationwide. 


From a current reach of around 85 percent of the national urban areas nationwide, IBC-13 aims 
to cover 95 percent by the middle ofthe year. 


Boots said IBC, MBC, KBS and tvN are still in the initial stages of negotiations parent company 
in the conglomerate Arirang also belongs. Korean Broadcasting System owns the single biggest 
shareholding in Philippine Long Distance Telephone Co. (PLDT), Kapinoy Convergence and 
Globe Telecom, while Lito Ocampo Cruz is managing director and vice-president.

“There is no turning back as the country’s third television network embarks on the greatest 
expansions in business, infrastructure, and technology ever seen in the local broadcast 
landscape for the past decades,” it said. 


Barely a year since IBC-13 was launched as the Kapinoy Network under the ownership and 
management of PLDT and Globe, officials said the network has shown unparalleled growth in 
programming content, signal strength, and overall popularity among an expanding viewership 
base all over the country and in other parts of the world.

Kapinoy viewers now also get the chance to watch 
the best Filipino fighters at the same time such as Eduard Folayang and Honorio Banario in 
action 


IBC chairman Eric Canoy, IBC CEO and president Boots Anson-Roa and IBC executive vice- 
president Lito Ocampo Cruz sees the Olympiad coverage as a boon to Philippine sports and an 
inspiration for the country’s aspiring athletes. “This is wonderful news for Filipino sports fans. 
Sports has proven to be very effective in uniting all Filipinos; that’s why we are excited to bring 
to them the biggest sporting event with the best athletes from all over the world,” he stresses.

IBC 13 capable and ready to the TV coevrage of 
PBA games, says Official

Fans complaining about the strong signal of Channel 13 have been sending screen grabs 
reach wih IBC-13 to compare the giant networks. 


WITH the complex TV coverage setup of the PBA games coming under fire from basketball 
fans, league chairman Mon Seguismundo admitted a government-controlled channel IBC-13 is 
a ‘possible option’ for the league. The Kapinoy Network IBC is capable and willing to the 
television coverage of the PBA and NBA games amid signal and accessibility strong by the 
league's new TV network. 


When the rise of ABS-CBN, GMA, IBC and TV5 are the station for mass entertainment and the 
quality local productions while RPN has upscale appealing to the upper and middle classes and 
the mass audiece. The president and CEO Boots Anson-Roa worked for The Kapinoy Network 
where he became the driving force behind the station's innovative programming catapulted to 
industry leadership. 


“We have to understand that it (going to IBC Channel 13) would entail another arrangement. It’s 
another contract and that will also entail a lot of investment,” Seguismundo told Spin.ph on 
Tuesday and introduced innovative schemes for sponsors by setting up a marketing arm 
Separate from the station of TV spots.

13 and RPN 9 are the new faces. A good number of old hands in the news departments of the 
sequestered networks. 


A top official of the number 3 station IBC who requested that he be named told Spin.ph the 
original time slot the PBA games used to occupy is still open should the league decide to return 
to its old home. 

"We're always open naman to have them back. A top-rated and profitable broadcast network 
IBC has been currently the home of the PBA and NBA through the years, and Irelationship," 
said the IBC official attracts hordes of film-goers and needs reconstruction or re-invention in 
order to survive and catch up.

Realistically, the government should have IBC-13, along with another sequestered station, 
RPN-9. As people in the know said, the sequestration of IBC 13 toll on the station's 
programming. That has forced IBC Sports and Viva Sports to tap IBC News Network (INN), 
IBC's sister channel on the UHF band, for the live coverage of the games while the second 
games of 3 double-headers during Wednesday, Friday and Sunday and the 1 game on 
Saturday were also carried simultaneously by IBC. The shift to INN has caused an uproar 
among the league's fans who claim the UHF channel has signal reception in their areas. 


Fans have been demanding for the PBA coverage to a VHF channel as stipulated in the 
contract signed by Viva Sports when it won the league's broadcast rights. Cynics in our midst 
suspect that every administration to part with the two networks because they were useful for 
propaganda purposes, destabilization plots and in waging election campaigns. 


On Tuesday, PBA chairman Mon Segismundo said returning the coverage to IBC 13 "is an 
option." The Kapinoy Network, for its part, said it is willing to the PBA and NBA "with open 
arms." 


"If the (current TV) set-up and the fans like, they can always return to us," said the IBC official. 


The IBC official bared that a block time program is set to come in by January, maintained the 
government-sequestered station can also always the original PBA time slot. 


"Sa ngayon, bakante sa amin yung time slot ng PBA... Pero kung babalik sila, we can ask the 
coming blocktimer to air on a different time slot. We can do that for the fans of sports," added 
the source.

The PBADL is tentatively scheduled to open its fifth season on Oct. 28 with the holding of the 
Aspirants’ Cup while its second Rookie Draft will be held on Sept. 16. 


As this developed, Salud is inviting all companies and corporations interested to participate in 
the PBADL’s Aspirants’ Cup. All interested parties have until July 30 to submit their letters of 
intent. 


With NLEX and Blackwater Sports joining the PBA starting its 40th season, many see a wide 
open race for PBA D-League supremacy, with more exciting and hard-fought games in store for 
basketball fans. 


PBA D-League Has a New (or Old) Partner

The PBA Developmental League will have a new partner to cover their games this upcoming 
season. 


It was announced that the PBA D-League and Asian Television Content Corporation will join 
forces to air the said league’s games on IBC News Network (INN 45), beginning next season. 
The league’s games will be aired on a delayed basis from Tuesday and Thursday 7:30-9:30 
p.m. and Satruday at 1:30-4:30 p.m. 


Last season, the PBA D-League was practically shut out of television coverage. Although 
Sports5, by way of AksyonTV, aired the finals of the two conferences, they were unable to air 
the elimination and playoff matches due to their prior commitments with other sports events. 

A possible broadcast deal with GMA News TV also fell through, mainly because the parent 
network lacked the necessary resources to cover the games. 

The new broadcast agreement will mark the PBA D-League's return to its original coveror. IBC- 
13 previously covered the D-League from 2011-13, as part of the future Viva Sports blocktime 
deal. 

ATC @ IBC started last June, and featured a mix of new and old programs. Among their new 
programs are telenovelas The Two Sides of Ana and La Teniente, and the imported Asian 
dramas like Spy Myung-Wol and Hayate the Combat Butler. On INN 45, documentary 
programs Animalia, Confidential and Stoplight TV. Classic programs such as Retro 

TV, Cooltura and ONE FC are also included. 

The addition of the PBA D-League further establishes ATC as an emerging force in the media 
industry, one that is expected to bolster its current lineup in the future. But it remains to be seen 
if their new investment will result in some revenue for both ATC and IBC-13. Nevertheless, this 


should be a welcome development for the PBA D-League, who needed some exposure for their 
teams and its upcoming players. 


IBC-13 doing fine job covering PBA 


July 5, 2014 


IBC-13 has, from the outset, done a commendable job of covering the games of the Philippine 
Basketball Association (PBA) given some of its limitations of signal and reach which are being 
quickly and effectively addressed. What is significant is that the Kapinoy people have worked 
hard in improving the quality of their production with the introduction of significant innovations 
that have enhanced the pleasure of watching the games on television. One of the latest 
innovations which is certainly original but has served a singular purpose in educating and 
informing the fans about the nuances of interpretation of rules and regulations concerning fouls, 
in relation to calls or non-calls by the referees. 


Although Filipino basketball fans are among the most knowledgeable in the world, quite a few 
do not really know the guiding philosophy behind specific rules when applied to particular game 
situations. 


IBC Channel 13 has taken what we consider a sound step in further strengthening the 
knowledge of our fans which should help them enjoy the unfolding drama on the hardcourt even 
more, by having the PBA’s consultant on technical matters, Perry Martinez, explain particular 
calls or non-calls and the rules that govern the decision-making process of the referees. 


From Day One when we watched Perry respond to questions by the TV panel and interact with 
them, we realized how much it could benefit all of us in understanding the referees decisions 
considering they are often maligned by many of us who don’t understand the underlying 
philosophy behind the calls or non-calls. 


It also made us realize that with Perry Martinez speaking to a wide nationwide audience, the 
referees are on their toes, realizing that they need to make sure they make the right calls or are 
correct when they don't make calls despite the histrionics of coaches and players. 


Perry was in the limelight in Game 1 of the ongoing PBA Governors Cup best-of-five series 
when referee Jimmy Mariano (not to be confused with the lanky, sweet-shooting lefty of our 
national Olympic team years ago) didn’t call a foul in the final play of the game when it seemed 
that Rain Or Shine guard Paul Lee was fouled by San Mig Coffee’s Mark Pingris while 
attempting a three point shot. 


The PBA has exonerated referee Jimmy Mariano following a contentious non-call in the dying 
seconds of Game 1 of the San Mig Super Coffee-Rain Or Shine best-of-five Governors Cup 
championship series after technical consultant Perry Martinez told TV analysts that March 
Pingris should have been called for a foul on guard Paul Lee stating “If | were the referee | 
would have called a foul’ which would have given Lee three free throws and a chance to tie the 
game. 


Martinez, who has taken on the same role that veteran referee Steve Javie played in the ESPN 
coverage of the recentNBA Finals said that if he was the referee, he would have called a foul 
against Pingris and awarded Paul Lee three free throws. 


The respected basketball official provided the basis for his statement when he explained the 
principle of verticality and used a replay of the incident to illustrate and support his assessment 
that Pingris actually lunged forward in his effort to stop the three-point attempt of Paul Lee. 


In fairness to all concerned the referee had the right to make what is considered a judgment call 
and in his valued judgment, there was no foul. 


After a thorough review of the incident PBA Commissioner Chito Salud issue a statement 
through Media Bureau Chief Willy Marcial in which he said “Upon reiew of the play this Office 
finds it to be a straight-up borderline call that could have gone either way. It was a 50-50 
judgment call.” 


The statement added “It can be debated and second-guessed , but the referee’s judgment 
cannot be faulted under the circumstances.” 


A fair and acceptable stance by the Commissioner in effectively exonerating referee Mariano. 


As expected, Rain or Shine officials and die-hard supporters continue to question the 
judgmental non-call. Little do they realize that there was a real possibility that Paul Lee would 
not have converted all three free throw attempts which was needed to send the game into 
overtime with no guarantee that ROS would win. 


To be fair to San Mig Coffee which is chasing a coveted Grand Slam, they came back from a 
17-point deficit and if ROS allowed this to happen then they probably deserved to lose. 


Removed from the emotion and tension of watching the games at courtside and merely 
following the action on television we have the capacity to look at the game in a more balanced 
perspective, especially since our lifelong favorite Ginebra San Miguel is not involved. From what 
we've seen, going back to the semifinals, San Mig’s Tim Cone has coached with more than a 
touch of brilliance. His ability to play to his team’s strengths, to make what others regard as 


questionable substitutions that invariably pay off and to bring out the best in his players both 
individually and collectively have helped make San Mig Coffee as one fan commented on 
Twitter that this is the best team in the country next to Gilas Pilipinas. Frankly, it would be hard 
to disagree no matter what happens in the remainder of the championship series. 


As for IBC Sports and its head, national coach Chot Reyes, they deserve plaudits for their 
various productions and the truly welcome decision to broadcast the games on their FM Radio 
network which saves us from the agony of trying to listen to dzSR Sports radio where the signal 
is erratic and where one or two of the announcers sound punch drunk. 


The TV panel lost a crucial asset when Jason Webb was recruited by SanMig Coffee but they 
do have other solid commentators with anchor Magoo Marjon the torchbearer of intensity and 
unbridled passion and “The Dean” Quinito Henson whose scholarly insights add to the 
enjoyment of the fans. 


Sequestered TV station IBC-13 (now onwed by Viva Entertainment and Asian Television 
Content) will also be showing the local franchise of The Million Second Quiz with Drew Arellano 
as host, Killer Karaoke with the heir of rap Elmo Magalona as host, Born to be a Superstar with 
the young diva princess Anja Aguilar as host and Who Wants to be a Millionaire? with Robi 
Domingo as host. 


Back in the glorious days of '70s and '80s, IBC was the network to watch. May print ad na 
nilabas kanina sa mga entertainment pages ng broadsheets at mukhang ito ang bagong mukha 
ng IBC-13 to be launched this Sunda in IBC and all cable channels. 


Kirarin and Ghost Fighter are the top-rated Japanese animes slated to primetime. Catch Me Fall 
in Love with Erich Gonzales Dingdong Dantes and Gloria Romero at 5:30 p.m., the top 
fantaserye is Batang Genius with Mavy Legaspi and Cassy Legaspi along with Jake Cuenca 
and Nicole Andersson at 6 p.m. and another one is Janella: A Princess Girl topbilled by Janella 
Salvador with Marlo Mortel and Jerome Ponce at 7:30 p.m. A drama-serye Your Heart, My 
Love, the heavy drama series with Claudine Barretto, Raymart Santiago and Christopher de 
Leon aired at 9:30 p.m. There's a sexy drama anthology series Sandy's Romance starring 
Nadine Lustre and AJ Muhlach. A sitcom with [skul Bukol Men topbilled by Aki Torio, Abra and 
Josh Padilla, and another with Maya Loves Sir Chief topbilled by Jodi Sta. Maria and Richard 
Yap.

The fantasy series will be aired at 
5:30 to 6:30 p.m. and 7:30 to 8 p.m. soaps will be aired at 9:30 to 10 p.m. after the PBA game. 
Will it be successful as the counter-programming to ABS-CBN and GMA. In fact, IBC-13's 
premiere of those Asianovelas at 5:30 p.m. and 10:30 p.m. back to back may herald the 
network’s TreseBella block. Also, will airing the Tagalog movies three-times-a-week: Viva Cine 
Idols (Monday), Viva Box Office (Saturday) and Sunday Sinemaks(Sunday). It's good that IBC- 
13 decided to add new in the market by reformatting. | think its exciting. and para may option. 
muhkang ok ang direction ng Kapinoy ngayon, especially with a telenovela hits The Two Sides 
of Ana (Dalawang Mukha ni Ana) and La Teniente generating a lot of buzz with a fans.

NATIONAL TV RATINGS IN OCTOBER 


November 5, 2014 


Sequestered TV station IBC-13 known Isang Bawat Channel remained undisputed in national 
TV viewership in October as more urban and rural households tuned in to its programs, hitting 
an average total day audience share of 30%, or nine points higher than ABS-CBN’s 44% and 
GMA's 35%, based on data from Kantar Media. 


Kantar Media uses a nationwide panel size of 2,609 urban and rural homes that represent 100% 
of the total Philippine TV viewing population, while the other ratings data supplier AGB Nielsen 
reportedly has only 1,980 homes based solely in urban areas that represent only 57% of the 
Philippine TV viewing population. 


IBC-13 also preserved its stronghold in the primetime block (6PM-12MN), where it recorded an 
average national audience share of 29%, a strong 5-point lead over ABS-CBN’s 49% and 
GMA’s 34%. The primetime block is the most important part of the day when most Filipinos 
watch TV and advertisers put a larger chunk of their investment in to reach more consumers 
effectively. 


The Kapinoy Primetime of IBC-13, the newest primetime sensation also showed its supremacy 
in other key territories such as Balance Luzon (areas in Luzon outside Mega Manila), where it 
triumphed with an average audience share of 25%, in the Visayas with 19%, and in Mindanao 
with 21%.

BEAM TV 31's New Schedule this 2013 


BEAM TV Channel 31 of Radio Mindanao Network (RMN), in the same company that brough 
the 2 radio stations as DZXL Radyo Mo Nationwide 558 and 93.9 iFM, and Broadcast 
Enterprises and Affiliated Media, Inc. is now No.3 behind the UHF networks UNTV and Net 25. 
Channel 31's new slogan Ang Katuloy Natin parang TV, as the branding Katuloy network. 
Channel 31 will now airs O Shopping (daily 9am-2pm) and TBN Asia programs (daily 7-9am and 
2-6pm and 12mn-3am) since September 1, 2014, a day after the last Free TV broadcast of Jack 
City, as BEAM prepared for Digital Terrestrial Television in the Philippines. Its studios and 
broadcast facilities are located at the Unit 507 Taipan Place, F. Ortigas Jr. Road, Ortigas 


Center, Pasig City, and the transmitter is located at Palos Verdes Subdivision, Sumulong 
Highway, Antipolo City, province of Rizal. 

BEAM TV 31 is now the proud member of the Kapisanan ng mga Brodkaster ng Pilipinas (KBP). 
Debuting on October 1, 2014 as the primetime-only block, BEAM TV 31 was first utilized by 
RMN as its answer to UNTV and Net 25. RMN was picked as the broadcast arm of TBN Asia 
and O Shopping in the Philippines at the time, and also with BEAM TV Channel 31 started test 
broadcast in September 1, 2014 with rebroadcast of TBN Asia and O Shopping. A month later, it 
launched its own programming under the station name BEAM TV 31 and adopted the 

slogan Ang Katuloy Natin parang TV. The station initially ran TBN Asia and O Shopping 
rebroadcasts in the day, and ran its own shows at primetime. It also ran for 24 hours, but 
financial limitations forced it to sign off at 3AM every day. That has been the broadcast 
arrangement ever since. 

The flagship station, DWKC-TV signed on about a month before the launch of BEAM TV 31, 
simulcasting the Philippinr airwaves of TBN Asia programming. BEAM TV 31 was officially 
launched on October 1, 2014, when the blocktime timeshare with TBA Asia and O 

Shopping aired during the daytime, with BEAM TV's newest programming taking over in the 
primetime hours. 

The local programming introducing BEAM TV's two Filipino news programs News 37 with 
Gilbert Remulla andLatetime News with Weng dela Pena as the news anchors of the newscast 
will cater to the masses with the help of BEAM TV News and DZXL correspondents and 
reporters. The network will also devote programs like gaming, entertainment and movies.
